EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 

policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 

(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency; 

(b)(3) specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), provided that such statute (A) requires that the 

matters be withheld from the public in such a manner as to leave no discretion on issue, or (B) establishes particular criteria for withholding 
or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld; 

(b)(4) trade secrets and commercial or financial information obtained from a person and privileged or confidential; 

(b)(5) inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation with 
the agency;

(b)(7) records or information compiled for law enforcement puiposes, but only to the extent that the production of such law enforcement records 

or information ( A ) could reasonably be expected to interfere with enforcement proceedings, ( B ) would deprive a person of a right to a 
fair trial or an impartial adjudication, ( C ) could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, ( D ) 
could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority or any 
private institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law 
enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual; 

(b)(8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of an agency responsible for 
the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or 

(b)(9) geological and geophysical information and data, including maps, concerning wells.

During those investigations more than 100 persons, including 
Governor Rockefellers professional associates and social 
acquaintances, were interviewed. They commented favorably 
concerning his character, loyalty, reputation, and associates, 
and described him as an outstanding administrator and astute 
businessman who is intelligent, conscientious, hardworking, 
and capable. He was further described as a man of unquestioned 
integrity and great vision, and a dedicated public servant. 
Governor Rockefeller was said to have extensive holdings in 
Venezuela and he was described as an expert on Latin American 
affairs. 
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All other persons interviewed during the investi¬ 
gations of Governor Rockefeller recommended him for a position 
of trust and confidence. 

The Watergate Special Prosecution Force (WSPF) and

for amnesty actually do so. The Attorney General made no assign¬ 
ments to the FBI in this regard and indicated that the work is being 
coordinated by the Office of Criminal Justice Policy in the Department 
and that any suggestions should be forwarded to that office. 

The Attorney General then mentioned the investigation 
of the nomination of Governor Rockefeller for Vice President. He 
commented that it will be a monumental task for the FBI to complete 
a thorough investigation of this matter. He said that he is aware 
that certain matters will be difficult to resolve such as sealed court 
decrees involving the Governor’s divorce. The Attorney General 
asked Assistant Attorney General Petersen of the Criminal Division 
whether the FBI would be authorized to have access to such sealed 
decrees. Mr. Petersen answered that in his opinion such information 
would not be available unless there was a waiver by the Governor and 
by all other persons who are protected by the sealing of the decree. 

The Attorney General made no further comment along these lines. • 

He then asked the Deputy Attorney General to furnish his observations 
concerning the recent annual meeting of the American Bar Association. 

Deputy Attorney General Silberman advised that a 
proposal was made at the Bar Association meeting for the creation 
of a new Federal agency to oversee grants and research supported 
by Federal funds but that the proposal was not approved by the 
membership. He also advised that he had recommended to the 
leadership of the American Bar Association that they take steps 
to encourage their membership and state and local bar associations 
to support increases in judicial salaries. 

The Attorney General observed that without the needed 
increase in judicial salaries it is becoming very difficult to find 
qualified persons who are willing to accept appointments as judges.. 

The Attorney General advised that he recently discussed 
with the President a list of appointments being recommended by the 
Department of Justice and it was his understanding that all appointments 
recommended by the Department have been accepted by the White House 
and have been forwarded for confirmation. He noted that this is not

Rockefeller's first wife, the former Mary Todhunter 
Clark, is being interviewed in connection with this investij- 
gation. They were married in 1930 and she was granted 
a divorce from him on 3-16-62 on grounds of extreme mental 
cruelty. Five children were born of that marriage. Rocke* 
married the former Margaretta (Happy) Fitler Murphy in May, 
1963, and they have two children. His divorce and subsequent 
marriage received wide publicity. 

During a Special Inquiry conducted concerning 
Rockefeller in 1969 for The White House, his divorce was 
verified; however, the transcript of the testimony in that 
matter was sealed. 




The present Mrs. Rockefeller divorced Dr. James Slater 
Murphy, to whom she had been married for 14 years, shortly 
before her marriage to Rockefeller. The Murphys and Rockefellers 
were neighbors in Pocantico Hills, New York, and the Murphys 
also had a summer home at Seal Harbor, Maine, where the 
Rockefellers have their summer homes. The Murphys had four 
children and they were later involved in a bitter custody 
battle which, according to the press, was won by Dr. Murphy, 
with Mrs. Rockefeller being granted visitation rights. 


In the absence of information which may be received 
from the first Mrs. Rockefeller or others to indicate an 
interview with the present Mrs. Rockefeller's former husband. 
Dr. James Slater Murphy, would be advisab.le, we do not 
contemplate interviewing him during this investigation.

New York State Supreme Court Judge LOUIS M. 
GREENBLOTT, Binghamton, New York, is a candidate for 
election to the New York State Court of Appeals. He 
advised he first met ROCKEFELLER in 1958 during the time 
that he was running for re-election as District Attorney 
of Broome County while ROCKEFELLER was running for election 
as Governor of the State of New York.

Broome County Family Court Judge DANIEL S. 
DICKINSON, Jr., Binghamton, New fYork, advised as follows: 

Judge DICKINSON first met ROCKEFELLER when 
ROCKEFELLER was elected Governor of the State of New York 
in 1958. At that time, Judge DICKINSON,was serving in 
the New York State Legislature and he naturally met 
ROCKEFELLER in connection with Legislative matters.

spaces at existing facilities, on top of the $3.3 million in¬ 
crease recommended in his 1973-74 budget to make an addi¬ 
tional 8,900 spaces available. 

A state budget division spokesman said the governor’s 
proposals would not mean any new capital construction. 

The extra space in prisons and NACC centers can be 
made by doubling up and making use of unoccupied cells 
and beds, the spokesman* said.

. ill’is our tradition and conviction as a nation that the indi¬ 
vidual is to-be protected from any’undue accumulation or pow¬ 
er. .This’ purpose underlies the.separation of powers ip govern¬ 
ment, the'/livorcc of Church and State, the civilian control of 
lhe;mi!itary, and the labor and antitrust laws directed against 
i , the abuse i of economic power. In the nineteenth century, it was 
believed that freedom depended on limiting the role of govern- 
m’ent. But in. the 1930s, the threat to freedom seemed to come 
' from the-’predominance of economic over human considcra- 
,’i lions.’ Sweeping legislation was endeted to help tiie economicai- 
' ly deprived and to ensure-thal no citizen would become the vic- 

• *tim of all-powerful economic forces. Now oiir generation is in 
‘ the process of learning that^o mo p r o blems cannot be solved 
’. by legislation alone’. The plight of the cities, for example, is in

Perhaps nowhere is the gap between substantive knowledge 
and the operation of the democratic process so complicated as 
in the field of defense. The issues are highly technical: experts 
with years of experience disagree among themselves, often vi¬ 
olently. Congressional committees have difficulty in acquiring 
comprehensive knowledge as to' Ihe'interrelationship of techni¬ 
cal, strategic and policy issues involved; their resulting frus¬ 
tration often strains executive-legislative relationships. For the 
average citizen, the task may seem almost insurmountable. 
Yet his very existence may quite literally depend on decisions 
about our strategic posture. Confronted with this dilemma, he 
may become cynical or fall prey to demagogic appeals. It is ♦ 
the task of leadership to encourage thoughtful discussion and 
, to make certain that the p ^io - und erstands the fundamental 
—essentially lion-technical—considerations on whicli our stra- i 
fgic posture depends. j 
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Meanwhile, the world has become fragmented as never be¬ 
fore. In the nineteenth century, the emergence of two new 
stales—Italy and Germany— di sturbed the equilibrium for dec¬ 
ades. In the twentieth century, the development and aggressive 
spread of communist ideology and the appearance of scores of 
new states were bound to be accompanied by turmoil. The un¬ 
rest has been intensified because the- domestic instability of 
many new states tempts outside forces to exploit their internal 
weaknesses and ^encourages their' own leaders to use foreign^ 
dangers to strengthen their hold on a shaky domestic position."* 

Three characteristics of our age—basic sense of insecurity, 
the lack of a political structure and the absence of consensus 
as to objectives—mark it as a period of transition in interna¬ 
tional relations- So long as there is no agreement on objec¬ 
tives. the temptation is great to deal with issues one by one. 
There is a tendency to break up problems into their constituent 
elements and to assign each fo be dealt with by experts in the 
area. 

Such an approach mean's we deal with symptoms. Debate is 
polarized between those who see every upheaval as caused by 
the deliberate design of evil men and others who, in our age of 
inter-continental missiles and instantaneous communication, 
question whether we have any national interest beyond our 
shores. In the face of such complexities, and lacking unifying 
concepts and long-range objectives, many leaders are tempted 
to invoke their assumedly superior information rather than re¬ 
sort to patient explanation. And critics who demand perfection 
forget that, while great objectives are essential, they can be 
readied only if one is prepared to advance by measured steps. 
Some rely for help on what are thought to be the automatic 
processes of history: the. “inevitable” amelioration of dictator 
ship or flic “automatic” association of humane governmental' 
'systems with economic development. But history will not do 
our work for us. Whether totalitarian systems can be brought 
to a'more accommodating posture depends at least in part on 
whether there’are penalties for bad faith and bad behavior. 
And the history'of this century should have demonstrated that 
economic progress, if not , leavened by humane values, may- 
only refine the tools of slavery. Nazism did not develop, after 
all,* in an economically backward society. 1 

The sense of impotence—of being unable to affect events—is 
even more acute in facin g problem s of foreign policy than in 
domestic policy. Yet the challenge is relatively straightfor¬ 
ward. The crucial fact is that we have not developed an effec¬ 
tive political structure to bring about peaceful change. The up; 
heaval in the world will subside only with the emergence of a 
more or less generally accepted international system. Until 
then, all nations will live with the consciousness of danger, and 
until then military power will remain essential to national se¬ 
curity. 

At the same time, one must recognize that security can not 
he achieved by power alone* for this- would be the road to em¬ 
pire if not to cataclysm. The goal, is order, but order is not 
created simply by moral-affirmation. In world affairs there' 
arc few “final” solutions; foreign policy has no terminal point. 
Each successful settlement establishes a new set of relation¬ 
ships, 'with their own co mplexitie s and potentials for fric¬ 
tion. And though we cannot create order by ourselves we 
.surely cannot come about without us.

The deepest problem bttfon; Aifterica, then, is moral or psy- 
chological. Since much of the current uneasiness reflects a 
search less for solutionsMhan tor meaning, remedies depen'd 
for their effectiveness on the "philosophy of values which' in¬ 
spire them. The student unres; is impressive, not because 
some of it is fomented by agitators, but because it includes 
some of the most idealistic elements of our youth. In fact, 
much that disquiets us today gives cause for hope, for it re¬ 
flects not cynicism hut disappointed idealism.

little. The contemporary discontent proves among other things 
that man cannot live by economics alone; he needs quality and 
purpose in addition to mat erial- well-being; he needs signifi¬ 
cance and meaning beyond physical comfort. The quality and 
success of 'the Peace Corps can be explained on no other 
ground. The spirit of idealism .which it lias fostered should— 
and can—animate our actions in meeting a wide range of chal¬ 
lenges. 


A democracy, to be vital, must be able to mobilize the mor¬ 
al energies of its people. If government at any level should 
consistently take the attitude that “Father knows best," those 
moral energies will be sapped at the base. If, on the -other 
hand, protest confines itself to striking poses, it, too, will be 
doomed to sterility. The dialogue we need is one geared to a 
conceptual approach to the problems at home and abroad, and 
not to individual “solutions” based cn the illusion that we can 
escape problems by fragmenting them. 


. Over the years our society -must cherish the pluralism, the 
centers of initiative, that made America so great. We must 
give thought to the effort to decentralize initiative. Within the 
framework of our federal system we must encourage all pri¬ 
vate organizations, supported by a sense of responsibility co 
the part of private citizens, which can provide the building 
blocks to make that'effort succeed. Such institutions, and oth¬ 
ers which are governmental in character, can play a vital part 
in our conscious strategy to revive the belief of the average 
American that his opinion matters. 

The stakes could hardly be higher. In previous centuries, a 
part of mankind might languish while another advanced. In a 
world which is indivisible, a failure to deal with our own prob¬ 
lems could spread disintegration worldwide. 

For a people grown great in the experience of the frontier, 
the twin challenges of humanizing a technocratic bureaucracy 
and-helping the world find a.modern structure offer an adven¬ 
turous opportunity. This is an'excitihg age. The current uneasi¬ 
ness, exists because people care—and yet do not sec the way to 
make their aspirates come true. The task is to prove that 
their aspirations are relevant and attainable. This cannot be 
the responsibility of the President alone; it is the responsibility 
of all public officials, of leaders in all walks of life—indeed, of 
all of us.

Mr. Rockefeller was interviewed by Special Agents George E. 

Saunders and Joseph E. Henehan during a 1 hour and 22 minute flight from / 
Washington, D. C., to Bar Harbor, Maine, on his private jet. Mr. Rockefeller 
was completely cooperative and forthright. He advised he would make V * 
anything and everything the FBI desired available. 


Mr. Rockefeller was informed of the scope of the investigation to be 
conducted by the FBI, which would involve all facets of his personal and 
financial life. 


He advised that he was aware that a thorough investigation would be 
conducted and that he had no reservations whatsoever. The topic of his 
divorce was discussed and he said that the matter had been thoroughly 
reviewed on several occasions in prior campaigns and he did not anticipate 
or know of any problem that could arise from this matter. He stated he 
considered the interview of his former wife as appropriate and anticipated 
no problem as she was a very fine woman. He requested, however, that 
no question be put to her concerning the financial settlement that resulted 
from their divorce. He stated she is very sensitive about the settlement, 
and the divorce included a stipulation, which he agreed to, that the financial 
arrangement would not be made public . He did not care, himself, but was 
concerned for her sake that such information would not be released. He 
was advised that the FBI at this point did not consider such information as 
pertinent to their investigation. He requested that the Agents who contact 
his former wife advise her that he had raised the topic of the negotiated 
settlement not being divulged and that he was living up to the agreement. 

He also requested that the Agents advise her that it would not be necessary

Mr. Rockefeller asked if his wife’s (Happy) ex-husband, 

Dr. Murphy, would be interviewed. He was advised that presently 
such an interview was not planned; however, the possibility did exist 
that we may desire to interview him in the future. He stated he had 
no objection to such an interview; however, he would like to be contacted 
beforehand so that he could advise his wife who would advise Dr. Murphy 
the FBI planned to interview him. He was advised that the FBI would 
notify him prior to any interview of Dr. Murphy. He stated that he 
was unaware that the court records were sealed with regard to his 
divorce, but he would not hesitate to sign a waiver to open them and he 
felt sure his ex-wife would also sign such a waiver. He identified the • 
attorneys for himself and his ex-wife and stated he would advise his 
attorneys to be completely candid if and when interviewed by the FBI. 

New York plans to contact Mr. RockefeUer’s attorney. 

Mr. RockefeUer was requested to mentally search his background 
and past for the purpose of determining if there is anything that could be 
a problem or possible embarrassing situation that he desired to voluntarily 
furnish to the FBI so that our investigation could set forth the facts. He 
was also advised that any rumors or gossip received by the Bureau during 
the investigation would be furnished to him for the purpose of obtaining 
his explanation in addition to any investigation conducted with regard to 
such matters. He advised that there was nothing in his past that concerned 
him and appreciated the opportunity to answer any rumors or gossip which 
may develop. He stated that he would be and is most appreciative of a 
thorough investigation as he knew his entire life would now be under scrutiny, 
and he did not desire that any unfounded allegations surprise him during 
the confirmation hearings. 

He advised that he is in excellent physical condition and he has 
already authorized his doctor to furnish the FBI any information requested.

During the interview his attorney, Robert R. Douglass, was present. 
Mr. Rockefeller identified him as the individual who would act as a liaison 
with the Bureau for any request they have from him.

Mr. Rockefeller was advised that all requests for personal contact with 
him would be handled through Mr. Douglass. 

When given the opportunity, Mr. Rockefeller identified five individuals 
he considered close personal friends that he felt should be interviewed and 
included in the investigative reports. Leads have been given to the New York 
Office to interview these people. 

With regard to his finances, Mr. Rockefeller stated that he once 
again would make anything and everything the FBI desired available. He has 
very little to do with the management of his personal finances and he said 
activities on his part along this line were close to zero. His funds are 
handled by an office set up to handle the entire finances of the Rockefeller 
family, which include some 70 individuals. This office maintains a separate 
set. of books for him and the individual who could answer and furnish all 
financial information was J. RichardsoiM)ilworth. He stated that he felt 
people would be quite surprised when theys^ind out that his finances are not 
as large as have been reported by the media. 

He stated that he had one item that was of concern to him and that 
was he had set up several trusts for his children. These trusts are in 
varying amounts. The children do not know the amounts of each other's 
trusts and he would not like such information to be divulged. He was 
advised that in view of the fact he received no income from these trusts 
nor were they assets that would appear on his own financial worth statement, 
it was felt at this point there was no need for such information to be set forth. 
Under current plans the detailed finances of his children and brothers *ar £L 
not going to be reviewed, although pertinent information had been requested 
with regard to his current wife. He was advised and stated he was well 
aware that one of the main purposes of the financial review would be for 
potential or existing conflict of interest problems, and should the investi¬ 
gation necessitate any review of his children's finances he would be contacted 
beforehand.

He was furnished with specifics as to what financial information 
was desired and Mr. Douglass stated this would be promptly forwarded 
to New York City.

^CJurti^u)all, which listed some five items that President Ford was 
requested to consider prior to the appointment of Mr. Rockefeller was 
shown to him and he was advised that our investigation would include 
developing information concerning the allegations set forth. He stated 
he had not seen it and neither had the staff members present. He requested 
that a copy be furnished to him and he advised his staff would make available 
all information in his records for review to resolve the allegations set forth. 
He chuckled and said that one of the allegations alluded to the family 
holdings in the Standard Oil Company, which he advised he believed was 
less than 1 percent. 

He reiterated that he had very little to do with his personal finances 
and stated he hasn’t written a check in 40 years, at which time his secretary 
added "and you never have any cash in your pocket either.’" He laughed 
and stated "that’s true. " He receives a monthly statement from the family 
office setting forth receipts and disbursements and other financial infor¬ 
mation, the review of which is probably the full extent of his own activity 
concerning personal finances. He does occasionally receive telephone 
requests for approval of certain transactions, but in most instances 
completely relies on his staff to handle the finances.

Mr. ROCKEFELLER is not a devious man, is personable, and 
exceptionally competent in that through the years that he 
was Governor of New York State he strove to improve his knowledge 
of state affairs while continuing his interest and competency 
in national and international affairs, Mr. FLYNN continued 
that Mr. ROCKEFELLER is wide-ranging in his thinking, has a 
good reputation, and nothing has caused him to question the 
nominee’s personal character, associates, or ability as a 
public figure. Mr. FLYNN said that his observations indicate 
that the nominee’s marriage is a happy one, and he would have 
no doubts as to the nominee's fitness for high public office 
requiring an impeccable character and reputation. He said 
he feels the choice of the nominee for the Vice-Presidency 
is a good one. 

WINFIELD H. JAMES, President and Publisher, The 
Ne w York News. Incorporated, on August 22, 1974, advised 
SA I ~~| that although he has no personal knowledge of the 
nominee, he has had considerable association with him through 
formal functions. He has found Mr. ROCKEFELLER to be an 
outgoing and highly reputable person whom he feels is well 
qualified for the post under consideration. Mr. JAMES 
said he has no knowledge of anything which would reflect 
unfavorably upon the nominee’s personal character, reputation, 
associates, or judgement, and he said, in his opinion, the 
choice of Mr. ROCKEFELLER is an excellent one. 
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FLOYD BARGER, Executive Editor and Senior 
Vice-President, The New Yor k News. Incorporated, on 
August 22, 1974, advised SA | | that he knows the nominee 

personally and has followed his career for 35 years through 
Mr. BARGER's position as newspaper editor. He has been in 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S home and associated with him on semi-social 
occasions. He said he considers the nominee to be a man of 
high integrity, thoroughly honest, and an appropriate choice 
for the position under consideration. Mr. BARGER added that 
if there had been any substantial taint of scandal associated 
with the nominee, his paper would have published it; however, 
no concrete information was ever developed which would reflect 
unfavorably upon any aspect of the nominee's character or 
activities, and he feels there is no reason why Mr. ROCKEFELLER 
could not serve in high public office. Mr. BARGER said he is 
aware of the many considerations to which nominees for high 
public office are subject and he said, in his opinion, Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER has the requisite personal background, executive 
ability, and wide-ranging interests to enable him to serve 
as Vice-President with distinction. 

MICHAEL J. O'NEILL, Managing Editor, The New Yo rk 
News, Incorporated, on August 22, 1974, advised SA l I that 

he has known of the people around the nominee for 15 to 20 
years and has covered Mr. ROCKEFELLER’S activities through 
Mr. O'NEILL'S position in the newspaper field. He has 
associated with the nominee at public gatherings and he said 
he is aware of no information which would reflect adversely 
upon Mr. ROCKEFELLER. He said that specifically, the 
nominee's personal character, associates, reputation, 
executive ability, and temperament are such as would qualify 
him for high public office, and Mr. O’NEILL said he had no 
reservations about the nominee's suitability for such office. 
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On August 22, 1974, Mr. OSBORN ELLIOTT, 

Chairman of the Board and Editor of "Newsweek" magazine, 

444 Madison A venue. New York. Ne w York, advised 
Special Agent I I that he had been 

acquainted with NELSON ROCKEFELLER for a number of 
years and was also acquainted with other members of 
the ROCKEFELLER family. ELLIOTT stated that he has 
associated with the nominee both professionally and 
socially, that he has entertained the ROCKEFELLERS 
at his home, been a guest at their home, and attended 
other social functions with them. 

ELLIOTT stated that he felt ROCKEFELLER was the 
best possible choice for the office of Vice President 
of the United States, and exhibited a copy of a telegram 
which he had sent to him, congratulating him on his 
nomination. He stated that in his opinion, ROCKEFELLER 
was of excellent moral character, had tremendous executive 
ability and was the most highly qualified person for 
the office to which he has been nominated. 

ELLIOTT added that although he has disagreed 
with ROCKEFELLER in some matters, notably his conduct in 
regard to the prison uprising at Attica, New York, never¬ 
theless, he respected his judgement and could think of 
nothing derogatory regarding his character, associations, 
or any other aspect of his life and career. 

Mr. RUSSELL WATSON, N ational Af fairs Desk,"Newsweek" 

magazine, advised Special Agent ~ _| on August 22, 1974, that 

he is responsible for handling a large feature article being 
prepared on ROCKEFELLER by "Newsweek". He stated the primary 
focus of this article will be on the nominee's wealth and assets 
but will cover other facets of the nominee and the nomination. 
Nothing has been discovered in the preparation of this article, 
which would reflect unfavorably on ROCKEFELLER in regard to his 
ability, integrity, or moral character. He stated that there has 
been some speculation among members of the news media as to the 
ROCKEFELLERS' domestic situation. He added that this speculation 
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is caused by Mrs. ROCKEFELLER'S tendency to ‘’avoid the 
limelight” and her absence from various public functions 
at which her husband was present. He said such speculation 
is always rife among members of the media in regard to 
any public figure and he personally knows of no information 
which would indicate any marital rift. He stated that 
although he differs politically with the nominee in many 
areas* he knows of no reason why he should not be considered 
for the office of Vice President of the United States. 
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On August 22, 1974, Mr. ROBERT W. DICKEY, 

General Manager, WINS Radio, QO Park Avenue. New Y ork, 

New York, advised Special Agent ! I that 

he has known NELSON ROCKEFELLER for a period of years 
in a professional capacity. He has had press conferences 
with him, both "on and off the recdrd" on many occasions, 
and has socialized with him to a limited extent. In 
his dealings with, the nominee, Mr. DICKEY stated that 
he has found him to be forthright, moderate, honest, 
and always in full control of himself. Although he 
has disagreed with Mr. ROCKEFELLER on some occasions, 
it never resulted in any rancor or bitterness. He 
stated that he knew nothing derogatory concerning the 
nominee's moral character, his associations or his 
abilities. 

Mr. CHARLES APPEL, Editorial Director, WINS 
Radio, stated on August 22, 1974, that he knew Mr.ROCKEFELLER 
slightly and on a professional basis. He stated that 
although he differed from the nominee politically in 
many areas, he knew of no reason why he should not be 
considered highly qualified and capable of handling 
the office for which he has been nominated. 
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DOUGLAS EDELSON, Reporter, WINS, advised 
on August 22, 1974, that he had known Mr. ROCKEFELLER 
that he had covered his various political 
campaigns, has travelled with him, and felt that he knew 
him very well. EDELSON stated that he is in the process 
of writing a book about the relationship between ROCKEFELLER 
and JOHN V. LINDSAY during the period when the nominee 
was Governor of New York State and LINDSAY was Mayor of 
New York City. 


Mr. EDELSON said that as a result of his association 
with the nominee, he has complete faith in his honesty, 
character, and ability. He stated that he found ROCKEFELLER 
and his wife to be a devoted, charming couple and that 
although his wife prefers domestic rather than public 
life, she is content to do whatever is necessary to further 
her husband's political life. Mr. EDELSON said that he 
could not think of anyone more fully qualified mentally, 
morally, or ability-wise, for the Vice-Presidential office.

Congressman PIKE advised that until this year, 

New York had no statute limiting the amount of money that 
could be spent during a campaign. Congressman PIKE believes 
it was illegal for a corporation to channel money into a 
political campaign under New York State Lav;; however. 
Congressman PIKE thinks it is significant that New York did 
not pass a law limiting campaign spending all the years 
Governor ROCKEFELLER was Governor even though attempts were 
made to do so. Then when he left office, a lav; of this type 
was passed. 

Congressman PIKE advised he is not aware of ^specific 
amounts of mprfey, specific campaigns, or which corporations 
were involved. He obtained this information second-hand from 
PERRY B^-jyDURYSA, Mont auk. Long Island, New York, who is S pea ker 
of the > 'State Assembly*;—Congressmarr"PIKE~defcTined to identify 
the person who told him what Mr. DURYEA said since that person 
could contribute nothing additional. 


Congressman PIKE stated he is a close friend of Mr. 
DURYEA and that DURYEA is quite knowledgeable about Governor 
ROCKEFELLER. Mr. DURYEA has a personal dislike for Governor 
ROCKEFELLER because he has been treated badly by him in 
the past. 
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Congressman PIKE advised he has made the above 

information available to the House Judiciary 'Committee,

Congressman PIKE advised that the wife of 
PERRY B. DURYEA recently sent a telegram to President FORD 
saying that Governor ROCKEFELLER is ’’not fit to be 
dogcatcher." Congressman PIKE discounts this advising 
Mrs. DURYEA has a drinking problem and was drunk when she 
sent the telegram. 

Congressman PIKE believes it will be impossible for 
Governor ROCKEFELLER to avoid conflicts of interest because 
his holdings are so extensive. During his years as Governor 
of New York he took many positions which benefited corporations 
with which he was associated. An example was Governor 
ROCKEFELLER.'s advocacy of off-shore oil drilling along the 
New York.coastline. This would have benefited about six 
oil companies some of which he had an interest in. 

Congressman PIKE advised he is not concernedlaboutj 
Governor ROCKEFELLER'S personal morals, character, 
reputation, or loyalty. He is concerned onlyjaboUt his I 
("governmental morals." On this basis Congressman - pike advised^ 
he would not recommend him for the position of Vice President 
saying he has gone on record that Governor ROCKEFELLER is 
second to anybody as his choice for Vice President.

He described 
ROCKEFELLER'S judgment at Attica as contributing to a com¬ 
plete cover up operation greater in magnitude than that 
of Watergate. BADILLO had been selected by ROCKEFELLER 
to serve as a member of a negotiating committee to air the 
prisoners' grievances. BADILLO, in this interview, chas¬ 
tised the Governor for his lack of involvement in reaching 
a peaceable solution to the revolt and described this as 
the poorest decision ROCKEFELLER ever made as Governor of 
New York. BADILLO felt that this entire matter should be 
brought to light during the course of this current inves¬ 
tigation of the nominee and also discussed fully before 
the committee hearings regarding the ROCKEFELLER nomination 
to become Vice President of the United States. BADILLO 
wrote a’ book describing the Attica problem which was en¬ 
titled "A Bill of No Rights-Attica and the American Prison 
System". He feels that the nominee had become a reactionary 
Governor during the last three years of his administration 
and had attempted to appeal to various regressive elements 
within the Republican Party. These latter actions tarnished 
the nominee's previous accomplishments as Governor of the 
state. BADILLO also cited the nominee's stand regarding 
life prison sentences for convicted drug addicts.

New York, advised that he had worked closely with the nominee 
when the nominee was Governor of the State of New York on 
many bills in the House, for example bills concerning housing 
in New York City and mass transit. He advised that the nominee 
was always interested in coming to Washington to discuss matters 
of concern with representatives of the state in the Congress. 

He described him as an effective Governor and a hard worker 
and he felt that he had a full range of all the issues. He 
stated that in the numerous conversations that he has had with 
the nominee he has discovered that the nominee has an excellent 
working knowledge of foreign affairs, fie lias absolutely no 
reason to question the nominee'-s character, choice of a ssociates, 
reputation, or loyalty to the United States, and ffeels that he 71 
is an excellent choice to fill the vacant position of Vice ) 
President. Representative BRASCO stated he would support 
the nominee during the confirmation.

U.S. Representative DONALD J. MITCHELL, Mew York, 
advised that the nominee, NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER, was one 
of his three choices for the Vice Presidential nomination. 

He advised that much thought was given to his choices and 
that the nominee satisfied the four criteria he had established 
when making his recommendations to President FORD. These 
criteria were: someone who would serve the President well, 
was of Presidential stature himself, would help bring Ameri¬ 
cans together by representing a somewhat different constitu¬ 
ency than President FORD, and who would be recognized by 
many Americans as a good Presidential candidate in all 
50 states. He further advised the nominee was a good Gover¬ 
nor, a tough leader and very strong man. He stated the 
nominee would bring a vast experience in helping to solve 
the problems of large cities as well as a thorough knowledge 
of state government and an enviable experience in inter¬ 
national affairs. He has never observed or heard anything 
which would detract in any way from the nominee’s character, 
associates, reputation or loyalty and he would support the 
nominee in the House of Representatives. 

U.S. Representative FRANK HORTON, New York, ad¬ 
vised that he has known the nominee, NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER, 
since 1958, and that the nominee was his first choice for 
the nomination of Vice President and it was his feeling 
you could make no finer choice. He felt the nominee's rec¬ 
ord of integrity and performance as Governor of New York j 
State were unequaled and that he had been faced with many 
pressing problems before the same problems ever became 
national issues. He felt ROCKEFELLER had demonstrated an 
outstanding ability to listen to, cooperate with and be 
responsive to racial and ethnic minorities, labor, business, 
and senior citizens. He felt the nominee had an amazing 
talent for attracting and utilizing the very best available 
talent and grappling with economic, social, international, 
environmental, and other problems. He stated he had no 
hesitation in recommending the nominee as he felt he was a 
good administrator, a man of great integrity and of excep¬ 
tional character, associates, reputation and loyalty and 
he would support his nomination for the Vice Presidency. 
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U.S. Representative HAMILTON FISH, JR., New 
York, advised that he has been associated with the nominee 
since 1966, and that he had recommended him to President 
FORD for the nomination for Vice President. He stated 
he felt ROCKEFELLER was a man of exceptional ability and 
leadership and a very competent administrator who was one 
of the most competent and qualified people in the U.S. 
Government today. He stated he had never heard or ob¬ 
served anything which would detract in any way from his 
character, associates, reputation or loyalty and that he 
would have to reserve his final judgment until after the 
confirmation hearings were complete but at this point, 
he knew of nothing which would keep him from supporting 
the nominee. 



U.S. Representative JOHN W. WYDLER , New York, 
advised that he had recommended the nominee, NELSON ALDRICH 
ROCKEFELLER, to President FORD and felt he was an excep¬ 
tionally fine person. He considered the nominee intelli¬ 
gent, a great leader and administrator and felt ROCKEFELLER'S 
life was an open book since he had served in the public eye 
almost his entire adult life. He knew of no personal wrong¬ 
doings nor had he ever heard of anything which would detract 
in any way from his character, associates, reputation or 
loyalty. He further advised that he had never even heard 
anything of a derogatory nature said behind the nominee's 
back by people who did not like him and felt that this in 
itself was a tribute to the nominee. He advised that he 
would definitely support his nomination for the Vice Presi¬ 
dency. 


U.S. Representative LESTER LIONEL WOLFF, Mew 
York, advised that he was not personally acquainted with 
the nominee and that he had never heard of anything which 
would detract in any way from his character, associates, 
reputation or loyalty. He advised that he did have some 
reservations about the nominee's vast holdings such as his 
banking ties and was wondering about how he could ever 
possibly divest himself of these if he were asked to. He 
stated he would withhold his final judgment pending results 
of the confirmation hearings but at this point, there was 
really nothing which would cause him to disapprove the nominee. 
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U.S. Representative JACK KEMP, New York, ad¬ 
vised that although the nominee, ROCKEFELLER, was not 
his first choice, he was a good choice and that he would 
support his nomination for the Vice Presidency. He 
stated the nominee was highly qualified for the job with 
an abundance of experience and commented favorably on 
his character, associates, reputation and loyalty. 

U.S. Representative JA M ES MICHAEL HANLEY, New 
York, advised that he was familiar with the nominee and 
considered him an intelligent, experienced, capable 
administrator who was a very delightful and fine person. 

He stated he was not a great admirer of the nominee but 
knew of nothing which would detract in any way from his 
character, associates, reputation or. loyalty. He stated 
that he would refrain from stating how he would vote until 
after the confirmation hearings but at this time, he knew 
of nothing which would cause him not to approve the nominee. 

U.S. Representative THADDEUS J. DULSKI, New York, 
advised that he has never known the nominee personally 
but considered him a good American. He stated the nominee 
is very talented, intelligent, honest, a good administrator 
and a strong Republican. He knew of nothing which would 
detract in any way from his character, associates, repu¬ 
tation or loyalty. DULSKI could see nothing at this point 
which would keep him from supporting th'e nominee for the 
Vice Presidency but he would have to wait until after the 
confirmation hearings before a final judgment could be 
made. 


U.S. Representative JAMES J. DELANEY, New York, 
advised he has known the appointee since he first became 
Governor of New York State back in 1958.

He 
felt he was a very capable administrator and that he had 
done a good job running Hew York State and felt that anyone 
who could run a state the size of New York State without 
any major scandals had done a pretty good job. He advised 
he had never observed or heard anything which would detract 
in any way from his character, associates, reputation or 
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loyalty and he would support his nomination for the 
Vice Presidency in the House of Representatives.

At that time, he advised that he had known NELSON 
A. ROCKEFELLER since 1940, and had previously served as 
his assistant in the Office of Inter-American Affairs, 

United States Department of State. He also served with 
ROCKEFELLER on other occasions in the State Department. 

He advised that he| has always held the nominee in the 
highest regard and feels that he i s a loy al A meri can who 
has ialways had the best interest of the country at heart. 

He, has never known ROCKEFELLER to associate with anyone with 
a questionable character or loyalty. He advised that he 
himself attempted to persuade ROCKEFELLER to run for the 
Presidency of the United States, as he felt he was the type 
of person who could serve as President with honor and dis¬ 
tinction. He had never known anything derogatory concern¬ 
ing the nominee and recommended him highly.

WILSON advised that he has known the nominee since

ment for Republicans of Westchester County, New York. He* 
advised he shared the speaking responsibilities with the 
nominee and,said the nominee spoke on national interests of 
the Republican Party and he spoke on the state issues. He 
advised he again net the nominee in early 1957, when he | 
shared speaking responsibilities with the nominee at a Repub¬ 
lican meeting which had been designated to formulate a consti¬ 
tutional convention in the State of New York. 



Governor WILSON stated that he next saw the nominee 
in early January, 1953, at which time he again spolce at a 
Republican meeting in New York. He indicated that he first 
became friends with the nominee in the end of January, 1953, 
when a Republican leader named HUBERT GURLACH asked him to 
see the nominee regarding the possibility of having the 
nominee run for Governor of the State of New York. He indi¬ 
cated the nominee came up to him at that time and asked for 
his help. He advised he was serving in the State Legislature 
at that-time. He said he introduced the nominee to his 
friends in the legislature and indicated that he served as 
the nominee's Campaign Manager for Governor of New York. 

He further advised the nominee insisted he become Lieutenant 
Governor and informed him that that position took a lot of 
pressure off of him as Governor. 

Governor WILSON advised that the nominee j^as beyond 
venality, beyond temptation. He said he *is a deeply reli- 
gious man, by that he did not mean an average church goer, 
but that the nominee has a great faith in the Creator. He 
stated the nominee had the benefit of strict maternal influ¬ 
ence and strict adherence to the Puritan element. 

He stated that in all the years that he has known 
the nominee, he has never seen the nominee on a personal basis 
in any setting other than complete probity, interracial 
honesty and material honesty. He said the nominee has a love 
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of the people. He advised that the nominee has a unique 
capacity for personal touch when he meets an individual. 

He stated that the nominee, when he snakes hands with 
someone, tends to make that individual feel like it is just 
he and the nominee Hare the whole world at that particular 
moment. 

He said the nominee has deep compassion, and is 
an excellent team player. He indicated that the nominee 
is a loyal American and is aware of the lines of 
authority with regard, to high positions dn Government.^- 1 
He stated the nominee's personal habits are excellent. 

He said the nominee does not drink hard liquor; however, 
he drinks champagne and dubonnet wine on occasion. He 
said he has never seen the nominee in a condition where 
he had lost control of his faculties. He advised the / 
nominee is physically fit and in excellent shape. 

He stated as an American, the nominee would be 
a tremendous help to the President of the United States. 

He advised that the nominee does not oversimplify complex 
problems. He indicated that the nominee is nonpartisan 
and stated that he represented all the people when he was 
Governor of New York, not just his party. 

WILSON advised that the nominee is not narrowly 
partisan and he feels that he will enjoy the confidence}: of ~ 
the people of the United States while serving in the FORD 
Administration. He highly recommended the nominee for the 
position of Vice President of the United States. 
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On August 22, 1974, GEORGE BUSH, Cha irman, Republican 
National Committee, advised SA l l that be has known 

NELSON ROCKEFELLER for the past ten years. His association has 
been primarily of a political nature, but he has known the nom¬ 
inee on a limited social basis stating that he has visited with 
ROCKEFELLER in his home on several occasions. 

BUSH stated that he could only make favorable comments 
concerning .the nominee, and he has no personal knowledge of any¬ 
thing regarding the nominee which might prove to be embarrassing 
to the U. S. Government.

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OPPONENT IN POLITICAL ELECTION 


On August 22, 1974, former United States Supreme 
Court Justice ARTHUR J. GOLDB ERG, now an attorney in 


Washington, D. C., advised SA 


that 


he has known the nominee, NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER since 1959 
when he was Special Counsel for the American Federation of 
Labor-Congress of Industrial Organizations (AFL-CIO) and 
he was sent up to New York to aid Governor ROCKEFELLER with 
labor reform legislation. Since that time he has known 
the nominee and his wife both professionally and socially 
and believes them both to be people of the highest character, 
reputation and associates. 


Justice GOLDBERG stated that he felt the nominee 
was an outstanding Governor of the State of New York and 
the main reason he ran against him in the 1970 election was 
only because he felt that he had served too long in that 
capacity, not that he was doing an inadequate job. He 
described him as a loyal and devoted public servant who 
ran a completely honest administration and an honest election 
campaign. He is a well organized individual and simply 
polled more votes in 1970 and thereby defeated Justice 
GOLDBERG. 
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Justice GOLDBERG stated that, upon hearing that 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER had been chosen as the nominee for the 
position of Vice President, he sent a telegram of congratu¬ 
lations to him wishing him the best of luck. He stated that 
he knows of nothing derogatory that would preclude Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER from being considered for the position of Vice 
President and highly recommended him for that position. 

Justice GOLDBERG concluded by stating that there 
is one incident that has always stuck out in his mind and 
he has never gotten to the bottom of the circumstances. 
During the New York State Gubernatorial Campaign in 1970 
a book was written by Mr. VICTOR LASKY which was supposedly 
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a biography of Justice GOLDBERG. It was very critical of 
GOLDBERG and, in fact, libelous and assertions were made 
in it which were completely unfounded, ‘i Justice GOLD BERG stated 
that although it was supposed to be a biography, he himself 
was never interviewed or contacted by Mr. LASKY and he does 
not know where he got his information. Justice GOLDBERG 
emphasized that he in no way is implying that Mr. ROCKEFELLER 
was behind the publication of the book and he in fact has 
no reason to suspect that he was, but it has always troubled 
him as to who did finance the publication of the book. He 
noted that right after the election the book disappeared 
from publication and has not been around since that time. 

He stated that he recently read that Mr. LASKY has done 
some work for the ’’Committee to Re-Elect the President" 
and he resides in the Washington, D. C., area.

Dr. EDWARD TELLER, University Professor, University 
of California at all campuses, Associate Director at Large 
and Associate Director for Physics, Lawrence Livermore 
Laboratory (LLL), Livermore, California, was interviewed at 
LLL on August 23, 1974.

He stated that in the context of the nominee's 
service with PFIAB, the most impressive thing was the 
nominee's absolute forthrightness. He said one always 
knew where the nominee stood on any issue. 

Dr. MURPHY went on to say the nominee is of 
the highest character and an absolutely loyal American who 
enjoys an excellent reputation. The nominee is always 
the "height of sobriety". MURPHY likewise has great 
respect for the nominee's wife, HAPPY, who is a forthright 
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and charming person. The nominee's associates are all 
.high caliber individuals and he surrounds himself with 
"first rate people". MURPHY is acquainted with the 
nominee's brother, DAVID, for whom he has enormous 
respect. 

Dr. MURPHY said it is the great tragedy of 
modern American history that the nominee has never been 
President.

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Synopsis: U.S. Congressmen, members of the NYS Legislature, federal 

and local members of the Judiciary, federal and local 
public officials, officials of local bar associations, 
local political leaders, prominent attorneys, business 
leaders, local labor officials and religious, minority 
and ethnic leaders were interviewed in regard to ROCKEFELLER'S 
nomination as Vice President of the United States. 

Comments were generally favorable regarding nominee's 
character, honesty, integrity, reputation, choice of 
associates, loyalty to the U.S. and abilities as a public 
official and administrator. Some individuals.interviewed 
criticized ROCKEFELLER for his handling of the prison 
rebellion at Attica Correctional Facility,Attica, N.Y. in 
September, 1971. It was questioned whether nominee had any¬ 
thing to do with the 1973 indictment of N.Y. State Assembly 
Speaker PERRY DURYEA, for an election law violation in 
order to damage DURYEA's political reputation. Nominee's 
designation^ of new positions to enforce the new N.Y. State 
drug law was questioned as being created for increased 
political patronage. Nominee was criticized for the high 
taxes and numerous welfare benefits in the State of New 
York. It was said thatvnominee>.has circumvented the N.Y. 

State Constitution by establishing numerous authorities 
such as the N.Y. State Thruway Authority and by having 
Albany County finance the construction of the new South 
Mall in Albany, N.Y. with N.Y. State making payments to 
Albany County, avoiding statewide referendum. Democrat 
ARTHUR 0. EVE, N.Y. State Assemblyman from Buffalo, 
advised he introduced resolutidrl for impeachment of 
nominee as N.Y. State Governor as a result of nominee's 
handling of Attica Prison Rebellion. EVE criticized

He further advised 
that while he may not always agree with Mr. ROCKEFELLER * s 
policies, he certainly knows of nothing which should preclude 
him from becoming Vice-President of the United States. 

_FRED JL^j^CKERT, lieu York State Senator, | ~~1 

I L Rochester, New York, advised that he has met NELSON 

ROCKEFELLER, but does not know him on a personal basis. He 
said Mr. ROCKEFELLER, is a nan of high character and a loyal 
American citizen. ECKERT stated the only reservations he 
would have about ROCKEFELLER would be based on his political 
judgements rather than his character. 

ECKERT advised that he is concerned about the 
indictment last year of PERRY DURYEA, New York State Assembly 
Speaker, on a state election law violation. ECKERT stated that 
the indictment was for an obscure election law violation, which 
has probably been violated many times by others through ignorance 
of the law. He said DURYEA. is the only person ever indicted 
on this violation, and he has since been vindicated. 

ECKERT further advised that the indictment of DURYEA. 
coincided with the resignation of NELSON ROCKEFELLER as 
Governor of Hew York. He said it is generally believed that 
ROCKEFELLER resigned to run for President in 1976 and he felt 
safer with MALCOLM WILSON as Governor of New York. ECKERT 
explained that DURYEA planned to run for Governor and the 
indictment severely damaged him politically. He said there 
is a general feeling in Albany that the indictment was a move 
by ROCKEFELLER to destroy DURYEA as a candidate for Governor 
and subsequently, DURYEA*s chance of control of the New York 
State delegation at the 1976 Republican Convention. 

ECKERT further stated that although he has no specific 
information on the DURYEA indictment, he feels it could be a 
potentially embarrassing situation for ROCKEFELLER and is a 
matter that should be considered.

On August 23, 1974, ARTHUR CXbVE, New York State 
Assemblyman (Democrat), advised as iaf>llows: • - 

EVE, in his capacity as legislator, has been ac¬ 
quainted with Vice Presidential nominee NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER 
since approximately 1967. Mr. EVE stated that, in 1972, he 
introduced a resolution into the New York State Assembly 
calling for the impeachment of NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER from his 
position as the Governor of New York State. This resolution 
contains a succinct summary of EVE's objections to the ac¬ 
tions of NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER in connection with the prisoner 
rebellion at the Attica Correctional Facility in September, 

1971. . 

Mr. EVE stated he feels the nominee's failure to 
go to the area where the prisoner rebellion occurred to ob¬ 
tain first-hand information and make reasonable decisions 
thereon, demonstrated nominee's lack of leadership at a 
critical time. 

On another occasion, Mr. EVE and the Black and 
Puerto Rican Legislative Caucus met with Governor ROCKEFELLER 
to object to a Residency Bill which had been passed by the 
New York State Legislature. Mr. EVE stated that this bill, 
particularly the first draft, was very discriminatory against 
Blacks and Puerto Ricans. He stated that he felt this bill 
was being used as an element to polarize the people of New 
York State to make people look upon Blacks and Puerto 
Ricans as the primary cause of all the state's financial 
problems. During the conference, Governor ROCKEFELLER 
commented to the effect that the courts would probably 
throw the bill out but that he was going to support it anyway. 

The bill was signed by Governor ROCKEFELLER and became JLaw,_ 
and the courts subsequently struck it down. Mr. EVE/feels : 
that Mr. ROCKEFELLER knew the Residency Bill was unconstitu¬ 
tional but was going to support it anyway. Mr. EVE feels 
this reflects on the nominee's integrity and that the bill 
nominee supported was highly discriminatory against the 
Blacks and Puerto Ricans.

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Mr. EVE stated he[hasJno knowledge of any unethical 
practices by the nominee but feels that his activities in 
connection with the prisoner revolt at Attica in 1971 and 
the Residency Bill reflect on his leadership and integrity. 

Mr. EVE would not recommend the nominee for the 
Vice Presidency of the United States because of the insensi¬ 
tivity and lack of leadership shown in the last three years 
of the nominee's administration of New York State in dealing, 
with and resolving the problems of all of the people of New 
York State. 


Mr. EVE stated that a copy of his resolution for 
the impeachment of Governor ROCKEFELLER and the Residency 
Bill to which he referred could be obtained from the New York 
Legislative Record and Index for 1972 and either 1970 or 1971, 
respectively.

sary deadly force and who used unnecessary 
deadly force, firing indiscriminately into the in¬ 
mate population, in violation of state and federal 
law, as well as Correctional Services departmental 
policy, resulting in the loss of life for forty-three 
persons (and possibly more); and 
Whereas, Nelson A. Rockefeller has defaulted 
in ilis executive authority by virtue of his failure, | 
through refusal, neglect or inability, to control <

Section 1. The state of the economy in New York and elsewhere . r 

, is one of severe stringency. The combination of inflation and 
high unemployment undermines the capacity of governments at 
all levels to meet the need for public services and to deal effec¬ 
tively with growing social problems, as well as the capacity of 
.individual citizens to provide for their own needs, 
t* 'The challenges facing the state and local governments today are 
'manifold and are particularly acute in our urban areas. Many 
people are living in seriously overcrowded housing and under sub¬ 
standard conditions. The housing shortage is acute and rapidly 
• becoming worse. Narcotics addiction and other forms of drug abuse 
•liavg.re.ached epidemic proportions. In many urban areas, schools, 

•social services and health resources are seriously overburdened. 

Crime, dirty streets and pollution also plague our cities. Essential 
public services, including fire and police protection, sanitation and 
education, are simply becoming severely overloaded. 


The growth in the welfare burden during this time of inflation 
'and a tightening job market heightens these problems both by 
increasing the 1 demand for other essential services and by necessi- 
•tatiug a diversion of limited funds from them. 

V It lias been a consistent state policy to provide for the sustenance 
of all those persons unable to provide for themselves. The state has 
realistically determined the minimum needs of sustenance in New 
York. In the face of continually increasing requirements of funds 
.to meet these needs, both the state and local governments have con¬ 
tinued to pay their shares. The state’s share has risen from $619,- 
“691,000 in fiscal year 1967-68 to $988,773,000 in 1970-71. Based on 
the rate of growth in welfare costs experienced in that period, the 
^ welfare expenditure in the state would be double the 1970-71 level 
'.by fiscal year 1975-76. At the same time that dollar costs have 
spiraled upwards, a corresponding pattern has developed for the 
number of persons on welfare. New York state today has one and 
one-half times as many people on welfare per thousand of popu¬ 
lation as the rest of the country. 

. State and local governments cannot continue to finance from 
tlieir own revenues the escalating costs of providing the educa¬ 
tional. fire, police, sanitation, health and other services needed to . 
meet the varied problems they face. Inflation and the rapid growth 


< * t Explanation — Matter in italics is new; matter in brackets [ ] b old law to be omitted. 
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in the cost of providing basic public services have resulted in the 
highest state and local tax burden in the nation. The additional 
tax effort necessary to meet the projected financial requirements 
of welfare would only accelerate the flight of job producing and 
revenue producing business thereby further undermining the 
capacity of governments in this state to meet their responsibilities. 
In recognition of the impact that additional taxes would have, the 
legislature has already imposed severe budgeting restrictions on all 
aspects of the operations of state government and on the levels of 
local assistance provided by the state. 

The welfare problem is one result of the federal government's 
failure to return adequate revenues to the states on an equitable 
basis. Despite the magnitude of the welfare problem in New York 
as compared to other states and despite our major effort to meet 
that burden, this state has received the lowest possible percentage 
of federal assistance of those states providing full service. The 
rate of federal aid for welfare is not related to the amounts paid 
by states to persons in need, nor to the percentage of such, persons 
who reside in such states, nor to the maintenance of effort by such 
states as demonstrated in their willingness to tax their residents to 
support their assistance programs, nor to the extension of such

A significant proportion of the state’s public assistance loatl,- in 
terms of the numbers of recipients and the level of. expenditures, 
is directly attributable to the national inequality of public assis¬ 
tance payments. Since New York lias provided sufficient living 
allowances for needy persons and other states have not, there lias 
been and continues to be a significant migration of persons from 
those states into New York state as the direct result of lack of wel¬ 
fare assistance and services provided by the states from which they 
came. The continued growth in the number of persons in need of 
public assistance threatens the capacity of state and local govern¬ 
ment to continue to provide and finance adequate levels of all 
public services, including public assistance, for those residents here 
as well as those coming into tho state. Even with the reduction this 
year of public services in every field and a substantial increase in 
taxes, it has been necessary, for the first time, to reduce the pro¬ 
portion of public assistance allowances below one hundred per cent 
of determined need. Further reductions will clearly be necessary 
in the immediate future unless the rate of increase in the number 
of such recipients substantially abates. For persons tumble to pro¬ 
vide for themselves to come to New .York state from throughout 
the nation is therefore unfair both to those who live here as well 
as to those who would seek to come here at this time and under 
these circumstances. • •.

GLENN W. BERTNESS, District Director, Immigration

Woods and Goodyear, Attorneys at Law, Suite 1300, One M fit T 
Plaza, Buffalo, New Y 0 rk, a Republican who was former United 
States Attorney, Western District of New York, Buffalo, New 
York, advised he has had contact with nominee on several 
occasions at political functions, but that he does not know 
the nominee personally. 

Mr. SCHROEDER stated that, to his knowledge, nominee 
is a man of the highest character, moral standards, refutation 
and integrity. He commented that nominee is a loyal citizen 
of the United States and a long-time dedicated public servant. 

Mr. SCHROEDER stated that he has no knowledge of 
nominee ever having done anything illegal or unethical in 
business politics or Government, and that he is aware of 
nothing which would indicate that nominee is prejudiced 
against any individual or group on the basis of race, color, 
creed or religion. 

Mr. SCHROEDER recommended nominee for the Vice 
Presidency of the United States as a man with considerable 
civic and government estperience. 
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The following investigation was conducted at 
Buffalo, New York by Special Agent CHARLES B. WAGNER on 
August 22, 1974: 

FLORIAN CARL FLIERL, an attorney and Senior Vice 
President of the Western New York Savings Bank, Buffalo, New 
York, advised that he is a registered Democrat in the State 
of New York. He advised that he has had no personal contact 

or association with the nominee, nor has he ever met Mr._

the situation. He said nominee has a similar record in the 
manner in which the New York State Department of Audit and 
Control was supervised in the policing of municipal expendi¬ 
tures. The nominee subsequently formed an excellent State 
banking Department to supervise the banking industry in New 
York State insofar as it can be supervised by the State. The 
Audit and Control Department and the Banking Department main¬ 
tain a very high level o f pr ofe ssio nalis m, spe cif ically in _ 

their training for 1 the funct ions t hat th e y are' s chedu led t o_ i 

perform. Mr. FLI ERL categorized the nominee as a very efficient 
and excellent ad mi nistrator.^He said nominee effectively 
maintained the integrity of the banking system. 

Insofar as the nominee's associates are concerned, 

Mr. FLIERL stated that he is an admirer of MALCOLM WILSON, 
the current Governor of the State of New York, who. to his 
knowledge, is a close associate of the nominee. The nominee 
also maintained a good balance in the Court of Appeals for 
the State of New York, and advised that all who know him have 
spoken highly of him and of those with whom he associates. 

Mr. FLIERL stated that he has never heard any 
derogatory information regarding the nominee's reputation in 
business, political, or personal areas, from friends or 
opponents. There has never been any hint of scandal concerning 
nominee in his personal life or his administration. 


/ 
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FLIERL advised that, as a lawyer, he highly admired the 
nominee regarding his stand in tne State Liquor Authority 
matter. 


Mr. FLIERL stated there should be no question as 
to the nominee's loyalty to the United States and expressed 
the opinion that the nominee possesses an impeccable overall 
evaluation on all counts. Mr. FLIERL advised that as an 
active member of the State Bar Association, he has never 
heard even the slightest hint of any derogatoiy information 
regarding the nominee. 

Mr. FLIERL said that the nominee clearly has never 
been involved in any practices, policies or organizational 
membership which v?ould reflect any form of discrimination. 

The State associations which the nominee has previously 
supervised have been very thorough in their investigation of 
any possible or potential discriminatory practices, and Mr. 
FLIERL specifically mentioned the control over discrimination 
ty lending institutions. 

In regard to property ocntrol or ownership, Mr. 

FLIERL advised he knows of no family interests in this regard 
outside of the Chase Manhattan Bank, whose Chairman of the 
Board is the nominee's brother, DAVIDj however, he is not 
aware of the distribution of stock in this agency and could 
not comment further in this regard. FLIERL has never heard 
any allegation of illegal or unethical acts or practices, nor 
scandals, either personal or professional. 

Mr. FLIERL stated that the nominee has the special 
ability of being a very excellent administrator, having a 
very ready grasp of all the intricacies or nuances of any 
problem, and most important, the ability to solve problems in 
a practical way. Mr. FLIERL advised that there are two kinds 
of people, those who discuss problems, and those x-7ho do 
something about them. He categorized the nominee as being 
of the latter category. 

Mr. FLIERL stated that in spite of the fact that he 
is a loyal Party Democrat, the nominee/isj the person he 
wished to see selected as the Vice President and is, therefore, 
very pleased with the nomination and FLIERL highly recommends 
nominee for that position. 
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Ur. FLIEHL further commented in regard to the New 
York State tax system, that a great many people are unhappy 
with the New York State tax rate established under the nominee's 
administration as Governor of the State of New York, but advised 
that compared to other!

knowledge, Mr. ROCKEFELLERS character is considered excellent 
and he is a forthright and direct person. He knows very 
little of Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S associates, except for Mr. HITCHCOCK, 
Mr. JAECKLE and Mr. FLEISCHMANN, the latter two of whom are 
Mr. MUGEL's partners. 



Mr. MUGEL emphasized that he has had very minimal 
social and business association with the nominee and always 
under very formal circumstances. , He stated further that 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S reputation in the professional community 
with which he is familiar, has always been excellent and one 
of admiration; and he would not consider any question in 
regard to Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S loyalty to the United States. 


Mr. MUGEL said nominee has had no known organizational 
connections that would have an adverse effect on Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S 
confirmation and stated that nominee's policies have always been 
strongly moral and anti-discriminatory in nature. He could 
not conceive of the nominee being involved in any group that 
would even consider a discriminatory policy^ He stated that 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S attitudes have been anti-discriminatory and 
pro-integration. He gave as an example the Fleischmann Report 

prepared by his partner, MANLY FLE ISCHMANN , whil e FLEISCHMANN_ 

was an appointee of Mr. ROCK EFELLER 1 s, which report ca me out s trongly 
in favor of school integration. He has neverheard any suggestion of 
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any illegal or unethical activities in any regard concerning 
Mr.^ROCKEFELLER. 


Mr. MUGEL pointed out two potential scandals which 

occurred during Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S tenure as Governor of jthe__ 

State of New York, both of which were handled in admirable. _ 

fashion by Mr. ^ROCKEFELLER._One potential_scandal occurred- 

when it was alleged that one Mr. MOORHOUSE, the State Chair¬ 
man of the Republican Party, was allegedly involved in im¬ 
proprieties involving kickbacks which MUGEL believe resulted 
in the conviction of Mr. MOORHOUSE. The second potential 
scandal involved the New York State Liquor Authority, approxi¬ 
mately ten years ago, when disclosure was made of kickbacks in 
this agency in the obtaining of liquor licenses in the State 
of New York. As a result, Mr .^ROCKEFELLERAppointed a .specials! 
committee to revise the StateJLiquor Authority and the lxquor 
laws of the State of New York. MANLY FLEISGHMANN was a member 
of that committee.

Both of these problems within Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S _____ 
administration were vigorously pursued by the nominee when 
he was Governor and brought to a very satisfactory conclusion 
as a result of nominee's efforts. 

Mr. MUGEL advised he could provide no derogatory 
information concerning the nominee and he would highly 

recommend the nominee for the position of Vice JPresident of_ 

the United States, stating that he beligves him to be the best 
qualified candidate for this position. 

Mr. EDWIN F. JAECKLE, Attorney of the firm Jaeckle, 
Fleischmann, and Mugel, Attorneys at Law, 700 Liberty Bank 
Building, Buffalo, New York, advised he is a Republican and 
has been personally acquainted with nominee through his 
association with the New York State Republican Party. Mr. 

JAECKLE said he has been so associated since the Dewey 
Campaign in 1942, and initially met the nominee in approximately

the State of New York. Mr. JAECKLE has become very much a 
personal friend of the nominee and he advised that they have 

discussed matters of politics on numerous occasions. He has _

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and he considers himself very well acquainted with the nominee, 
primarily in his position as a. former Chairman of the Republican 
Party of New York State; however, he has had no official standing 
as such since the termination of those duties in 1948. 

Mr. JAECKLE advised that he believes the nominee to 
be a man of very high principles, education and knowledge, and 
he is exceedingly honest. The nominee’s reputation is one of 
very high regard and decency, and Mr. JAECKLE has never heard 
any derogatory information regarding him. Mr. JAECKLE stated 
he is of the personal opinion that President FORD could not 
have made a better choice for Vice President. 

The nominee’s associates are all primarily individuals 
such as the current Governor of New York State, MALCOLM WILSON, 
and all are of equal reputation and character.

Mr. LUBICK advised he would recommend the nominee 
for the position of Vice President of tie United States without 
reservation as being the best possible candidate for this position.

He stated that he would recommend NELSON ROCKEFELLER 
for any high office in the United States without any 
reservation. 

KAROL TOMASZEWSKI, an active leader in the Polish 
Veterans Organiza tion in Buffalo . New York, and a member of the 
Democratic Party, I I . Buffalo, New York, advised b6 

that there are approximately 300,000 Polish people in the Buffalo b7c 
area. He stated that NELSON ROCKEFELLER appears to him to be of 
good character. He stated that ROCKEFELLER was divorced and 
that this is his own personal affair and he could see nothing 

wrong in this action. To the best of his knowledge, TOMASZEWSKI——- 

stated that he has never heard of anything detrimental^:© NELSON 
ROCKEFELLER’S reputation. 
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Additionally, he has never known him to associate 
with anyone of questionable character. 

He stated that NELSON ROCKEFELLER, to the best 

of his knowledge, has never discriminated against any.._

to attend some of the PolishTEunctions a!Td _ had' accepted 
the invitations. He recalled one such occasion when ROCKEFELLER 
was an honorary guest during the PUlaSKi Parade and ROCKEFELLER 
had made it a point to stop and congratulate Mr. TOMASZEWSKI 
on having such a fine Polish Veterans Unit in the parade. 

TOMASZEWSKI stated that as Governor of New York 
State, he feels that ROCKEFELLER administered well. 

He stated that he considers NELSON ROCKEFELLER 
to be a loyal American and that, from his long political 
career as Governor of New York State, he appears to be a 
dedicated and loyal American and he feels that he would uphold 
the Constitution under any conditions. He said her,Would 
recommend him favorably for any high office in the United 
States Government without reservation.

Major General ALMERIN C. O'HARA, United States 
Army (retired), Commissioner of New York State Office of 
General Services, 41st Floor, Tower Bui lding. Empire State 
Plaza, Albany, New York, who resides at I I , 

Loudonville, New York, advised he became acquainted with 
Governor ROCKEFELLER when the Governor appointed him to be 
the Military Chief of Staff and head of the New York State 
Division of Military and Naval Affairs in October, 1959. 
General O'HARA has been closely acquainted with the Governor 
on a business level since that time. In February, 1971, 
Governor ROCKEFELLER appointed O'HARA to Acting Commissioner 
of New York State Office of General Services and he later 
became the Commissioner. O'HARA also served (from June, 1973, 
until November, 1973) as Special Assistant to ROCKEFELLER'S 
new .Dangerous Drug Control Program, which consisted of 
hiring several district attorneys, probation officers, etc. 
General O'HARA is also serving as Special Assistant to New 
York State Governor MALCOLM WILSON as Director of New York 
State Emergency Fuel Office. 


General O'HARA stated that Governor ROCKEFELLER 
is by far the most qualified candidate for the position of 
Vice President of the United States and he is extremely 
pleased that President FORD nominated him. General O'HARA 
stated ROCKEFELLER'S loyalty to the United States is beyond 
question and his administrative abilities have been proven 
time and time again. ROCKEFELLER personally traveled with 
General O'HARA to Rochester, New York, in 1962 or 1963 to 
handle a major riot which was occurring at that time.

General O'HARA stated that ROCKEFELLER has extraordinary 
administrative abilities and has the capability to foresee . . 

in advance what problems might arise in the future and to take 
the necessary corrective action. A prime example of this 
occurred when ROCKEFELLER realized that the New York State 
system of higher education would be greatly deficient within 
ten years in terms of student output if remedial actions were 
not taken. ROCKEFELLER immediately established a large 
construction program and the State University of New York is 
now one of the finest and largest universities in the country. 

General O'HARA ifeels ROCKEFELLER will b e a f ifeu re " 
of gre at strength to the national and international scene and 
1 wi ll, jbe the greatest asset President FORD could acquire.

NATHANIEL L. GOLDSTEIN, Republican, f 
Avenue, New York, NewYork, was contacted at tire 
Gideon Putnam Hotel, Saratoga Springs, Mr. GOLDSTEIN 
is the senior partner in the law firm of GOLDSTEIN, 
SHAMES and HYDE, 655 Madison Avenue, New York, New York. 


Mr. GOLDSTEIN said that he was the Attorney 
General for the State of New York from 1943 until 1955 
during the governorship of THOMAS E. DEWEY. He met 
ROCKEFELLER in 1949 at a dinner in New York City, 
honoring ALFRED E. SMITH, and they conversed at length 
concerning ROCKEFELLER'S interest in government, politi¬ 
cal affairs and in public office. Subsequently, they 
met at luncheons to discuss the above topics. 


In early 1950, Lieutenant Governor FRANK C. 
MOORE told Mr. GOLDSTEIN he did not want to run again 
for the Lieutenant Governorship, but wanted to devote 
himself to public service. Realizing that MOORE was a 
top expert in state and local government affairs, Mr. 
GOLDSTEIN met with ROCKEFELLER and presented the idea 
of founding the "Government Affairs Foundation," to 
gather information from villages and small towns in 
New York State to develop beneficial programs. Mr. 
GOLDSTEIN suggested that the foundation utilize Mr. 
MOORE'S talents and suggested that MOORE serve as 
President of the Foundation, wlbti ROCKEFELLER as Chair¬ 
man, and GOLDSTEIN as unpaid counsel. 

ROCKEFELLER liked the idea and told GOLDSTEIN 
to supply the format, and ROCKEFELLER would supply some 
of the funds and his brothers would also supply some. 
Mr. GOLDSTEIN said that about $100,000.00 a year ought 
to carry the operation and suggested that ROCKEFELLER'S 
various experts be encouraged to furnish advice.

$25,000.00 to the College. 

; Mr. GOLDSTEIN feels that ROCKEFELLER positively 

has no animosity toward,! /anyone because of religion, 
race, or origin. 

Continuing, Mr. GOLDSTEIN said that ROCKEFELLER 
remained an Under Secretary in Washington D. C. for 
three years, and in 1957, he consulted with Mr. GOLDSTEIN 
hbout running for Mayor of New York City. In 1958, he 
did encourage ROCKEFELLER to run for the Governorship 
in New York State, a successful candidacy. 

Mr. GOLDSTEIN remained very friendly with 
ROCKEFELLER during the period of his governorship and 
regularly visited him in his New York City home. He 
is acquainted with ROCKEFELLER'S first wife, MARY, but 
is not as well acquainted with his present wife, "HAPPY." 

Since the divorce from his wife, MARY, there has not 
been close social contact. 

Mr. GOLDSTEIN feels that there is no one 
he knows who has a strong interest in good government 
and a commitment for helping others who can compare to 
ROCKEFELLER. His loyalty to the United States is 
positively without question* He knows of nothing 
derogatory concerning him. He feels ROCKEFELLER has an 
excellent character and his associates are above re¬ 
proach.

He stated that during the town meetings, the Governor 
was asked many and varied questions regarding the State 
Government and he was always able to expound on these. He 
stated the nominee never lost his composure during these meetings, 
even though much pressure was applied, at tim es. Mr. MC CANN 
further stated that Vfche nominee never appeared to grow, tired or 
lose his enthusiasm although these meetings were long and tiring. 

Mr. MC CANN stated that during these meetings and 
travels, he never heard the nominee make an unkind remark 
against anyone or any group. Further, he never knew the nominee 
to say or do anything that would reflect unfavorably upon his 
character, reputation or morals. 

Mr. MC CANN stated his personal opinion is that the 
nominee is a man of integrity, with exceptional talents in 
dealing with people and government and feels he is an excellent 
choice to be Vice-President of the United States and would highly 
recommend him for this position.

___Major DONALD J. GUIRY, New York State Police , no political 

affiliatio n, advised he is presently the Of ficer in C harge of the .New 
(‘york State Governor f s Bodyguard Detail and has been so jassigned since 
December , 1970. “He advised that as a Senior Investigator he was 
responsible for the advance security work for NELSON ROCKEFELLER'S 
state election campaign in 1966 and was assigned a twelve county 
area. In 1968 he also did the advance security work for 
NELSON ROCKEFELLER'S presidential campaign. In September, 1969, 
he was assigned full time to the Governor's Bodyguard Detail as 
second in command to Major EDWARD GALVIN, New York State 
Police (now retired). 

Major GUIRY advised that he is responsible for the 
security of the Governor of New York State wherever he travels. 
However, the Governor's security in New York City is handled by 
men under Major GUIRY'S command and on occasion he has handled 
the security there personally. 

Major GUIRY advised that he had travelled with 
NELSON ROCKEFELLER from September, 1969 until the Governor 
resigned, on a 24 hour basis. In these travels he has been 
throughout the entire United States, South America, Europe, 

Israel and other countries. During almost all of his travels with 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER, Major GUIRY'S living expenses were paid by the 
Governor and not New York State, ftie occasions when ROCKEFELLER 
did not pay his expenses were on several campaign trips throughout 
New York State where their expenses would be paid by the 
Republican State Committee or the various Republican leaders in_ the 
county or_area where they were campaigning. He has read in f _ 
newspaper^ articles concerning excessive campaign expenses; 
however, he has no personal knowledge of this and in fact is of 
the strong opinion that any monies expended by Mr. ROCKEFELLER 
during campaigns would fall within the limits of the law. 

Major GUIRY described ROCKEFELLER as a man of great 
individual personal charm and a gentleman at all times and under 
all situations. He has heard from time to time of vicious unfounded 
rumors to the effect that ROCKEFELLER could be classified as a 
"ladies man". Major GUIRY labeled these rumors as completely 
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erroneous based on his own close association __'with ROCKEFELLER 
and noted that on hundreds of occasions he has personally 
"locked NELSON ROCKEFELLER in his hotel room" and knew that he 
was in the room alone. Major GUIRY said that he has absolutely 
no reason to place any foundation in any such gossip. 

Major GUIRY stated that Mr. ROCKEFELLER is an 
individual of strong personal courage and has on many occasions 
gone through with appearances, speeches, etcetera, when there 
has been a threat of possible physical harm. He classified 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER as an individual who "would not back down from 
anybody". Major GUIRY said that Mr. ROCKEFELLER has a great 
feeling for people, has compassion for the underprivileged, and 
has a great desire to meet with people and discuss matters with 
them. 


Major GUIRY went on to say that during his time with 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER he always treated Major GUIRY as a gentleman 
and said that he can recite numerous instances where Mr. ROCKEFELLER 
went out of his way to insure that the men assigned to the 
bodyguard detail were comfortable and were well cared for. 

Major GUIRY considers Mr. ROCKEFELLER to be a dedicated 
individual who was brought up in and interested in public service. 

He considers him to be a philanthropist, a "down-to-earth" person 
and very thoughtful and considerate of others. In summary, 

. Major GUIRY advised that he classifies, Mr. ROCKEFELLER as a 
"man's man" of impeccable character, unguestionable loyalty to 

the United States an d its principles, whom he would highly _ 

recommend forlthe position of Vice President of the Unifed States. 

Major GUIRY advised that he has also been closely 
associated with all members of Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S family and 
considers them to be individuals above reproach. 

JOSEPH T. BLAIR, no political affiliation^ - ^ Senior 
Investigator, New York State Police, advised that tie “has been 
permanently assigned as the second in command of the Governor 
of New York Bodyguard Detail since December, 1970. He is 
assigned in Albany and travels with the Governor everywhere 
except New York City. He advised that during this time he has 
been associated with Mr. ROCKEFELLER on a close personal 
24-hour-a-day basis and that to his knowledge Mr. ROCKEFELLER has 
never engaged in any conduct that could be considered improper 
by any standards. During his travels, with rare exception, his 
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personal expenses were paid by Mr. ROCKEFELLER. On occasion 
during campaigns the funds were made available by the various 
Republican committees into whose territories the Governor 
campaigned. He said that he considers Mr. ROCKEFELLER to be 
an individual of impeccable character and unquestionable loyalty 
to the United States. He went on to say that he considers 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER a gentleman in every sense of the word and has 
a great deal of respect for him. BLAIR stated that there is no 
question in his mind that Mr. ROCKEFELLER is qualified for and 
can capably handle the office of Vice President of the 
United States. He stated that he has absolutely no hesitancy in 
recommending Mr. ROCKEFELLER for this position. 

Mr. EDWARD M. 1G ALVI N7 po political affiliation, 
advised that he retired from the New York State Police with 
the rank of Major in December, 1970; Durhg his career, Jie 
wasj.il charge of the New York State Governor * s Bodyguard 
] Detailj from 1945 until his retirement. He is well acquainted 
with NELSON ROCKEFELLER since he was associated with him on 
a 24-hour basis for approximately 12 years, and has traveled 
with him throughout the United States and overseas. During 
this time he also became well acquainted with members of the 
Governor's family. 

He was with'the Governor during all political 
campaigns and during these times, never heard anything out 
of the ordinary concerning the Governor's campaign expenses. 
During the course of his travels with the Governor and his 
family, on a private basis, the Governor would pay for 
all of GALVIN*s expenses out of his own pocket. Also 
during the campaign trips, GALVIN's hotel or motel room 
expense would be handled, however, hei is 'not aware as to 
actually who paid the bills, Mr. ROCKEFELLER or the Republican 
Party. „ 

Mr. GALVIN went on to say that he considers ROCKEFELLER 
to be a very outgoing person with considerable charm and/or 
charisma. During his tenure with ROCKEFELLER he was never 
aware of any hint of personal scandal and said (he would have 
been the individual to investigate any rumors of any personal 
misconduct on the part of Mr. ROCKEFELLER. He said that the 
Governor's divorce was handled amicably and that the dissolution 
of the marriage was by mutual consent.

Vermont State Legislature, Rutland, Vermont, advised while 
he is not personally acquainted with the nominee, he has no 
information indicating to him he would not make a satisfactory 
choice for Vice President of the United States. He said in his 
opinion the nominee is politically astute and a very able 
administrator, and he believes he would be a satisfactory 
Vice President. 

Mrs. FLORENCE ROBILLARD, Democratic Representative 
from the City of Rutland, Vermont, to the Vermont State 
Legislature, stated in her opinion the nominee's appointment 
as Vice President was "cut and dried" long before the 
resignation of President NIXON. She stated; however, she 
believes the nominee has expertise in government administration 
and in particular with relations with South American countries.

JOSEPH JAMELE,JR., Democrat, Secretary for 
Civil and Military Affairs for the State of Vermont, 
advised his only knowledge of ROCKEFELLER is from the 
news media, and_although he knows nothing derogatory 
about him, heldoesnot feel qualified to make any comment 
regarding ROCKEFELLER'S acceptability for the position 
of Vice President. 

ORESTES V. VALSANGIACOMQ, Democrat, Representative 
to the Vermont House of Delegates from Barre, Vermont, advised 
he has no personal association with ROCKEFELLER, but regards 
ROCKEFELLER as a good choice for the position of Vice Pres¬ 
ident, based on the impression he has formed of him as a re¬ 
sult of information obtained from public sources. 
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The following investigation was conducted by 
Special Agent EDWARD P. HOGAN on August 27, 1974; 

CHARLES STOCKMEISTER, Democrat, Deputy Commissioner, 

New York State Civil Service Commission, advised he was a member 
of the New York State Legislature in the late 1940s and was 
defeated in 1950. STOCKMEISTER received an appointment to the 
Alcohol Beverage Control Board in Monroe County which position 
he held for several years. He is also retired from Eastman 
Kodak Company, Rochester, New York, where he was employed for 
over 30 years. 

STOCKMEISTER related that he was again elected to the 
New York State Assembly from a District which was normally 
Republican, in the late 1950s and he served in the Legislature 
until 1969 when he was appointed to his present position as 
Deputy Commissioner, New York State Civil Service Commission, by 
the then Governor, NELSON ROCKEFELLER. 

STOCKMEISTER related that while serving in the 
New York State Assembly he supported ANTHONY TRAVIA who was the 
Democratic Speaker of the Assembly and opposed STANLEY STEINGUT, 
a Democrat who was interested in becoming Speaker of the Assembly. 

STOCKMEISTER stated that ANTHONY TRAVIA was appointed 
U.S. District Judge in the Southern District of New York in 1969, 
and that just prior to this appointment the Republican Party 
became the Majority Party in the New York State Assembly and as 
a result, STANLEY STEINGUT became the leader of the Minority 
Democratic Party in the Assembly. 

According to STOCKMEISTER, STEINGUT remembered that 
STOCKMEISTER was a supporter of TRAVIA during his time in the 
Assembly and STEINGUT removed STOCKMEISTER from the important 
committees on which he was serving. 

STOCKMEISTER stated that he realized that as long as 
STEINGUT was in control of the Democratic Minority in the Assembly 
he did not have any future as an Assemblyman. He stated that about 
that time a position as Deputy Commissioner in the Civil Service 
Commission was open. He advised that the Civil Service Commission 
is composed of two_ Republicans and one Democrat and since the 
opening was for a iDemocratic appointee to theDeputy Commissioner's 
position, he sought out the appointment. 
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STOCKMEISTER stated that he contacted various members 
of the Democratic Party and also members of the Republican Party in 
an effort to get this position. He added that the Republicans 
were very favorable toward him because they felt that if they gave 
him the appointment to the Deputy Commissioner ship, thiat a 
Republican could then be elected to the Assembly from his District 
in the Rochester, New York area. 

STOCKMEISTER stated that when he received this 
appointment, EUGENE NICKERSON, who was a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor of New York State, accused him of 
selling out to ROCKEFELLER on the issue of the increase in 
New York Sales Tax. STOCKMEISTER stated that he did vote for 
the increase in the New York Sales Tax but did so only after 
consulting with the constituents in his District. He added that 
he and one other Democrat were the only ones who voted for the 
increase of the sales tax which passed in the Assembly 78 to 72. 

STOCKMEISTER advised that ARNOLD PROSKIN, Albany County 
District Attorney at the time, investigated the charges made by 
EUGENE NICKERSON that he, STOCKMEISTER, sold out to ROCKEFELLER 
and that the District Attorney's investigation cleared STOCKMEISTER 
and ROCKEFELLER of any wrongdoing » I 

STOCKMEISTER stated that he knows Mr. ROCKEFELLER and 
has met him socially on several occasions but that he never met 
with ROCKEFELLER in the Governor's Office. 

STOCKMEISTER exhibited a clipping from "The Times Union", 
an Albany County newspaper, dated February 27, 1970, in which 
ARNOLD PROSKIN, Albany County District Attorney, stated that the 
allegations against STOCKMEISTER were "baseless in fact and law". 

STOCKMEISTER advised that he considers ROCKEFELLER an 
honorable gentleman who did a good job as Governor of New York 
State and that he thinks President FORD made an excellent choice 
in nominating ROCKEFELLER for the position of Vice President of 
the United States.

It was pointed out to PFEIFFER that allegations have been 
received indicating that three or four million dollars had been 
expended in ROCKEFELLER'S 1964 presidential Oregon and California 
primaries, respectively. Mr. iPFEIFFERLadvised in this regard that 
to the best of his knowledge, these', figures) were both erroneous 
and inflated, and do not represent the actual expenditures. He 
stated that substantial amounts were spent but these amounts 
conformed to all existing laws and regulations at that time and 
were not illegal. He stated that due to the passage of time he 
is unable to estimate the exact amount expended in these two 
primaries. 


PFEIFFER stated that after 1966 he served as a 
political advisor to ROCKEFELLER for one dollar per year. In 
1968, when the presidential campaign was initiated, PFEIFFER 
advised that he was requested, but declined, to take an active 
part, as he had recently been elected Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, Albany Savings Bank, and felt he should devote his 
time and effort to the bank.

He has known nominee, NELSON ROCKEFELLER, since 1969 
and met with him at legislative leaders' meetings and also 
socially. He stated that he knows nothing that would reflect 
unfavorably upon the character, loyalty or associates of the 
nominee. He feels ROCKEFELLER has been seeking the office 
of President for many years and this is one route he is taking. 

He stated he is a very strong-willed individual and generally 
gets what he goes after. 

Mr. WEBB stated that an indictment against Speaker _ 
DURYEA was returned in November, 1973, by |the_ New York County Grand 
Jury on a misdemeanor charge of conspiracy which'was later 
dismissed as the statute was held unconstitutional by the New 
York State Courts. 

Mr. WEBB stated that although he has no proof of any 
wrongdoing, he questions the circumstances of the above in¬ 
dictment and has wondered if maybe the reason behind this was 
not directed toward eliminating Speaker DURYEA as a possible 
candidate for Governor on the Republican ticket,and also if 
this possibility was not a planned maneuver by the nominee in 
order that the nominee might continue to control the Republican 
Party through the Lieutenant Governor and now Governor, MALCOLM 
WILSON. He related the following as the circumstances leading 
up to the indictment: 

Mr. WEBB stated that prior to^July, 1973, the New York 
State Attorney General LOUIS LEFKOWIT^ /started an investi gation 
of an election law violation, namely regarding a letter that had/ 
been written to enrolled Liberals during the previous election. 

He stated the letter was paid for by the Republican Assembly 
Campaign Committee and directed to the enrolled Liberals in order 
to attract the Liberal vote for certain Republican candidates. 

He stated this letter did not contain at the bottom, the identi¬ 
fication as to who paid for the letter as required by the law. 

He stated under New York State law, it was a misdemeanor violation 
to put out political material that did not contain identification 
of those who put it out. He stated that at the time, this letter 
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was sent out, the Assembly Campaign Committee was aware of the 
law but did not feel that the letter came under the purview of 
the statute. He stated this was the nature of the Attorney 
General's investigation and the day after the close of the 
legislative session in 1973, the Attorney General's office 
sent out subpoenas for witnesses. He stated that suddenly 
there was a dramatic shift of this investigation from the 
Attorney General's office to the District Attorney's office 
in New York County which at that time, was held by Mr. FRANK 
HOGAN. He stated that an Assistant District Attorney, ALFRED 
SCOTTI, handled the case before the Grand Jury. Mr. WEBB 
stated that this presentation began in July, 1973, and lasted 
until after Thanksgiving or early. December, 1973. The presenta¬ 
tion was low-key and in his (WEBB'S) conversation with Mr. SCOTTI, 
Mr. SCOTTI indicated Speaker DURYEA was never supposed to appear 
before the Grand Jury. In the first part of November, Mr. SCOTTI 
stated that Speaker DURYEA might have to appear and then the 
Monday after Thanksgiving, Mr, SCOTTI called Speaker DURYEA 
to appear before the Grand Jury. 

Mr. WEBB stated that during the presentation, witnesses 
and records from Speaker DURYEA'S office were produced and his 
office always cooperated with the District Attorney's office. 

Mr. WEBB stated that near the "end of the presentation, there 
was some change in attitude on the part of the District Attorney's 
office, the reason for which he does not know. He stated this 
possibility made him question why a sudden dramatic shift of the 
investigation from the Attorney General's office to the New York 
County District Attorney's office and why suddenly ROCKEFELLER 
resigned his office as Governor the day before an indictment 
was returned against Speaker DURYEA. He stated he wondered if 
possibly the nominee did this in order to control the Republican 
nomination for Governor for Mr. WILSON rather than for Speaker 
DURYEA. Mr. WEBB again reiterated heJhas, no facts to substantiate 
this and these are only questions going through his mind, but he 
still wonders if this, in fact, was not done to eliminate the 
effectiveness of Speaker DURYEA as a possible candidate for 
Governor. 


Mr. WEBB stated his personal feeling regarding the 
nominee is that he is too strong-willed of a person to remain 
in the number two position too long, but he feels ROCKEFELLER 
will do a lot for the United States if the right agreement is 
made between him and the President as to his duties. He stated, 
however, that ROCKEFELLER would not be his first choice to serve 
as Vice-President. Mr. WEBB stated that he preferred not to 
elaborate on this point any further.

LEFKOWITZ advised he routinely referred the 
DURYEA matter to HOGAN's office for his consideration 
about June, 1973 and v/as aware that hundreds of witnesses 
appeared before a Grand Jury during the following months. 

He stated that HOGAN's staff, principally assisted by 
Dis trict At torney AL SCOTTI and SCOTTI's assistant,

LEFKOWITZ denied that ROCKEFELLER contacted him 
to have HOGAN make public the indictment in November, 1973 
and called the allegations ridiculous, irresponsible, and a 
baseless statement without any foundation.

Mr. Rockefeller is hailed as a man who could support 
peace abroad.

Mr. MC CABE advised that in contrast to the above 
bills, the supplemental budget was also advanced as a 
message of necessity and thus the Legislators had no time 
to digest its contents prior to being called upon to vote 
upon the matter. 

Assemblyman MC CABE advised that he would not 
recommend ROCKEFELLER for the position of Vice President. 





The followin g investigation was conducted * 
by SA I on August 27, 1974. 

ARTHUR LEVITT, Comptroller, New York State 
Department of Audit and Control, Albany, New York, 
registered Democrat, advised that he has known NELSON 
ALDRICH ROCKEFELLER on a personal and official basis 
for the past sixteen years. 

LEVITT stated that he regards ROCKEFELLER 
as an extremely talented and able administrator who 
has the innate ability to grasp highly complex subjects 
and arrive at sound decisions. LEVITT advised that 
ROCKEFELLER has created great things for the State 
of New York, arid displayed tremendous qualities of 
leadership in building the State of New York University 
System in just a few years, the huge network of high¬ 
ways in the State and the South Mall Governmental 
Building Complex. 

LEVITT stated that there have been some 
serious differences of opinion between them, pointing 
out that he has always felt that ROCKEFELLER is in¬ 
different to the consequences of deficit spending and 
borrowing and that some of his fiscal policies have 
been a contributing factor to inflation. 

HE advised the most serious difference of 
opinion arose as a result of the building of the 
South Mall Project. In this regard, LEVITT stated 
ROCKEFELLER embarked upon this building program in 
1960 and he, LEVITT, opposed it from the beginning 
. as he felt that ROCKEFELLER was circumventing the New 
York State Constitution which forbids large scale 
capital construction without approval by a statewide 
referendum. LEVITT advised that ROCKEFELLER'S agreement 
with Albany County wherein the costs of this project 
were financed through a bond issue was particularly 
irksome to him as it meant that all New York State tax¬ 
payers were paying for the mall without the voters 
approval. He said that this method of financing the 
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Mall project thus made it more expensive for the people 
"of the State of New York. 

LEVITT advised he is positive that the 
voters of New York State would have rejected any bond 
issue to finance the South Mall Project. He said that 
he disagreed with ROCKEFELLER on the basis of cost 
and priority as the South Mall Project did not occupy 
top priority in the State's financial history at that 
time. 


LEVITT advised that he does not agree with any 
allegations that ROCKEFELLER has ever pressured Albany 
County into financing and constructing the South Mall 
as the IMall!actually replaced a slum area of Albany, 
created an arterial network leading to the approaches of 
downtown Albany, and !is a great boost Sor business in 
the Albany area. He stated that Albany derives^ all 
these benefits together with a sum of money in lieu 
of taxes and he j isipositive that ROCKEFELLER, there¬ 
fore, had not exerted the pressures of his office to 
accomplish this purpose. 

LEVITT advised that the State University 
Dormitory Authority and The New York State Thruway 
Authority were not created by ROCKEFELLER as 
independent bodies for the purpose of capital construction 
to avoid a’ statewide referendum in circumvention of 
the New York !State Constitution as these agencies are 
self-supporting by virtue of their money-making 
capabilities and are not a burden to the people of New 
York State. LEVITT stated that the South Mall, in 
contrast, is not a business venture and no money is * 
generated to support its financing. 

LEVITT stated that although he has had his • 
differences of opinion with ROCKEFELLER, there have 
been broad areas of agreement with ROCKEFELLER policies 
and ROCKEFELLER has worked in many areas to the ad¬ 
vantage of the people. LEVITT stated that he con¬ 
siders ROCKEFELLER as a person of the highest moral, 
personal and ethical integrity, a man of intense 
patriotism and recommended him without reservation for 
the position of Vice President of the United States.

MAURICE J. FLEISCHMAN, Deputy Controller, New 
York State Department of Audit and Control, advised that 
the Albany South Mall project, now known as the Empire 
State Plaza, was a result of the "Capital City Commission" 
which was headed by ,then Lieutenant Governor, MALCOLM WILSON, 
of the State of New York. The main objective of this Com¬ 
mission was the improvement of the city of Albany. Mr. 
FLEISCHMAN stated that the ^financing of the South Mal l w as 
underwritten by the sale of bonds by the County of Albany. ‘ 
Mr. FLEISCHMAN advised that under the New York State Con¬ 
stitution any bond which has the full faith and credit of 
New York State .must be submitted to a referendum by the 
citizens of New York State. Mr. FLEISCHMAN stated that 
because of the financing of the South Mall by Albany County, 
the South Mall issue was not subjected to a referendum and 
that there was nothing illegal involved in this procedure. 

Mr. FLEISCHMAN advised that Albany County is building the 
structures which make up the South Mall and the State of 
New York is paying rent on these buildings, the money being 
appropriated during the New York State Legislative sessions. 
The (Mall is being constructed by the State which is serving 
as an agent for the County of Albany. Mr. FLEISCHMAN advised 
that both.city and Albany County officials were anxious to 
have the'Mall constructed because of the benefits, such as 
cleaning out slum areas, which would result from the South 
Mall being built. Mr. FLEISCHMAN described the South Mall 
financing as originally a "toss up" between the City of 
Albany and the County of Albany. Albany finally decided 
that the County of Albany was in a better financial position 
to sell the bonds necessary to aid the South Mall. Mr. 
FLEISCHMAN stated that the two officials who would be more 
knowledgeable regarding the South Mall on a local Government 
basis would be ERASTUS CORNING, Mayor of Albany, and Judge 
JOHN J. CLYNE, who was a County Attorney at the time con¬ 
struction on the South Mall commenced.

MICHAEL WHITEMAN, Counsel to the Governor, State_ 

Capitol, advised that he I served as Acting Counsel to the_ '_} 

Governor during the periocT 1968 through 1971 ancTTn 1971 he was 
appointed by ROCKEFELLER to his present position. Mr. WHITEMAN 
advised that he considers ROCKEFELLER to be an extremely 
honorable and straightforward man and has great respect for his 
administrative abilities. He advised that he has absolutely no 
reason to question ROCKEFELLER’S moral character or loyalty to 
the United States. Mr. WHITEMAN stated that he considers 
ROCKEFELLER an excellent choice for the office of Vice President 
of the United States and highly recommends him. 

WHITEMAN stated that concerning the Albany South Mall, 
ROCKEFELLER did not circumvent the New York State Constitution. 

He stated that Albany County is constructing office buildings 
on !State-owned lands and the State is paying rent to Albany County 
for these buildings. The original financing plan for the 
South Mall was proposed by the Mayor of Albany but because of 
the debt ceiling of the City of Albany the financing was taken 
over by Albany County. MrWHITEMAN stated that the general 
mechanism of financing! State buildings by the selling of bonds 
by a particular county has been tested in the courts and 'fo u nd 
to be constitutional.

ERASTUS CORNING, Mayor, a Democrat, advised 
that he has been the Mayor of the iCity of Albany, New 
York for over thirty years and that he has been a 
close personal friend of ROCKEFELLER since childhood.

CORNING stated that the State Civil Services 
Retirement System was interested in constructing office 
buildings in the City^ of Albany and then leasing these 
buildings to New York State. . ■ • 

In 1945, CORNING related that he approached then 
Governor THOMAS DEWEY with the idea of the ICityjof 
Albany constructing office buildings within the city 
and tnen leasing these buildings to New York State. 

However, he added, Governor DEWEY was not receptive 
to this idea. 

CORNING advised that early in the ROCKEFELLER 
Administration,ROCKEFELLER decided he wanted to have 

the State Office Buildings back in th e d owntown area. _ 

The State Legislature appropriated l$20,000,000 to buy. the 
site which is now known as the South Mall. 

CORNING stated that the city of Albany went 
to court to get an injunction against' the ) state of 
New York to stop the construction of the South Mall 
because it meant a displacement of 10,000 people 
and also that there was nothing |/in the plans at 
that time for the South Mall which concerned halls, 
museum, and so forth, which would benefit the [City 
of Albany. However, Mayor CORNING*S objections to 
the South Mall were corrected when these objections 
of CORNING*S were completely satisfied by the State. 

CORNING stated that after the State Legislature 
had purchas ed this land for the South Mall, the idea of 
1 t he Mall 3afldormant. CORNING stated that he then approached 
Governor ROCKEFELLER and advised Governor ROCKEFELLER that 
the/City of Albany would be interested in the financing 
of the South Mall through the issuance of bonds. 

CORNING added that he heard nothing from Governor 
ROCKEFELLER for approximately two months at which time 
he again approached Governor ROCKEFELLER and again pointed 
out to the Governor that the[City of Albany was interested 
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in getting the South Mall project underway and that 
the city was willing to issue bonds for the construction 
of the Mall. It was at this second meeting that Governor 
ROCKEFELLER became receptive to CORNING'S ideas and this 
resulted in the South Mall construction meeting. 

CORNING related that it then became apparent 
that the_issuance of the bonds for the South Mall by 
the\city°f Albany could better be handled through the 
Albany County Legislature, and, therefore, Albany County 
became the political body responsible for the issuance 
of the bonds. 

Mayor CORNING exhibited a photograph of Governor 
ROCKEFELLER which had the inscription "To ERASTUS CORNING 
for his original ideas for the financing of the South Maul." 

Mayor CORNING made available a copy of the official 
statement of County Of Albaiy, New York entitled," $70,000,000, 
County Of Albany, New York, South Mall Construction (serial) 
Bonds , Se ries C," dated January 1, 1968, which is attached 
as an enclosure^ 1

•> » Judge JOHN ^/vCLYNE, Albany County Court, advised 

\ that prior to making any statements concerning ROCKEFELLER he 
wished to state for record purposes that he is a Democrat and 
that his opinions concerning ROCKEFELLER are strictly personal. 

Judge CLYNE stated that he has associated with ROCKEFELLER 
since approximately 1955 on an infrequent basis and he has met 
with the nominee approximately six times. Judge CLYNE stated 
that concerning ROCKEFELLER'S moral character he only knows what 
has been printed in newspapers and made the statement, "the 
morals of today have changed." He described ROCKEFELLER as a 
loyal American but stated that "ROCKEFELLER does what is best 
for ROCKEFELLER" and he (ROCKEFELLER) is very concerned about 
his place in the sun. Judge CLYNE stated that he feels that 
ROCKEFELLER'S drug programs have been a disaster, noting that 
one billion dollars have been spent on drug rehabilitation matters 
but he cannot see any real results. Judge CLYNE stated that he 
compares the Albany South Hall, now known as the Empire State 
Plaza, to the Pharaohs of ancient Egypt building pyramids, only 
instead of using slave labor ROCKEFELLER uses the taxpayer's money. 
Judge CLYNE also advised that ROCKEFELLER perverted the law 
by appointing additional judges for the New York State Court of 
Claims and then used them to enforce his new drug program with 
mandatory life sentences for drug offenders. Judge CLYNE advised 
that the mandatory life sentence will probably be ruled cruel 
and unusual punishment and he feels that ROCKEFELLER'S handling 
of the whole drug-related situation has been ludicrous. 

Judge CLYNE made the observation that he thinks it is more than 
coincidence that the City and County of Albany which are 
Democratic strongholds have been investigated one way or another 
by the State Special Investigation Commission (SIC) four times 
in the past several years. Judge CLYNE stated that he "shudders" 
at the thought of ROCKEFELLER being associated with iThe 
White House and feels that ROCKEFELLER iacks principles and 
integrity. He described ROCKEFELLER as "clever". Judge CLYNE 
stated that he definitely does not recommend ROCKEFELLER for 
the position of Vice President of the United States. 

Judge CLYNE made the following observations concerning 
the Albany South Mall: He stated that the South Mall Project 
commenced with the State of New York condemning 98 acres of land 
in Downtown Albany. Approximately 10,000 people resided on these 
98 acres of land. Judge CLYNE stated that Mayor ERASTUS CORNING 
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of the City.of Albany was then faced with the situation of 
leaving these 98 acres of land barren or cooperating with the 
State of New York in the construction of the South Mall. 

Judge CLYNE stated that the Mayor originally "went into orbit" 
over the condemnation of the 98 acres of land and instituted a 
law suit in order to have the project stopped. However, the 
differences between the City of Albany and New York State were 
resolved. Judge CLYNE advised that the original financial 
arrangement of underwriting the cost of the South Mall by the 
City of Albany was the idea of Mayor CORNING. He stated that 
Mayor CORNING derived no personal benefits from this financial 
arrangement but he (the Mayor) wanted to do something with the 
land that was cleared. Judge CLYNE advised that the city's 
debt limit was such that the city could not handle the financing 
of the South Mall and consequently the cost was underwritten by 
Albany County. Judge CLYNE advised that at this time, which was 
in the mid 60s, he was County Attorney and de facto County 
Executive and therefore, was associated with the South Mall 
Project. Judge CLYNE stated that ROCKEFELLER did not circumvent 
the New York State Constitution pertaining to voter approval 
for large scale capital construction. He advised that ROCKEFELLER 
"did indirectly what could not be done directly" and he did 
not do anything illegal. Judge CLYNE advised that under 
Chapter 152, Laws of 1964 (New York State) which was enacted 
March 23, 1964, counties with a population of over 250,000 people 
containing a city of over 75,000 people could enter into an 
agreement with the State for construction of State facilities. 

Judge CLYNE stated that after this law was enacted is when 
Albany County played a role in the construction of the South Mall. 
Judge CLYNE offered the opinion that the New York State voters would 
probably have never approved a bond issue to finance the 
South Mall. Judge CLYNE stated that an agreement between the 
State and Albany County was negotiated during the period January 
through April of 1965. Judge CLYNE advised that he did not like 
the condemnation of 98 acres of Downtown Albany for the South Mall 
but once it was started he thought that it was a good idea. 

Judge CLYNE stated that he thought the South Mall would help 
the community, the construction industry, would become a tourist 
attraction and would insure that the majority of State offices 
remain in the Albany area. Judge CLYNE advised that he is all 
for the South Mall in view of the fact that there was 98 acres 
of nothing prior to the start of construction. Judge CLYNE 
advised that he Idoes'not feel that pressure tactics were employed 
by the ROCKEFELLER Administration for the financing of the 
Albany South Mall. He stated that both the City of Albany and 
Albany County would benefit financially by approximately 
$25,000,000 because of the South Mall.

On late Monday afternoon, 8-26-74, Sarpel Gillespie,! 

New York City attorney representing Nelson A. Rockefeller, made 
available Xerox copies of individual Federal income tax returns for 
the nominee and his wife for the ten year period 1964 through 1973. 



Mr. Gillespie advised that a summary statement had been 
prepared for inclusion in the FBI investigative report; however, 
this statement had been forwarded to Maine for review and approval 
by the nominee and would not be available until probably late 
afternoon Tuesday. Mr. Gillespie advised that they desired the 
access to these returns be limited to FBI personnel as there was 
concern that the information contained therein remain confidential. 
He pointed out that copies of returns for seven years were also 
being furnished Congressional Committees. Mr. Gillespie was 
advised that the returns would be reviewed by FBI personnel during 
the current investigation and information would be abstracted forX^y 
inclusion in the FBI report which would be disseminated. He 
stated he understood this and had no objection to abstracted « 

information being set forth in the FBI report. " 


The returns show that the nominee 1 s gross income varied 
from $4.97 million in 1964 with Federal taxes paid of $1.69 million 
to $4.81 million in 1973 with $.76 million in Federal taxes paid. 
The returns are currently being reviewed in detail. 


Mr. Gillespie advised that certain administrative 
problems had been encountered in preparing the other financial 
information requested by the FBI as the Governor's staff was 
split up at various locations throughout the east coast. His 
staff was gathering on 8-26-74 and procedures were being set up 
to review the financial information already prepared for the Ffii 
and to initiate action to prepare other information that was not 
as yet available.

statements would be furnished on Tuesday, 8-27-74, and working 
space for FBI personnel would be made available shortly in the 
offices of Rockefeller where they will be given access to the 
underlying records. 


Three Special Agents are currently reviewing the tax 
returns and sufficient financial material is now available to 
justify arrival on Wednesday of other Special Agent accountants, 
previously approved, to work on this case. Section Chief Long 
will insure accounting personnel are notified to travel to 
New York for arrival on Wednesday morning. 

At this time we are not in a position to furnish a 
projected completion date for the review of the nominee's finances; 
however, as soon as all material is available an overall program 
will be set up and an educated projection made.

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Nominee's position as Chairman of the National Commission 
on Water Quality verified and favorable. Nominee's 
association with the President's Foreign Intelligence 
Advisory Board verified thru former Chairman.

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Nelson Aldrich Rockefeller wants to be President of the United States. Governor Rock¬ 
efeller's socialistic views and left-wing approach to politics are well known. He has 
declared that racial rioting in the United States>is "actually a sign of progress." 

He has demanded that the United States establish "intimate" relations with Red China. 

His book, The Future of Federalism , is a blueprint for world government. 

Rockefeller's disloyalty to the Republican Party is equally well known. It will be 
recalled that, after his repudiation of Barry Goldwater in 1964, Richard Nixon referred 
to Rockefeller having gotten his "pound of flesh," and advised that there was no place 
for him in the leadership of the party. His personal life is such that the minister who 
married him to his second wife was officially censured by the Presbyterian Church. 

More important, but hardly known at all to the American people, is Nelson Rockefeller's 
role as an agent for the Soviet Union. As unbelievable as this charge might seem, the 
facts document'it beyond any doubt. In examining the fantastic record of Rockefeller's . 
dealings with the Communists, it would be well to keep in mind the dictionary definition 
of "agent": "One who acts for or in the place of another by authority from him." 

ROCKY THE RED TRADER 

On January 16, 1967,' readers of the New York Times were shocked to see a front page head¬ 
line reading "Eaton Joins Rockefeller to Spur Trade with Reds." The story began: "An 
alliance of family banking fortunes linking Wall Street and the Midwest is going to trv 
to build economic bridges between the free world and Communist Europe. The International 
Basic Economy Corporation, controlled by the Rockefeller brothers, and Tower Internation¬ 
al, Inc., headed by Cyrus S. Eaton, Jr., Cleveland financier, plan to cooperate in pro- . 
noting trade between the Iron Curtain countries, including the Soviet Union, and the / 
United States, Canada, and Latin America. The International Basic Economy Corporation 
was organized in 1947 under the principal direction of Nelson A. Rockefeller,v how New 
York Governor ." (emphasis added). 

The Times pointed out that: 'The joint effort contemplated by I.B.E. and Tower is seen 
as combining the investment skills and resources of the Rockefellers and the special 
entree to Soviet bloc officialdom that Tower enjoys largely as a result of contacts cul¬ 
tivated over the last 15 years by Cyrus S. Eaton, Sr. The elder Eaton has been an out¬ 
spoken advocate of closer ties between the U.S. and the Soviet Union. He has backed 
his convictions by visiting Russia and entertaining-high Soviet leaders including former 
Premier Khrushchev." 

Cyrus Eaton,* Sr., Nelson Rockefeller's pace-setter in blood trade with the Communist 
enemy, is notorious for his long and close friendships with Soviet leaders. He is the 
only private American citizen known ever to entertain top Soviet officials. In addition 
to having Khrushchev as a guest at his Ohio farm, Eaton found no difficulty in crans- 
ferring his loyalty to Alexei Kosygin, the new Soviet Premier, whom he entertained at 
his Pugwash estate in New Brunswick, Canada. 

As early as December 21, 1958, The Worker , official Communist publication in the United 
States identified Eaton as being responsible for arranging increased East-West trade. 

The Worker quoted with approval Eaton's suggestion that "the main responsibility" for 
forcing America's surrender to international Communism "lay with America's industrial 
giants. Were these business leaders to urge an accomodation with the Communist world, 
our Government would have but small choice to change its policy." If Nelson Rockefeller 
ever fulfills his consuming ambition to become President, Eaton will have free access to 
the White House at all times. 

The sinister deal between Eaton and Rockefeller was described by Cyrus Eaton, Jr. as a 
"50-50 partnership." I.B.E. will be offered a 50 percent interest in any Red Trade 
deal Tower undertakes, including projects under way at the time the deal was made. Rich¬ 
ard S. Aldrich, a vice-president and director of I.B^E., and a member of the Rockefeller 
family was quoted as saying that his organization's objective in entering Red Trade on 
a huge scale is "tc improve the standard of living of the peoples of the world ... An 
initiative that creates a commercial and industrial dialogue between the East and West 
cannot help but contribute to this end.", 

ROCKY AND SOVIET ESPIONAGE 

The Times story referred to above revealed that, in December 1966, Tower International 

had reached an agreement with "Licensintorg," the official Soviet licensing and patent 
organization, covering future licensing and patent transactions.

J. Edgar Hoover writes: "In 1924, Amtorg Trading Corporation (a Soviet government com¬ 
mercial agency) was established. This gave the Soviets their first 'legal* base for 
espionage operations. In this way persons and institutions in a country openly-as 
representatives or agents of a foreign power have an ideal cover to fulfill their assign¬ 
ments of clandestine espionage." (Masters of Deceit , p. 274). 

Again in 1959, in testimony before a subcommittee of the House Appropriations Committee, 
Hoover warned of Soviet efforts to use Amtorg to obtain information from American bus¬ 
inessmen "that would be of value to the’ Soviet bloc in their activities in opposition 
to this country." In answer to a question as to whether Amtorg still conducts and fits - 
into the espionage picture, Mr. Hoover replied: "Amtorg fits into it 100 percent." 

A hearing conducted by the House Committee on Un-American Activities (Patterns of Com¬ 
munist. Espionage , House Document #119, 86th Congress, 1st Session, 1959) revealed that 
Vassili M. Zubilin, Amtorg' representative in the United States in the 1930s, had engaged 
in spying and espionage work. He later played a key role in the theft of atomic secrets 
from the radiation laboratory at the University of California. Alexander Baraine, a 
Brigadier General in the Red Army and high Soviet intelligence agent before defecting 
to the United States, told the HCUA that "...persons in Amtorg were used by the intel¬ 
ligence department and they were having foreign trade representatives as cover for them." 

Are the profits of Red Trade so important to Nelson Rockefeller that he is willing to 
betray the Nation of which he aims to become President? 


PROFITS IN BLOOD 


The Rockefeller-Eaton partnership is indeed highly profitable. Lucrative luxury hotel 
ventures are under way or contemplated throughout Eastern Europe, in Belgrade, Warsaw, 
Sofia, Prague, and Bucharest. Cyrus'Eaton, Jr. boasts that he has had "firm inquiries'.' 
from five Eastern'European countries, including the Soviet Union, for the construction 
of ten rubber goods plants. "These people," says Eaton, "are setting up new automobile 
plants and know they have got to have tire factories." Equally shocking is the con¬ 
struction of a $50 million aluminum plant in Yugoslavia. And the Red Traders greedily 
eye further profits. After pointing out that, by the end of 1966, Tower had $7 million 
dollars worth of orders on its books from Hungarian industry, Eaton boasted that: "We 
think there is a potential trade volume with Hungary alone of $50 million a year." 


These huge potential profits, it should be remembered, are a virtual Eaton-Rockefeller 
monopoly. Any other American businessmen so unpatriotic as to want to profit from trade 
with the -enemy will have to cut these two official Soviet agents in handsomely. And it 
has been disclosed that the State Department is cooperating closely with Eaton and Rock¬ 
efeller. An official of the Department's Office of East-West Trade has admitted, ac- * 
cording to the Washington Observer (August 15, 1967), that all information relating to 
the business transactions of Rockefeller and Eaton with the Communists was strictly 
confidential, "because they must be protected from their competitors." 


Another Rockefeller-Eaton operation, which apparently needs "protection" was revealed 
by a refugee from Communist Bulgaria. In that country, Tower and I.B.E. have contracted 
with the Communist government to sell chickens and mushrooms, raised by slave labor on 
collective farms, in the world, market. They can undercut American prices,, and have al¬ 
ready taken the West German poultry market away from American exporters. -In yet another 
outrage. Tower has been appointed official purchasing agent for the Hungarian government, 
and in the past two years has purchased vast quantities of American drugs, some of which . 
have been transshipped to North Vietnam. 

The Constitution £f the United States (Article III, Section 3) defines treason as "levy¬ 
ing war against ./the U.S^_/ or.. .adhering-to their enemies, giving them aid and comfort.!’ 
Can it be denied that providing the Communist enemy with food and drugs, aluminum and 
rubber plants, and vitally important foreign exchange, falls within the definition of 
"aid and comfort" to the enemy? Nelson Rockefeller's Communist partners have been re¬ 
sponsible for the deaths of 20,445 Americans killed in action in Vietnam, as of March • 

23, 1968. They have been responsible for 65,517 other casualties. Only the*techni¬ 
cality of the lack of a formal declaration of war prevents Rockefeller's trading in 
the blood of dead Americans from being actionable as treason. .

Citizens Demand Freedom of Choice 

The Supreme Court, Congress and the news media 
have succeeded in pulling the wool over the taxpayer’s 
eyes again. The newspapers would have you believe that the Supreme Court has ended forced busing 

for racial integration. The Senate would have you be¬ 
lieve that Congress has ended forced busing. 

Actually nothing at all has ended. 

Busing to force racial integration will not 
only continue this fall—but actually in some 
places will INCREASE by order of the ever- 
more-powerful Department of Health, Educa¬ 
tion and Welfare. 

Rep. Joe D. Waggonner, Jr. (D-La.) explained the 
Supreme Court action: "This Detroit decision means 
absolutely nothing ... It simply means that the Court 
is not ready to order busing. It does absolutely noth¬ 
ing to prohibit busing.” 

But the House did pass a strong anti-busing bill 
that lost in the Senate by only one vote. Then the bill 
went to conference. Three times the House passed a 
motion instructing the Joint Conference to report only 
the House strong anti-busing language. 

The conference reported the bill with the Senate language, rather than H.R. 69. Con¬ 
gressman Waggonner called the outcome a “toothless tiger.” Rep. Earl F. Landgrebe (R- 
Ind.) declared the bill provides “one ounce of federal support, one pound of federal regu¬ 
lations and a ton of federal government and education bureaucracy.” 

And on the heels of all this, H.E.W. began ordering busing with the carrot of federal subsidy— 
and the stick—withdrawal of that necessary subsidy from districts not complying with H.E.W. di¬ 
rectives. 

Why? Who wants busing? The Gallup poll reported that only 5% of the American people want 
busing. . . . The National Black Congress opposes it. . . . Every thinking American opposes it. 
With the threat of another energy-short winter ahead, no one can seriously support busing, which 
will waste more than 1,219,271 gallons of ever-more-costly gas this school year alone.

Washington, July 23 (LLNS)—Rob¬ 
ert' M. Bartell, commentator on “This Is 
LIBERTY LOBBY,” testified today on 
broadcast licensing before the Senate 
Communications Subcommittee. 

He sharply criticized the “Fairness 
Doctrine” of the FCC, pointing out, “The 
Fairness Doctrine sounds fair. In practice, 
however, it means that every time Amer¬ 
ica is praised over the air, equal time 
must be given to condemn it; every time 
crime is condemned over the air, equal 
time must be given to praise it; every 
time Christ is mentioned favorably over 
the air, equal time must be given to deny 
Him.”

a broadcaster is afraid 
to allow an individual or an organization 
.on his station for fear he will be required 
to give away expensive air time, he can 
hardly be faulted for protecting his liveli¬ 
hood.

Vitamins—S. 2801 (Sen. William 
Proxmirc, D-Wis.) would restrict FDA 
from limiting potency, number, combina¬ 
tion, amount or variety of any synthetic 
or natural vitamin, mineral or other nu¬ 
tritional substance or ingredient of any 
food for special dietary uses if the 
amount recommended to be consumed 
does not ordinarily render it injurious to 
health.

Nuclear Technology — Under H.R.

recalled an article appearing in a New York newspaper in b7c 

1973-, alleging that R OCKE FELL ER, when Governor of New York, 
got him, TROY, to "swing" six Democratic votes for the passing 
of an expansion bill incconnection with Stewart Airport 
in Newburgh, New York, in return for the promise that 
TROY could name two New York State Supreme Court Judges. 

TROY unequivocally denied that this occurred and stated 
he was misquoted in the newspaper article. He stated 
that ROCKEFELLER had nothing to do with any promises of 
judgeships in return for Democratic votes in connection 
with the expansion of Stewart Airport. 
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A newspaper article captioned "Rocky's Deal on 
Stewart Expansion Bared," appeared in the '.’Evening News," a 
newspaper published in Newburgh, New York. This article is 
quoted as follows: 

As upstate Republicans battled against expansion of 
Stewart Airport in the legislative halls of Albany two years ago 
they were aware, deep down, that their leader, Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, was quietly kicking the pins out from under them. 

As the debate raged and upstaters gained st ren gth. _ 

they heard of, "negotiations" which saw 1 prom ises of Democratic s uppo rt . 

for their position dwindle in the crucial 48 hours before the 

vote. 


Rockefeller wanted Stewart expansion - and further 
proof of the Governor’s wheeling and dealing to get it came to 
light in the March 5 issue of New York magazine. 

In it, Queens Democratic chief Matthew Troy said he 
was promised he could fill a Supreme Court vacancy if he could 
turn Queens votes in Albany to Stewart expansion^vdtes. 

Thus, a little more information on the "mandate" the 
state Metropolitan Transportation Authority (MTA) received to 
develop Stewart Airport became history. 

In the end, Rockefeller won - not on the merits of 
expansion but on the patronage he had to offer the Democratic 
minority for its votes, Troy indicates. 

The Legislature voted expansion on June 6, 1971, a 
Sunday. Rockefeller won in the Assembly 97-51. The Senate 
carried the Governor's bill earlier in a 39-13 vote. 

The measure provided $30 million for the purchase of 
11,000 acres for airport expansion. The acreage later dwindled 
to 8,657 as MTA mapped out its needs. Roughly a third of the 
land is concentrated in New Windsor. 

Troy swung the Queens votes but he didn’t name the 
judge. The Governor denied any such deal was made, Troy said. 
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The soft-spoken Troy told The Evening News today the 
Governor's reneging will have "serious effects" on any future 
discussions the two might have. 

As Queens Democratic chairman and City Council 
representative from the 16th District, Troy knows the value of 
a promise in politics. Insofar as possible, political promises 
must be kept, it's indicated in his New York (March 5) profile, 
titled "Matty Troy and the Politics of LyiBng." 

Troy doesn’t fault Rockefeller's brand of politics - 
just his reneging. 

"Making deals is what a leader does. I make 20 small 
ones a year - trading votes in the Legislature for a job or 
two - and a big one every two years," he said. 

Stewart involves only a small segment of the interesting 
piece on political intrigue and smoke filled rooms. 

Commenting on Stewart in the article, Troy notes: 

"I gave him Queens votes in the Legislature to put a 
jetport in Newburgh - what did we care about Newburgh? - in 
return for the right to pick a Supreme Court replacement if 
Seymour Thaler went to jail. Well Sy’s been convicted and I 
haven’t heard from the Governor. When I do, you can bet he'll 
want something else thrown in." 

At the time, Troy didn't know exactly why Rockefeller 
wanted Stewart expanded. "He said something about alleviating 
air traffic at Kennedy," Troy told The Evening News. 

And there were other considerations. "He wanted bipar¬ 
tisan support, said he was shy of votes and said he would like _ 

some votes," Troy recalled. •" T ~~ ' _ _ 

The naming of a judge is a new element in the wheeling 
and dealing. Initial stories about how Rockefeller got his votes 
indicated a promise of six new seats on the New York City Council. 

"That was part of it," Troy confirmed. "They become 
effective Jan. 1, 1974, and the posts will be filled in November.'.' 
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Both State Sen.^f?rchard I#\'Schermerhorn ( R-C-Cornw all) ,\ 
and Assem blyma n bawren'c^dierbst (R-Newburgh) were aware of the" 
"negotiations" while tneyv were figfffingT against expansion, J 

Neither liked the way Rockefeller got his votes. 


Schermerhorn said: "I'm dead set against this type 
of thing, especially when it effects so many lives and the 
environment. Wheeling and dealing is not the way to do it. 
Negotiation and compromise is the only way." 


And, Schermerhorn added, he was "pleased" that Troy 
didn't get to name the judge. 


Herbst recalled seeing "almost every member of the 
Assembly" drumming up opposition to expansion. 

"Forty-eight hours before the vote there was strong 
indication we had enough in the Assembly to beat it," Herbst 
said. "Then we were advised that minority members 'regretted' 
they couldn't assure us they would vote against it. There were 
all sorts of rumors about deals but none of us knew exactly what 
was up for obvious reasons." 


Herbst termed the type of wheeling and dealing which 
took place on Stewart expansion "regrettable" because it was a 
decision which wasn’t based on the merits but on power politics. 

"I felt then and feel now that the proper development 
of Stewart will be of great benefit to the area but it must be 
done with the cooperation of the area. It can't be forced on 
us," he said. 

Herbst recently introduced a bill which would prevent 
expansion of Stewart Airport Cmtil such time as Orange County 
approves the Metropolitan Transportation Authority master plan 
for development. 

Sen. Jay P. Rolison Jr. XR-Poughkeepsie) recalled a 
"lot of pressure" being on at the time of the Stewart vote. 

"I really don’t know what might have been offered. The 
end result was that Democratic votes, some from Queens, carried 
the measure. How that was arrived at, I can't say, but the 
votes were there." 
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Rolison declined comment on Troy’s remarks. "I 
really can’t comment. It wouldn't be fair because I don’t know; 
I wasn’t privy to what went on, being on the opposite side of 
the issue from the Governor and opposite party from Troy." 
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On August 21j 1974, New York State Senator 
JOHN J. MARCHI, office - 358 St. Marks Place, Staten Island, 
New York, advised Special Agent (SA) ALBERT E. FALLER that 
he has been in office for over 20 years. He stated he was 
very close to the nominee in internal operations of the 
State, and that he has been the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee for the Senate, Senator MARCHI stated he was in 
continual contact with the nominee on fiscal matters, ap¬ 
pointments, and nominations, especially since he had the 
confirming authority in all appointments and nominations. 

He stated that this is a critical area in which an official 
would expose himself if he were anything but honest. 

He further stated that he had the opportunity to 
review the investigation made by the New York State Police, 
Criminal Intelligence Branch, relative to all appointments 
and nominations; and without exception found that the nominee 
had selected people with integrity. 

Senator MARCHI recommended the nominee for the 
office of Vice President.

He said there 
is absolutely no question concerning the nominee’s integrity 
or honesty and absolutely nothing has ever come to his atten¬ 
tion to indicate that the nominee has been involved in anything 
illegal or immoral. He added that he has worked closely with 
the nominee on a number of New York State problems and he has 
always found the nominee to be a person who is willing to take 
on these problems "head on". He highly recommended the nominee 
for a position of the highest trust and confidence and added 
that the nominee is certainly a loyal American. 


JOSEPH R. PISANI, Republican Senator, New York Stat e 
Legislature, who resides at I I 

New York, advised that he has known the nominee since 1966, 
when he, PISANI, first became an Assemblyman in the New York 
State Legislature.

He never had any social contacts with him, nor 
did he ever meet him in private and as a consequence, he knew 
nothing of his outside activities. He believed that the 
nominee had always been sincere in his legislative requests 
and that he had acted toward the best interests of the 
citizens in his conduct of office. He had no reason to question 
the former governors character or loyalty and felt that on 
his knowledge of him as a public official, Mr. ROCKEFELLER would 
perform his duties as Vice-President in an exemplary manner.

IV. INTERVIEWS OP FORMER AND 
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On August 22, 1974, New York State Asse mblyman 
FRANK J. VERDERAME advised SA I I that he was 

an Assemblyman representing Brooklyn in Albany, New York, from 
1971 to 1972. He stated he did not serve in Albany long enough 
to know ROCKEFELLER personally or have any private conversations 
with him. He stated that he did visit the Governor's mansion in 
Albany on several occasions, but this was in connection with an 
invitation to all Assemblymen during 1971-1972. He did not feel 
qualified to offer any recommendation concerning the. nominee. 

On August 22. 1974. New York Sta te Assemblyman VANDER 
R. -BEATTY.I I New York, advised 

SA l I that he personally knows Mr. ROCKEFELLER 

and has been acquainted with him for several years. He stated 
that_ROCKEFELLER is a very moral individual and is uniquely 
qualified for the Office of the Vice Presidency of the United 
States. Mr. BEATTY stated that Mr. ROCKEFELLER is a moving in¬ 
dividual with a charming personality. He stated he could make 
no statements contrary to his successful nomination as Vice 
President. He stated that he knew of no organizations that 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER belonged to that practiced discrimination against 
any groups. 
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On August 26 ,.1974, HERBERT^ MILLER, New York 
State Assemblyman, was contacted at his pl ace of business, 125-26 
Queens Boulevard. Q ueens. New York, by SAs I I and 

I L Mr, MILLER advised he has served as a New 

York State Assemblyman since 1965, and that during j this',time he has 
townNELSON A. ROCKEFELLER on a professional basis. 


MILLER advised that while ROCKEFELLER was Governor 
of New York he participated in many "power plays" in an attempt 
to insure legislation he sponsored passed both houses. MILLER 
stated that ROCKEFELLER was extremely powerful and in some 
instances utilized this power to "corrupt legislation". He 
further explained that the nominee exerted excessive pressure 
on numerous members of the Assembly and Senate to insure that 
"his" legislation passed. MILLER explained that ROCKEFELLER 
may well have been motivated by the best of intentions, i.e. 
the welfare of the people of New York, but that the methods he 
utilized were corrupt. MILLER cited as an example a case in¬ 
volving THOMAS LAVERNE, Senator from Rochester, New York. He 
stated that ROCKEFELLER was the sponsor of a "No - fault auto¬ 
mobile insurance program" in 1972 which LAVERNE opposed. MILLER 
stated that ROCKEFELLER attempted to influence LAVERNE to change 
his mind, but he was unable to do so. MILLER stated ROCKEFELLER .. 
later endorsed the opposition candidate in the Republican pri¬ 
mary when LAVERNE, a twelve year member of the Assembly, 
attempted to seek reelection. MILLER stated LAVERNE was ulti¬ 
mately defeated. 


MILLER further advised that ROCKEFELLER would often 
"call in" leaders of the opposition to his legislation and ask 
them "What do you want?" He construed this as an attempt by 
ROCKEFELLER to "buy" the individual's vote. MILLER stated that 
in 1967, CHARLES STOCKMEISTER, an Assemblyman, was promised he 
would be "taken care of" if he voted for a piece of pending 
legislation. MILLER stated that STOCKMEISTER, a Democrat, 
voted along with Republicans to pass the legislation, the nature 
of which he could not recall. MILLER stated that as a result 
STOCKMEISTER was made Commissioner of Civil Service in Albany, 
New York. 
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MILLER stated that by utilizing his power 
ROCKEFELLER could pass any legislation he desired, and while 
Governor of New York "corrupted more people than all lobbyists 
together". He advised he would not like to divulge the sources 
of his information, but that much of it was a matter of public 
record. 


MILLER stat ed that in s pite of the.above information_ 

he felt ROCKEFELLER is well _qualif ied_tq_.be_yice____ ~ 

President of the United States. He feelsthat ROCKEFELLER 
could not control power and patronage on a national level as 
he had done in New York State. He advised that ROCKEFELLER 
iis |an honest and trustworthy individual and that he would per¬ 
form in an^exemplary manner if confirmed as Vice President. 

MILLER feels that ROCKEFELLER’S past experience in public life 
coupled with his knowledge of finances thro ughou t the world 
uniquely qualifies him for th e of fice o f Vice President. _ _J 

MILLER stated he| Jis I not aware of any specific 
organizations the nominee may have been a membe r, o f which 
practice J discrimination. He also advised he knows of no conflict 
of interest which would exist should ROCKEFELLER become the Vice 
President. 
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PERRY DURYEA, Spea ker. New York State Assembly, 
was interviewed at his home. I | 

New York, on August 23, 1974. b.v SAS I I ana 

I I. and advised as follows: 

DURYEA characterized ROCKEFELLER as a person who 
had to have his own way. ROCKEFELLER would not let anything 
or anyone stand in his way in order to obtain a desired goal. 

If he wanted a bill to pass in the Legislature, he would 
attempt to obtain votes by charming a particular Assemblyman, 
let the Assemblyman use his, ROCKEFELLER’S, private airplane, 
or if all else failed, go over the head of the particular 
Assemblyman to bring pressure to bear on him so that the 
Assemblyman would vote the ROCKEFELLER way. However, 
ROCKEFELLER would not hesitate to deal directly with Democrats 
or Liberals or anyone else to obtain a desired result. A 
classic example of this is the deal consummated by ROCKEFELLER 
with the Liberal and Democratic bosses of New York City to 
install former Mayor ROBERT WAGNER as the individual to replace 
former Mayor JOHN LINDSAY when LINDSAY’S term expired. 

DURYEA described ROCKEFELLER as a very charming, 
personable individual who, at times, has the ability to sway 
a person through the sheer force of his magnetism. Despite 
his personality, he leads a solitary secluded life, having 
no real personal friends. His estate at Pocantico Hills, 

New York, typifies his life style as being one whose private 
life is withdrawn from reality. 

Regarding ROCKEFELLER’S social life, ROCKEFELLER 
has the reputation in Albany of being a "ladies man". 

DURYEA could not, however, cite the names of anyone with 
whom ROCKEFELLER would be involved. DURYEA is not very 
knowledgeable regarding the ROCKEFELLER finances. He knew 
that during 1964, he, Mr. ROCKEFELLER, during his bid for 
the Presidency, spent approximately four million dollars on 
the California primary and three million dollars on the Oregon 
primary. In either the 1966 or 1970 re-election bid by 
ROCKEFELLER for New York State Governor, ROCKEFELLER spent 
in the neighborhood of seven million dollars. Much of the 
money ROCKEFELLER received for his campaigns was either his 
own contribution of his own personal finances, or contributions

made by family members. DURYEA said that ROCKEFELLER'S 
stepmother contributed three million doJLlars to ROCKEFELLER'S 
1970 re-election campaign. DURYEA didLno t know if money was 
contributed by outside corporations to ROCKEFELLER'S re- 
election campaigns since he is not knowledgeable of ROCKEFELLER' 
financial matters. Although he has no direct knowledge, DURYEA 
felt that 1 RO CKE FELLER did nothing illegal nor gave any special 
considerations to those who contributed heavily to his campaigns 
However, advised DURYEA, THOMAS WALLACE, former Deputy Secretary 
of New York State, who was formerly connected with the admin¬ 
istration of New York State Election Laws, would be more 
qualified to offer a judgment regarding the legalities of 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S campaign practices. 

Regarding DURYEA,!^ own indictment by the Manhattan 
New York District Attorney's. Office for allegedly contributing 
his campaigns funds to the Liberal Party in order to insure 
Republican[victory at the polls, DURYEA had no direct evidence 
that Mr. ROCKEFELLER pushed the legal action to;prevent(him 
from running for Governor in 1974. He stated that' the issue 
had been decided by the courts previously, which raise d 
the question in* his Tmind - as" to why he, DURYEA , siiouid ~~J 
be indicted forthe'act!ons that"had previously’been 
adjudicated as not illegal. He said ALFRED SCOTTI, Chief 
Assistant District Attorney for New York City, personally 
conducted the investigation regarding him and could 
supply any evidence needed of Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S involvement 
in this case, if such evidence in fact existed. 

DURYEA stated, however, that ROCKEFELLER is a man 
of tremendous energy and discretion. He does not drink to 
excess, and when he does imbibe in alcoholic beverages, he 
always drinks wine. He has an excellent background in that 
he has held responsible positions in both Federal and State 
Government, and because of his interests in foreign affairs ’ 
and his friendship with Secretary of State HENRY KISSINGER, 
ROCKEFELLER is knowledgeable in foreign politics. If 
afforded the opportunity,! DURYEA would vote for ROCKEFELLER'S 
confirmation as Vice President of the U nite d States, although

She said she knows nothing of ROCKEFELLER'S private 
life except that she did not personally approve of ROCKEFELLER 
divorcing his first wife after so many years, and marrying a 
younger woman, who left her husband and four children. She 
said ROCKEFELLER is not a heavy drinker, nor does he use drugs. 
She said that he has a charming personality. 
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She concluded that although she has no direct evidence 
of these allegations, she has heard again, possibly from 
Mr. f~L that ROCKEFELLER financed Mr. HOGAN'S re-election 
campaign in 1973 for the job of District Attorney of New 
York County, and, therefore, ROCKEFELLER did what Mr. DURYEA 
was accused of doing.

He stated that he made a public accusation against Governor 
ROCKEFELLER via letter on August 13, 196£, to the New York 
State Commissioner of Investigations in which he accused 
the Governor of buying off a vote of a Democratic Assemblyman 
by appointing him to the Civil Service Commission in Albany, 

New York. He stated that this Assemblyman, CHARLES STOCKMEISTER 
of Rochester, New York, voted for increasing the state 
sales tax and that Governor ROCKEFELLER obtained Mr,.STOCKMEISTER*s 
vote in favor of increasing the state sales tax by appointing 
STOCKMEISTER to the Civil Service Commission. He said that 
he was called in for a hearing at the New York State Commissioner 
of Investigations Office and that no investigation was ever 
conducted in this regard. 

He further advised that he personally has brought 
three lav/suits against Governor ROCKEFELLER for ‘‘Abuse of 
Executive Power."

LAURENCE ROCKEFELLER. He stated that the nominee was intelligent, 
astute, of the highest character, and has complete decency. 

He said that the nominee has nothing but the public interest at 
heart. He said that the nominee is knowledgeable in all public 
matters and that he personally was pleased viith the selection of 
the nominee. He said that to his knowledge, there is nothing 
in the nominee’s background to embarrass either himself or 
the United States government. He stated he would recommend 
the nominee highly for the position. 

On August 23, 1974; ALBERT H. GORDON, Chairman, 

Kidder, Peabody and Company, 20 Exchange Place, New York, New 

York, advised that he has known the nominee for thirty five years 

and is currently chairman of the New York State Republican 

Finance Committee. He said that he has seen the nominee 

frequently in the past ten years and that they have worked 

together often. He stated that he has the highest respect for 

the nominee and that the nominee has never made an improper suggestion 

and never did anything he shouldn't have.

such as -the interest the nominee has in the Museum of primitive _j 

Art. He said he was not associated in any way with the nominee 
in Albany Governmental matters but he has been involved 
in some political work for him. 

RASHAP stated that the nominee is a most conscientious, 
meticulous and scrupulous individual in both his personal and 
public ;lif e. He stated that during the re-election campaign 
in 1972 NELSON ROCKEFELLER insulated himself from the rest of 
the re-election campaign in order to keep a close supervision 
over all these matters and to avoid getting into a compromising 
or indiscreet position whicn might possibly have bean entailed 
in the campaign. He stated that all records pertaining to the 
campaign are equally meticulous and he has never known any 
irregularities which could prove embarrassing to the nominee. 

He stated that he has never been aware of any indiscretions 
or irregularities or "cover - ups" of any kind associated 
with the nominee or his staff nor is he aware of any such 
incident having happened with the nominee’s knowledge nor 
that of his staff.

From 1353 
through fiscal 1971, which ended on 
March 31, New York State's budget 
increased from SL9 billion to nearly 
$3 billion.

Dur¬ 
ing Rocky's tenure in office, tho 
maximum rate on tho personal In¬ 
come tax more than doubled, from 
7& to 15To- Over tho same period, 
tko stato gasoline levy advanced 
from four to eight cents a gallon, tho 
cigaret tax from-three to 15 cents 
per pack. A state sales tax went 
on the books. All told. In 15 years, 
tho tax toad nearly quintupled, to 
the point where, according to the 
Citizens Public Expenditure Survey 
Inc^ taxpayers in New York Stato 
are the most overburdened in tho 
Land. 

And perhaps the worst served— 
with public servants liko Joseph C. 
S'ridler, who receudy resigned as 
Chairman of the state Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission. During his losg 
bureaucratic career, Jlr. Swidler 
was a leading light c! TVA; under 
Presidents Kennedy and Johnson, ho 
also guided the destinies of the Fed¬ 
eral Power Commissi on, which, 
through wickedly shortsighted pric¬ 
ing policies, created tho nationwide 
scarcity of natural gas and paved 
the way for tho energy crisis. As 
head of New York's Public Service 
Commission, Mr. Swidler—as tho 
fate of Consolidated Edison convinc¬ 
ingly demonstrates—proved equally 
disastrous. In 1973, the company has 
testified, rising costs and scanty 
rate Increases, granted only after 
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long delay, left it with the lowest re^ 
turn on equity of any US. Public 
utility. 

* Three months later. Con Ed, for 
the first time in SI years, omitted its 
dividend, a move which, despite a' 
subsequent partial resumption, has 
sent utility shares plunging to a 17- 
year low and severely hurt the in¬ 
dustry's ability to finance its expan¬ 
sion. Mr. Swidler. as noted, has re¬ 
signed from tho PSC. but not to go 
Into well-earned retirement. Hardly. 
Instead, he has accepted a post as 
Director of the Institute for Public 
Policy Alternatives, a part of the 
State University of New York. He 
also is serving or. Ricky's Commis¬ 
sion on Critical Choices for Ameri¬ 
cans. 

One critical choice faced by most 
people is where to live and work: on 
both essential counts, the State of 
New York increasingly has become 
an also-ran. In the two years ended 
July 1, 1373, the Census Bureau re¬ 
cently disclosed, the Empire State 
lost nearly 120,000 inhabitants (102.- 
000 in the latest twelve-month period 
alone). That's more than five times 
as much as the other losers com¬ 
bined. and the trend is picking up 
speed. As to employment, the pic¬ 
ture—to judge by the findings cf tho 
Select Committee on tho State's 
Economy—is equally bleak. Since 
1353. New York’s share of the na¬ 
tion's manufacturing has declined 
from 11.2** to 9.2^J—'in recent years, 
for the first time in history, its sbare 
of total U.S. factory employment fell 
bciow its share of the U.S. popula¬ 
tion. Since the mid-'Fifties, added 
the Committee, this sector of tho 
state's economy has plunged more 
than 20 f c, leading to a loss of over 
400,000 jobs. Out-migration and 
plant relocation mount apace. "Tho 
situation is drastic."

Nor are reasons far to seek. 
While the Committee cites several, 
including lack of industrial space, 
labor attitudes and cut-cf-statc in¬ 
centives. it points a clear-cut finger 
of blame at the deteriorating busi¬ 
ness climate. In explaining their 
reasons for leaving, corporate 
spokesman repeatedly cited such 
adverse factors as unemployment - 
insurance for strikers and the high 
tax burden on middle-income and 
upper-bracket executives (which, by 
the way, the Committee would like 

* to see lowered). Since Rocky's de¬ 
parture, the state legislature has 
made several sensible moves—re- 

* pealing>the so-called cardboard tax, 
doubling the investment tax credit 
and amending the state sales tax to 
broaden further the manufacturing 
exemption. If campaign speeches 
are any guide, whoever captures the 
governor's mansion come Novem¬ 
ber, whether Republican or Demo¬ 
crat. will try to keep the legislative 
pendulum swinging the right way. 
New York State, in stfm, already has 
gained by Rockefeller’s departure. 
Its gain should not bo the nation’s

He said he had twice been appointed by the 
nominee. He said the nominee had extraordinary high integrity, 
is intelligent, capable and domineering in a nice way. He 
stated that the nominee has "high marks in all Departments" 
with guts, honesty and committment.

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On August 27, 1974, Judge ANTHONY J. DI GIOVANNA, 
Chairman of the Board of Justices, advised that he has known 
the nominee through contacts with him over many years while 
serving on the bench. He advised that he considers the 
nomination of NELSON ROCKEFELLER to be excellent and that he 
considers the nominee to be a man of outstanding integrity, 
honesty and intelligence. He advised that he has, at one 
time or another, been in disagreement with several of the 
former Governor’s policies, but nevertheless lvould consider 
ROCKEFELLER to be an outstanding choice and a man who can 
contribute greatly to the executive branch of our Government. 

On August 27, 1974, Judge WILLIAM T. COWIN advised 
that he received a Judicial appointment from former Governor 
ROCKEFELLER in 1961 to a position on the Civil Court of the 
City of New York. He stated that since that time, he has 
received a number of appointments and reappointments from 
ROCKEFELLER and considers the nominee to be a person of un¬ 
questioned character, an able administrator and a devoted 
public servant. He advised that he is in total accord with 
President FORD’S nomination and feels that Mr. ROCKEFELLER’S 
background in state, national and international politics and 
affairs will be a great asset to him as Vice President of the 
United States. 

On August 27, 1974, Judge MILTON MOLLEN advised that 
he has known the nominee for a number of years, having formerly 
been the Chairman of the Housing and Redevelopment Board with 
the State of New York, and also serving on the Governor’s 
Committee to Accelerate Middle-Income Houses for the State of 
New York. He advised that although he is a Democrat and has 
disagreed on many political issues with Mr. ROCKEFELLER, he 
feels ROCKEFELLER has the knowledge, integrity and experience 
to be an outstanding Vice President. He is in total agreement 
with President FORD'S nomination of NELSON ROCKEFELLER for 
Vice President of the United States. Judge MOLLEN advised 
that he is aware of no instances of impropriety regarding 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER and advised that he is very pleased with the 
nomination. 
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On August 27, 1974, Judge THOMAS R. JONES advised that 
he has known former Governor ROCKEFELLER since 1959, when he, 
JONES, served as a member of the New York State Legislature. He 
advised that to his knowledge the Governor has never been involved 
in any instance of impropriety or indiscretion. The nominee is a 
person of outstanding moral character. He advised that the 
nominee is an outstanding administrator, a dedicated public 
servant and a man of great capabilities. Judge JONES advised 
that he believes NELSON ROCKEFELLER will make an excellent 
Vice President of the United States. 

On August 27, 1974, Judge JOSEPH R. CORSO advised that 
he has known the nominee since he, CORSO, worked on various 
legislative committees in the United States Congress between 
1949 and 1966 . He advised that Mr. ROCKEFELLER’S conduct, 
politically and socially, are above reproach and he considers 
ROCKEFELLER a man of outstanding character and an extremely 
experienced and dedicated administrator. Judge CORSO advised 
that he feels the choice of NELSON ROCKEFELLER for Vice President 
is excellent and that ROCKEFELLER will make an outstanding Vice 
President, bringing with him to that office his prestige and 
experience in national and international affairs. Judge CORSO 
advised that he is aware of no indiscretions or improprieties in 
the nominee*s background and stated that the nominee will be a 
definite asset to the United States Government.

G. HARRINGTON that he has known the VicePresident designate 
for many years politically, but has never had any social 
contacts with him nor private meetings. He stated that his 
primary knowledge of former Governor ROCKEFELLER occurred 
in 1966 when the latter was the Republican nominee for the 
governorship. Judge O'CONNOR stated that the Republican 
convention was in September and ordinarily the campaign would 
start thereafter and proceed to its culmination on Election 
Day, November. However, commencing about June, 1966, the 
ROCKEFELLER Campaign Committee started a colossal effort on 
television and radio sponsoring NELSON ROCKEFELLER for the 
governorship. He stated that great and spectacular promises 
were made by the ViceCoresident designate concerning what he 
would accomplish when in office. 

Judge O'CONNOR could not estimate the amount of 
money expended by the ROCKEFELLER forces in the campaign, 
but had heard and read in newspaper accounts that it was 
acknowledged that ten million dollars had been spent. 

Judge O'CONNOR stated he could not verify the amount, but 
felt that it could have gone much higher. He emphasized, 
however, that he had no personal knowledge of the amount of 
money spent by the ROCKEFELLER forces and he believed that 
the true amount would n ever be known. He stated that his, 

Judge O'Connor's campaig n had costin the vicinity of $600,000. 

Judge O'CONNOR stated that he knew of no investigation 
which had been conducted into the Republican campaign finances 
for the governorship in 1966.

Subsequent to Judge FRANK O'CONNOR leaving his 
office as District Attorney for Queens County, Governor 
ROCKEFELLER appointed a Republican, NAT HENTEL, to that office. 

At one point of time, then District Attorney HENTEL publicly 
declared that during the tenure of District Attorney FRANK 
O'CONNOR, Assistant District Attorney positions had been purchased. 
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Judge O'CONNOR stated this infuriated him because of the 
baseless accusation and because his administration of the 
District Attorney's Office had been open and honest. He 
met Governor ROCKEFELLER at the funeral of six New York City 
firemen who had been killed in an accident and he approached 
Governor ROCKEFELLER to complain of the allegations made 
by NAT HENTEL. Governor ROCKEFELLER stated he had nothing 
to do with these allegations and knew nothing concerning them. 
O'CONNOR stated he had to take this at face value. 

Judge O'CONNOR stated that he knew of nothing which 
would reflect unfavorably upon the ViceG^resident designate's 
character, reputation or good citizenship. However, he 
refused to make any comments concerning his statesmanship 
ability and^to make any recommendation as to his appointment 
to the ViceGPresidency of the United States. 


It is noted that Judge FRANK 0'CONNOR opposed the 
nominee in the 1966 gubernatorial election as the Democratic 
candidate.

On August 23 , 19 : 7-4, Senior Judge LEO F. RAYFIEL, 
advised that he knows very .little regarding Mr.. ROCKEFELLER's 
background other than what- he has read or heard through the 
media. • He advised that to his .knowledge Mr. ROCKEFELLER is a 
person of outstanding capabilities, a devoted-public servant 
and a man whose moral character is above reproach. Judge 
RAYFIEL advised that, through'contact with him over the years, 
he has never been aware of any political'difficulties regarding 
Mr.

ROCKEFELLER and advised that Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S dedication 
professional experience'are a great asset to this, "country. 
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On August 23, 1974, Judge JOHN F. DOOLING, JR. advised 
that he has had no personal contact with Mr. ROCKEFELLER and has 
only known of Mr. ROCKEFELLER’S prestige and accomplishments 

through his_coverage of th e me dia._Judge POOLING advised that_._, 

as he has had np personal contact and n o pro fessional contactjwi'th 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER he would decline to comment regarding Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER’S nomination. 

On August 23., 1974* Judge ANTHONY TRAVIA advised that 
he has known former Governor ROCKEFELLER for over 23 years both 
socially and politically. Judge TRAVIA advised that he has 
known Mr. ROCKEFELLER when he had spent 10 years as Minority 
Speaker in the New York Legislative, beginning in 1959 , and advised 
that during this period he worked very closely with the former 
Governor. He advised that he continues to see Mr* ROCKEFELLER 
on occasion and advised that Mr. ROCKEFELLER is the "most dedicated 
and interested person in public service." He advised that in all 
of his years of contact with Mr. ROCKEFELLER he has never known 
of any impropriety or political shortcoming regarding Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER and advised that his contact with international 
affairs, his broad background, experience in economic and financial 
circles, and his dedicated and outstanding political career 
would enable him to fulfill the role of Vice-President, if 
confirmed, without any difficulties at all. He said that the 
ROCKEFELLER family and Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S personal contacts and 
activities are without question, and Judge TRAVIA advised that 
he stands behind President FORD’S nomination of Mr. ROCKEFELLER 
for Vice-President xvithout qualification** 

On August 23> 1974, Judge EDWARD K. NEAHER advised 
that although he has never had any personal, social, or profess¬ 
ional dealings with Mr. ROCKEFELLER he considers him a person 
of excellent character and a man of the highest integrity. He 
advised that-tfie nominee has an exceptionally broad background 
in international, domestic, economic and political activities 
and is a dedicated public servant. He stated that he would en¬ 
dorse, without question, the nomination of Mr. ROCKEFELLER for 
Vice[President, and advised that he has never heard of, or per¬ 
sonally known of, any activities or circumstances of a derogatory 
nature in reference to NELSON ROCKEFELLER. 
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On August 23, 1974, Judge JACK WEINSTEI N a dvised 
that he has never had any personal > or professi onal dealings 
with Mr. ROCKEFELLER hut advised thalT he considers ROCKEFELLER 
to he a person of the highest integrity. Mr. ROCKEFELLER has 
a reputation of a substantial intellectual and ethical back¬ 
ground with experience in domestic, international and economic 
circles. He advised that he is in complete accord with President 
FORD'S nomination of Mr. ROCKEFELLER and advised that to his 
knowledge there are very few, if any, people of the character 
and caliber of the nominee. 

On August 23, 197 ^j Judge MARK COSTANTINO advised 
that he has known Mr. ROCKEFELLER since 1958 before ROCKEFELLER 
succeeded to the position of Governor for the State of New York. 
He had also dealt with Mr. ROCKEFELLER when he, Mr. COSTANTINO, 
had been a member of the Judiciary of the City Court of New 
York. He advised that he continues to see the nominee on a 
social capacity and considers him a man of complete integrity 
and a man of a moral character above reproach. He stated that 
his outstanding background, his record as an executive of the 
State of New York, and his personal abilities as an administrator 
make him an exceptional man to be considered for this position. 
Judge COSTANTINO advised that he is in accord with the Presi¬ 
dent ‘s nomination without qualification. Mr. ROCKEFELLER, if 
confirmed to this position, should prove to be a man of out¬ 
standing ability and service to his country, in even greater 
magnitude than he has shown as a public servant to date. 
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On August 27, 1974, SA I I was advised 

by THOMAS C. PLATT, United States District Judge, Eastern 
District of New York, Brooklyn, New York, that he had initially 
associated with the nominee, when he, THOMAS PLATT, had been 
campaign manager for President NIXON in Huntington, Long Island, 
in 1960. Following that, he had attended three Republican 
National conventions as a delegate. The New York Delegation, in 
1966, was headed by the former Governor ROCKEFELLER. He advised 
that he knows of no social, political or personal indiscretions 
on the part of NELSON ROCKEFELLER and advised that he is aware 
of no improprieties on the part of the former Governor. He 
stated that he is very much in accord with President FORD’s 
nomination and stated that he believes Mr. ROCKEFELLERS 
background as an outstanding administrator in both national and 
international affairs will be a great asset to the Executive 
- Branch of our Government. 
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The foll owing investigation was conducted by SA 
on August 22, 197^: 


Honorable CHARLES L. BRIEANT, United States District 
Judge, Southern District of New Yorkj who resides at Cedar 
Lane, Ossining, New York, advised that he has had no contact, 
either socially or professionally, with the nominee and he 
knows him by reputation only. He stated that he knows nothing 
derogatory concerning the nominee and he regards him as a man 
who is certainly public spirited and well thought of in all 
circles. He cannot make any sort of recommendation except by 
reputation and he would highly recommend him for a trustworthy 
position based on this reputation. 


Honorable CHARLES E. STEWART, United States District 
Judge, Southern District of New York, who resides at Pawling, 
New York, advised that he never met the nominee either person¬ 
ally or professionally, and he knows him only by reputation. 

He stated that the nominee’s reputation is very high and that 
he, the nominee, is certainly incorruptible and above reproach 
in regard to his character, reputation and loyalty. 
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On August 23, 1974-j United States District Judge 
LLOYD F. MAC MAHON, Southern District of fa lQfk ? New York, 

New York, advised Special Agent |_ J that he is b6 

a Republican and has known the nominee for approximately b7c 

19 years. He stated that the nominee is "terrific_individual „ 
who is well qualified and will be a grea t asset_to_the position of Vice 
President. He said the nominee is hardworking, extremely -capable, 
and there is nothing in his background that would later be 
embarrassing to either the nominee or the United States 

government. He said the nominee's character^ __ 

loyalty Care 'above reproach and he recommended him without reserva¬ 
tion for the position.

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On August 23 , 1974, Mr. HERBERT•HILL, National 
Labor Director, National A ssociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP), |I, New York, was 
interviewed by SA THOMAS BEECH concerning the appointment 
of NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER for the Vice Presidency of the 
United States. HILL stated that he v*as enthusiastic about 
the appointment of ROCKEFELLER and believed that he would 
make a good Vice President. He stated that in the past he 
has attended many conferences with ROCKEFELLER when he 
was Governor of the State of New York. He stated that he 
believes ROCKEFELLER to be a loyal American citizen of good 
moral character who has an excellent reputation as an 
administrator. He stated that although he has had some past 
differences with the nominee regarding various issues, he 
still thought him to be an excellent choice for the office 
of Vice Preadent. HILL stated that he is unaware of any 
allegations linking the nominee to anything of a derogatory 
nature. 
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On August 27, 1974, JACK GREENBERG, Chief Counsel, 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
Defense and Education Fund, 10 Columbus Circle, New York, 

New York, advised that his two or three meetings with the 
nominee were social and perfunctory and that he could furnish 
no information of his own knowledge concerning the nominee. 

He said that he is favorably impressed by the nominee as a 
public official; that he knows nothing of an adverse nature 
concerning his character or loyalty and that he favors his 
appointment as Vice President, 
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_ I, Personnel Departme nt, Time Inc., 

residence 1 New York, who 

is of another eth nic background than the nominee, advised 
SA I I on August 26, 1974, that he is 

acquainted with NELSON ROCKEFELLER both personally and in 
connection with civic affairs, and has been since 1944. 

He stated that the nominee has done a good job on minority 
issues and he feels that the nominee is held in high 
regard by the Black community as a whole. He said, however, 
that there were some in the Black community who resented 
his handling of the Attica Prison rebellion, but it was his 
opinion that this affair was handled by the nominee properly 
when the nominee was still Governor. 

Mr. _ stated that, in his opinion, the nominee 

is very capable of handling the job of Vice President of 
the United States, and is completely loyal to the nation 
and its citizens. He said that he knew nothing derogatory 
about the nominee's personal or political life or those of 
his family. 
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JONES advised that he had been one of several 
persons requested by the Attica inmates to serve on a committee 
to negotiate their demands. JONES stated that during that 
crisis he had several telephone conversations with the nominee, 
who at that time was Governor of New York. According to JONES 
it had been the nominee’s position that he (the nominee) could 
serve no useful purpose by making a personal appearance at 
Attica State Prison, since he (the nominee) could not grant 
amnesty to the rebellious inmates. 

JONES felt that this decision by the nominee had 
been a grave "political mistake" and it was a decision made 
by the nominee based on the poor advice of others. 

JONES stated that it was his personal judgement 
that the nominee had exercised "abysmal failure of executive 
moral leadership" in his decision not to personally appear 
at Attica State Prison in response to the inmates 1 demand. 

JONES advised that since the Attica matter, he has 
come to believe strongly in the nominee and feels that the 
nominee is a man of outstanding moral integrity, honesty and 
dedicated commitment to public service. 

JONES stated he does not have the slightest question 
regarding the nominee's ability to handle the position of Vice 
President of the United States. JONES commented that this 
would be the ideal time to elevate the role and duties of the 
Vice President because the nominee's extraordinary experience 
and executive ability qualify him to be our first "Assistant 
President". 


On August 26, 1974, CLAREN02PJ0NES. Editor and 
Publisher, "The New York Amsterdam News ", 2340 Eighth Ave nue, 

New Yo rk. New York, advisee^ Special Agent (SA) I I _ 

I 1 that he had been special legal counsel for the ila te 
Doctor MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. and, as such, had, on several 
occasions, met the nominee. However, it was not until the 
inmate rebellion at Attica State Prison, Attica, New York, 
in September, 1971> that the nominee became known to him on 
a more personal basis. 
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JONES stated that the nominee has "natural 
built-in checks against dishonesty". His personal wealth 
places him in the unique position of being incorruptible, 
and JONES felt the nominee was the exception to the old 
saying "Every man has his price." 

JONES advised that while he has recently worked 
closely with the nominee on the Commission on Critical Choices 
for Americans, he does not know the nominee well enough to 
comment on his personal morals. JONES did point out that the 
nominee only drinks Dubonnet wine "on the rocks" and he has 
never seen him drink to excess. 

JONES felt that there is no politician alive today 
who has assisted the black man as much as the nominee. JONES 
stated that the entire ROCKEFELLER family has been committed 
to the equality of opportunity for all races, religions and 
creeds, and that the nominee hddievidenced this long before 
it became fashionable to do so. 

JONES pointed to the fact that it was ROCKEFELLER 
money which founded Spellman College in Atlanta, Georgia, and 
he remarked that the nominee has always included numerous 
black appointments in his past administrations. 

JONES stated he' is ja registered Democrat but (does 

not find it difficult to speak highly of the nominee., who. JCa._ 

a member of the Republican Party, because heffeelsLthe. nominee*s ! 
commitment to public service transcends party lines. 

JONES pointed out that he has met socially, as well 
as on a business basis, with the nominee on numerous occasions, 
the last time being August 5> 197^. JONES stated he has not 
spoken with the nominee since his nomination as Vice President, 
but he did send him a congratulatory telegram.

I .. L New York, advised SA"T 

I -cnat: ne recently retired as Public Relations Director 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP), and that he had some contact with the nominee 
while in that position. He stated that he regards the nominee 
as a "Liberal Republican" who was progressive but in recent 
years has become increasingly conservative. He said that 
he was disappointed in the nominee*s action in Attica and 
felt that he should have appeared on the scene of the 
prison riot. He said that he may not have been able to 
accomplish much by his presence but that he would have 
at least sustained his reputation as a concerned, humanitarian 
individual. He said that he observed the nominee in a situation 
where he was the only white man among a number of blacks 
and that he was greatly impressed on this occasion because 
the nominee appeared to be perfectly at ease, whereas most 
white people, when thrust into such a situation, usually gave 
evidence of being very uncomfortable. He said that he has 
observed in the nominee a slowing down of his pronouncements 
in favor of Liberal causes and his image, although not changing 
to conservative, has become less liberal. He said that he could 
not give specific examples of these causes and in spite 
of these observations, he feels that the nominee is competent 
and because of his vast experience, capable of fulfilling 
the Vice Presidential positon. He said that he never had any 
reason to question the nominee*s character, integrity, or 
loyalty to the United States and that he would not join 
any group to oppose his nomination to the Vice Presidency.

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On August 27 , 1974, United States Representative 

MARI© BIAGGI, Democrat-Conservative, Uronx and Queens _ 

Cou nties. New York, advised Special Agents I I 

and I I that he has known NELSON ROCKEFELLER for 

.the past 13 years. BIAGGI said that as a politician ROCKEFELLER 
jwields "a great deal of political power in a ruthless fashion". 

He declined to further elaborate on this statement. 

In regard to discrimination, BIAGGI mentioned that 
a large number of individuals of Italian descent living in 
New York State were not being given their "fair/Share" during 
the tenure of NEISON ROCKEFELLER as Governor of New York. He 
admitted, however, that individuals of Italian descent fared 
no better under administrations prior to ROCKEFELLER'S. 

It was BIAGGI'S opinion that the biggest problem 
that ROCKEFELLER would have in confirmation of his nomination 
for the Vice Presidency is a possible conflict of interest due 
to his vast financial holdings. BIAGGI stated that he had no 
direct knowledge of any improprieties on the part of ROCKEFELLER, 
however, would reserve recommendation of ROCKEFELLER for the 
position of Vice President of the United States. 
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jf On August 28, 197^* United States Representative 
HUGH/L; CAREY, Democrat, Queens County, New York, and presently 
a candidate for the Democratic nomination for Governor of New 
Yor k State, was in terviewed by Special Agents I I 

and I I . At this time CAREY stated that he has known 

ROCKEFELLER since i960 but only in an official capacity. He 
mentioned that he knows of no specific Information concerning 
ROCKEFELLERS loyalty, character or reputation which would 
disqualify him from consideration as Vice President of the 
United States. 

CAREY mentioned that he felt that ROCKEFELLER should 
have been more critical of President NIXON’S handling of the 
Watergate situation and that ROCKEFELLER should have exerted 
a higher moral leadership during the period of Watergate. 

Congressman CAREY further stated that he would make 
no comment on recommending ROCKEFELLER for the position of Vice 
President until the confirmation hearings are completed.

On August 27 3 197^3 JOHN SWING, Vice President and 
Secretary, Council on Foreign Relations, Incorpo rated, 58

He stated that the organization is comprised of prominent 
American citizens who use its headquarters as a meeting place 
to discuss foreign policy. He stated that the nominee’s 
brother, DAVID, is presently Chairman of the Board of Directors, 
but that theluiominee never held any office in the organization.

He stated that he 
has known the nominee for approximately ten years through this 
organization and has found him to be a very competent, 
knowledgeable individual who is a dedicated loyal American. 

He stated that because of his vast experience in public office, 
his high ideals and his great integrity, he would be of great 
service to the United States as Vice President.

Eastern District of New York: 

On August 21, 1974, Mr. DAVID G. TRAEGER, United 
States Attorney, Eastern District of New York (EDNY), advised 
that he has never worked in any capacity with the nominee, 
and stated that he has the highest regard for Mr. ROCKEFELLER. 

He advised that the former Governor's record speaks eloquently 
for itself, and he has the highest respect for Mr. ROCKEFELLER'S 
professional abilities. He stated that although he is not 
personally in total accordance with some of the former Gover¬ 
nor's policies as Governor, he would consider him a very wise 
and worthy choice for the position of Vice President. Mr. 
TRAEGER stated that his personal knowledge is only that of a 
publicly informed voter, but he knows of no improprieties or 
controversial situations regarding Mr. ROCKEFELLER, and stated 
further that he believes that Mr. ROCKEFELLER will make an 
excellent Vice President. 

Southern District of New York: 

On August 22, 1974, Mr. PAUL J. CURRAN, United 
States Attorney for the Southern District of New York (SDNY), 
Foley Square, New York, advised that he had been initially 
associated with Mr. ROCKEFELLER, in 1963, when he was a member 
of the New York State Assembly. He advised that in 1966 he 
became the New York City Representative to the New York State 
Legislature, and in this capacity, worked more closely with 
the nominee. He advised that in 1968 he was appointed to the 
New York State Commission of Investigation, and in 1969 became 
chairman of that body. In this capacity, he continued to work 
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or an even more closely related basis iwith the former^Governor. 
Mr. CURRAN advised that he believes that Mr. ROCKEFELLER is 
an excellent choice for the position, and has the needed and 
necessary background, experience, and ability to be an 
excellent Vice President. He advised that, to his knowledge, 
he has never heard of any improprieties, indiscretions, or 
any controversial situations regarding the former Governor. 

Mr. CURRAN stated that he considers the Governor a man of 
outstanding professional capability, to be what the President, 
Mr. FORD, desired, a "man that would make a good President". 

He stated that in his past daily workings with the former 
Governor, he found Mr. ROCKEFELLER able to be an outstanding 
administrator, able to handle conflicts with personnel and 
policies with a true professional and authoritative manner. 

Mr. CURRAN advised that he could think of no one as qualified 
as Mr. ROCKEFELLER and highly supported the President's nomin¬ 
ation of Mr. ROCKEFELLER for Vice President. 
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On August 26, 1974, BENJAMIN BUTLER, United 
States Marshal, Eastern District of New York (EDNY), United 
States Courthouse, Brooklyn, New York, advised he knows 
the nominee and stated he first met ROCKEFELLER in 1954, 
and has known him since that time. He stated he was in 
ROCKEFELLER'S administration in Albany, working in an in¬ 
vestigative capacity. He considers ROCKEFELLER eminently 
qualified to be Vice President of the United States and 
added he knew of no derogatory Information concerning 
ROCKEFELLER. 

On August 26, 1974, THOMAS FERADINO, United 
States Magistrate, Southern District of New York (SDNY), 
United States Courthouse, New York, New York, advised he 
has known ROCKEFELLER about 12 years. He noted he first 
met ROCKEFELLER when he was part of ROCKEFELLER'S administra¬ 
tion in Albany. He characterized ROCKEFELLER as a man of 
action, one who Is eminently qualified for an executive 
position. He added he knew of no derogatory information 
which could be of embarrassment to the present administra¬ 
tion. 


On August 27, 1974, judge GERALD GOETELL, United 
States Magistrate, SDNY, United States Courthouse, New York, 
New York, advised he has known nominee since 1958 when they 
both attended political functions together. He noted he 
has not had much involvement with ROCKEFELLER but the con¬ 
tact he has had has convinced him ROCKEFELLER would make a 
fine Vice President. He felt ROCKEFELLER is an excellent 
administrator, outstanding Governor, and characterized the 
nominee as a man of Impeccable credentials. Judge GOETELL 
added he knew of no derogatory information concerning 
ROCKEFELLER and would recommend him. 
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Oil August 27, 1974, Judge MARTIN JACOBS, United 
States Magistrate, SDNY, United States Courthouse, New 
York, New York, advised he has had very limited contact 
with ROCKEFELLER in the past but it is his personal opinion 
that ROCKEFELLER would make a good Vice President from the 
information at his disposal. He knew of no derogatory 
information concerning the nominee and felt ROCKEFELLER 
would make a capable Vice President. 

On August 26, 1974, Judge MAX SCHIFFMAN, United 
States Magistrate, EDNY, United States Courthouse, Brooklyn, 
New York, advised he has known NELSON ROCKEFELLER since the 
middle 1960 *s, when both were active politicians. He feels 
ROCKEFELLER brings to the new administration "a breath of 
fresh air". He characterized ROCKEFELLER as down to earth 
and a great human being. He added President FORD has made 
a great choice In selecting ROCKEFELLER and would highly 
recommend ROCKEFELLER for the Vice President nomination. 

On August 27, 1974, Judge VINCENT CATOGGIO, 

United States Magistrate, EDNY, United States Courthouse, 
Brooklyn, New York, advised he has had very limited contact 
with NELSON ROCKEFELLER in the past; however, from what he 
has been able to determine,the nominee appears to be an 
excellent choice as Vice President. As far as he knows 
ROCKEFELLER is a man of his word, intelligent, honest,- and 
trustworthy in every respect. He knows of no derogatory 
information concerning him. 

On August 27, 1974, Judge FREDERICK ATWOOD, 

United States Magistrate, EDNY, United States Courthouse, 
Brooklyn, New York, advised he knows the nominee. He 
stated he had a brother who went to school with NELSON 
ROCKEFELLER years ago. He feels the nominee would make an 
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excellent Vice President and has the ability for that 
particular office. He feels ROCKEFELLER enjoys an ex¬ 
cellent reputation and is a man of great moral character. 

He felt ROCKEFELLER is a loyal American, honest, reputable, 
and certainly suited for the executive position he has 
been nominated for. He highly recommends the nominee. 
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XIX. MISCELLANEOUS INTERVIEWS 


During 1969, a background investigation was 
conducted concerning Governor ROCKEFELLER in connection 
with his appointment as a member of a Presidential commission. 
Set forth hereinafter are the results of interviews conducted 
during that inquiry. 

On March 26, 1969, Mr£ LOUISE BOYER, Personal 
Secretary to NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER, furnished the following 
information: 

The nominee considers his legal and actual residence 
as the ROCKEFELLER Family Estate at Pocantico Hills, New 
York, as do all members of nominee's family. Nominee maintains 
a residence at 810 Fifth Avenue, New York City, which he 
occupies when the necessity arises for him to be there. 

His brothers, DAVID, JOHN DAVIDSON, AND LAURANCE, all maintain 
New York City residences. 

The nominee was divorced by his first wife on 
March 16, 1962, in Reno, Nevada. 

Regarding nominee's business affiliations, he was 
formerly Director ofi Rockefeller Center, Incorporated pfrom 
1952 to 1958, when he severed his association with this firm 
upon his assumption of the Office of Governor of the State of 
New Yorkl in 1958. He also discontinued any active position 
regarding the Museum of Modern Art of which he is presently 
(1969) a trustee on an inactive basis. He is a trustee of the 
Rockefeller Brothers Fund, Incorporated, on an inactive basis 
and has acted as an inactive trustee for the University of the 
Andes Fund which is a philanthropical organization located in 
Bogota, Columbia. Nominee also disassociated himself from 
any of his previous activities in the American International 
Association for Economics and Social Development (AIA) and also 
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with the International Basic Economy Corporation (IBEC),. 

Nominee is also a trustee, inactive, of the Museum of 
Primitive Art.; He was also active in the Presidential 
Advisory Committee on Government Organization which was based 
in Uashington D.C. 1953 to approximately. 1958; This 
organization is no longer in existence. He.was also active 
in the Government Affairs Foundation during the same period of 
time in Washington D.C.

Investigation in this case was ordered telephonically 
on the morning of Wednesday, 8-21-74, with the deadline of 
close of business Wednesday, 8-28-74. As of now there are 33 
field offices involved in this investigation and we have 
received the results of over 650 interviews at FBIHQ. Investi- 
gation thus far has been highly favorable to Governor Rockefeller 
and the minor derogatory information developed appears to be 
politically motivated or of the "nit picking" variety.

Information was received this morning that the nominee 
had approved last evening the statement of net worth with other 
financial statements for presentation to the FBI. These statements 
are currently being reviewed by lawyers in New York City and it n 
is hoped that they will be turned over late this afternoon or 
tomorrow morning for review. ^ 

The initial plan for review of the nominee's finances 
was that a comprehensive review would be restricted to the nominee 
and his wife. There was no intention to go into any of the 
holdings of other family members and we have been advised there 
are a'total of 70. As you are aware, Mr. Rockefeller requested 
that should it be necessary to review the trusts he has set up 
for his children he would appreciate if the. dollar value of 
these trusts not be disclosed as they were all different and 
could result in a family problem. Discussions have been held 
with representatives of the nominee and no request has been made 
to them as yet.

Without mentioning anything to the Rockefeller people, 
it is felt that the best policy for the Bureau to pursue would 
be to accept the aforementioned description of the children's 
trusts and to include in our investigative report the fact that 
the trust holdings had been reviewed without specifically 
identifying the’ holdings of the individual trust. We could treat 
them as a group in our investigative reporting and mention that 
major holdings for these trusts consisted of stock in and name 
various corporations without attributing it to the individual 
child's trust. A detailed description’could then be set forth 'as 
to the nominee's role. The main reason for doing it this way 
would be to avoid any misinterpretation of the Governor's request 
to us with regard to disclosing the value of the trust. If 
possible, it’ is believed that his request to us should not be 
forwarded or included in any communication leaving the Bureau as 
it may be released. His request to us in no way interfered or 
restricted any work we planned on doing and it would be unfair 
to have it subjected to misinterpretation and possible unjustified 
embarrassment to the Bureau. 

We are currently making arrangements with the Rockefeller 
people to work through the weekend and they will advise us today 
what staff arrangements they can make to have people available 
in their offices during the weekend to furnish Bureau personnel 
with underlying records. As soon as we receive a commitment 
from them that we can have access to the records the Bureau will 
be advised of the plan worked out. 

RECOMMENDATION : 

That the Bureau approve the policy of accepting the 
description of the Rockefeller children's trusts without dollar 
values and quantities being set forth but with information as 
to any business controls and role played by nominee, if any, in 
these holdings. The review conducted will be summarized in the 
investigative reports and the underlying work papers in Bureau 
files will have specifics set forth.

7 advised on 
August 28, 1974, he has known nominee since 1964 in a 
political, governmental, and social capacity. Senator 
BAKER stated that during the 1968 Presidential Campaign 
he became well acquainted with nominee and had frequent 
contacts with him. s Since the 1968 Presidential 
Campaign his contacts with nominee were approximately 
every 30 to 60 days until recently when nominee became 
Chairman of the National Commission on Water Quality of 
which he, Senator BAKER, is a member. Senator BAKER 
advised he presently has contact with nominee approximately 
every two to three weeks.

Senator BAKER stated that the public's image of 
nominee and his image of nominee are very similar.

On August 18, 1974, a Dr. PETER BETER (Phonetic), 
described as the author of "The Conspiracy Against Your Dollar," 
was interviewed on Cleveland Radio Station WERE. 

JBETER admitted being a member of the National Caucus 
of Labor Committees, and called for all his listeners to contact 
President GERALD FORD and ask him not to appoint NELSON 
ROCKEFELLER as his Vice President. BETER contended that the 
recent fall of the regime in Greece was caused by the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) under the direction of ROCKEFELLER 
It was his further claim that the ROCKEEELLER-CIA apparatus 
throughout the entire Federal Government, Congress, Special 
Prosecutors and the Courts, arranged the current U. S. 

Constitutional crisis to insure that ROCKEFELLER would gain the 
reins of Government. BETER claimed that ROCKEFELLERS money 
financed the disruption of the 1972 Democratic National Convention 
as part of the overall plan to gain power. 

i BETER claimed that all recent adverse actions which 
have occurred on a world-wide scale have been caused by the 
ROCKEFELLER family in their attempt to take over the whole world. 

He claimed that ROCKEFELLER personally should be indicted for 
various activities since the 1930 f s. These activities, he stated, 
included among other things that ROCKEFELLER advised then 
President FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT to remove the U. S. from the 
gold standard; ROCKEFELLER set up the Sovietization of U. S. 
industry under the National Recovery Act; ROCKEFELLER installed 
universal military training; ROCKEFELLER, under the cover of being 
in charge of hemispheric defense, infiltrated the whole of Latin 
America through his companies; ROCKEFELLER made possible the 
current U. S. dependency on Saudi-Arabian oil during World War II; 
ROCKEFELLER was the recipient_of-the benefits of the slave labor 
camps in Germany through his holdings in the German I. O. Farben 
firm; and ROCKEFELLER and his co-agent, ALGER HISS, supposedly 
set up the United Nations jcharter which insured that all information 
about inter-American^defense effort would be funnelled to a 
Russian General in the United Nations.^ > 
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1BETER also stated that he, BETERj had requested 
Congress to conduct an audit of Fort Knox as he claimed that 
all the gold which had been stored there had been removed by 
ROCKEFELLER. BETER claimed that ROCKEFELLER-CIA operatives in 
the Congress and Treasury were able to forestall that investigation.'^- 

The National Caucus of Labor Committees (NCLC) [i n~ ) 
which>BETER admitted membership, was formed in 1969 by members 
of the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) Labor Committee, 
which was expelled from SDS in 1968. Calling itself the New York 
Labor Committee, the organization proclaimed, in early 1970, that its 
aim was "to identify with the American workers to emerge as a 
separate'and distinct classooriented toward a socialist America." 

In its 1972 literature, the organization, which had changed its 
name to NCLC, described itself as an "organization of revolutionary 
socialists" aiming to build a "unified"working class movement" to 
secure control of the ’economy. In March, 1973, a source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised that, in 
his opinion, NCLC is a "revolutionary socialist organization which 
aims to overthrow the United States Government by force and replace 
it with a communist form of Government." 

r 

During April and May, 1973, NCLC members began a 
six-week "mop-up" campaign of disrupting meetings, conferences, 
demonstrations and conventions of various communist. Trotskyist 
and socialist organizations for the stated reason that these groups 
lacked a violent approach to moving toward socialism. The disruptions, 
in some cases, included physical attacks on attendees, resulting 
in their injuries, and arrests of the NCLC attackers. According 
to a second source, who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, Lyn Marcus (true name Lyndon H. LaRouche), National Chairman 
of NCLC, stated in May, 1973, that the NCLC attackers would be the 
nucleus of a future American red army. The source also advised 
that Marcus stated "by 1979 NCLC would have gained state power 
in the United States and by the year 2000 in the world." 

A third source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised that Marcus stated in November, 1973, that 
"it is necessary for radicals to become revolutionaries ready 
to die in the struggle for power." According to an "Internal 
Bulletin" authored by Marcus and released by him in March, 1974, 
he "governs the NCLC based upon Marxist theories and methods," and 
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"NCLC is the only actual Marxist organization yet existing." The 
third source, mentioned above, also advised that NCLC now has a 
membership of between 700 and 800. The April 22, 1974, edition 
of the NCLC newspaper "New Solidarity" listed NCLC chapters in 
42 cities in the United States and affiliated chapters in five 
foreign countries. 

During the past year, NCLC members have been involved 
in fights, beatings, using drugs, detaining members against their 
will, brainwashings and at least one shooting. NCLC members have 
been reported to be armed, to have received "defensive training" 
such as karate and to have attended cadre schools and a training 
camp to learn military tactics. 

NCLC began a campaign in February, 1974, aimed at 
exposing an alleged plot by the CIA and the ROCKEFELLERS 7 particularly 
NELSON ROCKEFELLER, to take over the United States by controlling 
the money, causing a depression, planning race riots and creating 
fascism. During ensuing months, NCLC accused the ROCKEFELLERS 
of being responsible for the world oil crisis and, through the 
manipulation of CIA, gaining a stronghold over advanced capitalistic 
nations. In addition, NCLC has charged that a faction of CIA, under 
the leadership of NELSON ROCKEFELLER, is plotting a military coup 
in both the United States and England. 

Following the recent nomination by President FORD of 
NELSON ROCKEFELLER as Vice President, the latter appeared at a 
political fund-raising dinner on August 21, 1974, in Newport, 

Rhode Island, at which an NCLC activist began shouting at 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER and was ejected from the dinner. He was thereafter 
detained at the Newport Police Department for identification. 
Subsequently, an individual who identified himself as an attorney 
for NCLC, accused the United States Attorney (USA) in Providence, 

Rhode Island; the Secret Service (SS); and the Newport Police 
Department of depriving the NCLC activist of his civil rights. 

The USA advised him to complain to the Attorney General and the 
Secfetary of the Treasury if he desired to pursue the matter. 

It should be noted that NCLC has, jLn the past, filed suit in 
Federal court in Detroit, Michigan, seeking an injunction against 
FBI investigation of its activities. 
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In furtherance of its activites, NCLC utilizes its 
front group, the North American Unemployed and Welfare Rights 
Organization (NUWRO), to attract poor people to its philosophy; 
its youth group, the Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM), to 
organize ghetto youths; and its political arm, the U. S. Labor 
Party (USLP), to conduct political campaigns aimed at acquainting 
the general public with the activities of the NCLC. USLP currently 
ihas_candidates running in various local, state and Federal 
elections in several areas of the country.

He stated that he has the highest opinion 
of the nominee's ability, character, reputation, and loyalty 
to the best interests of the United States, and would 
strongly urge his confirmation as Vice-President to the 
Congress of the United States. 

Mr. THATCHER stated that he knows of absolutely- 
no facts which would reflect unfavorably upon the nominee 
in connection with the confirmation proceedings. Mr. 

THATCHER stated that shortly after his accession to the 
job of State Superintendent of Insurance, a petition was 
filed with the State Insurance Commission by insurance 
companies underwriting automobile insurance in the State 
of New York for rate increases.

Mr. THATCHER stated that he does not know the 
exact size of the rate increase, but doubted that it 
was, in fact, an increase of 33 per cent. 

Mr. THATCHER stated that while he may have 
notified the Office of the Governor of his decision as 
Superintendent of Insurance to grant the rate increases, 
he never, in fact, discussed this issue with the Governor 
and never was placed in the position of requesting the 
Governor's approval for such a rate increase. 

Mr. THATCHER stated that he is unaware of the 
financial holdings of Governor ROCKEFELLER or any member 
of the ROCKEFELLER family and does not know whether he 
holds stock in companies which write.automobile insurance 
policies or whether any companies with which he is 
closely connected may own stock in such companies. He 
stated, therefore, that he wished to go on record that any 
allegation that Governor ROCKEFELLER directed that rates be 
raised on automobile insurance policies in the State of 
New York thereby benefiting himself financi ally is. in f act, 
absolutely erroneous and without foundation /.

The purpose of this memorandum is to set forth the 
scope of the planned audit by the FBI of the nominee's finances. 
Information has been received that the Congressional Committees 
will have a team of 20 investigators in New York, including 6 
local Internal Revenue Service (IRS) agents to conduct their 
review. The only information currently available is that they have 
a deadline of 10/15/74 and apparently plan to conduct a complete 
audit of the nominee's 1972 and 1973 Federal income tax returns. 

They will be furnished with copies of material requested by the 
FBI and at this point the only other material they have requested 
would be furnished with his cash-flow statement for the period 
1/1/68 to 12/31/73. This type statement shows details concerning^ 
the receipt and disposition of cash. The purpose of such a u 

statement is unknown; however, it is a consensus of opinion that 
the committee is looking for unreported income. We will be A 

furnished with a copy of the cash-flow statement and will make y 

a determination at that time whether any auditing procedures will 
be employed. We have been assured by both Robert Douglass, the 
nominee's principal aide, and Samuel Gillespie, attorney 
representing the nominee, that we will be kept abreast of the audit 
being conducted by the Congressional team and furnished with copies 
of all material furnished to them. The representatives of the 
nominee are aware that our report is going to The White House and 
they desire that it be completely comprehensive. 

There is attached herewith a photocopy listing of 
material requested from the nominee during his interview on 8/22/74 
which was specifically requested again from his representatives 
in New York City who were furnished a copy of the attached. In 
addition, not set forth was the request that the nominee furnish

The nominee and his staff were also advised that if they cared 
to furnish any plans they had concerning any changes that will 
be employed by the nominee in handling his finances should he 
become Vice President,. this information would be set forth in 
the FBI report for information purposes. 

The FBI audit will be conducted for the overall purpose 
of determining the current estimated net worth of the nominee, 
any and all sources of income, the identification of his holdings 
and any areas of the business community that he may possibly 
control as well as any indication of possible conflicts of interest 
that may .exist. 

The principle statement requested is the Statement of 
Net Worth. This should set forth cost figures as well as current 
market values where available for all assets of the nominee. The 
statement should have accompanying detailed listings identifying 
assets with, their location and any incumbrances that exist. The 
audit procedures employed here will be the verification of the 
items set forth as was done in the review of the President's 
similar statement. Specific audit results will be set forth in 
the investigative report. 

The statement of income for 1973 will be reviewed and 
items set forth will be tested and traced to supporting ledgers 
and documentation as well as verification in certain instances 
with outside sources. It is expected that the main item set forth 
will be income from a trust not owned by the nominee but held 
by the Chase Manhattan Bank from which he receives $4 million 
each year. 


Authority has been requested to permit Chase Manhattan 
to furnish the FBI a complete listing of the holdings of the 
trust with any indication of businesses controlled for the purpose 
of determining if any conflicts of interest may exist. The bank 
will also be' requested to verify the income listed as having been 
received by the nominee's books and records.

Tax returns have already been reviewed and summarized 
for the FBI investigative report. However, these returns are not 
being audited as apparently will be done by the Congressional 
Committee which has six IRS agents on their team. The FBI report 
will set forth the tax return information in the same way it 
was presented in the President's investigation. Consideration 
will be given to the clear indication that these returns were not 
audited as information will be set forth as to the date of the 
last audit conducted by IRS and any pending matters that currently 
exist as furnished by the nominee's staff’. In addition, the 
contact with headquarters, IRS, concerning the status of the 
nominee's taxes will also be set forth. The problem the FBI is 
faced .here is that we be in a position to show in our report that 
we are not-accepting responsibility for conducting a detailed 
tax audit. Our purpose is to set forth any unusual items or 
items that we feel may be of interest to The White House. Also, 
the tax returns are a source of assets that may not be set forth 
on the Statement of Net Worth furnished by the nominee. 

The FBI audit will also set forth the role the nominee 
plays in the handling of his funds which should be of interest 
to The White House. 

All the information requested on the accompanying 
statement will be set forth in the FBI report as well as any 
verification or leads set forth to determine background informa¬ 
tion and descriptive data for business interest or positions 
he may hold. 

The FBI report will set forth a description of the 
financial holdings and interest of the nominee's wife. It is 
planned and authority has been requested to obtain details of 
her trust holdings. The overall purpose of this review will be 
to show the nature of the holdings portraying any conflict of 
interest that may exist. 

In addition, the nominee's staff has advised they will 
furnish the FBI with detailed information of the nature and holdings 
of trusts for each of his children as well as a description of any 
role held by the nominee.

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John Warren, Supervisor in the New York Office, advise

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A meeting was held with Samuel Gillespie, attorney 
representing the nominee, in the offices of the Rockefeller family 
in New York City late Wednesday, 8-28-74.

They were also anxious to know whether or not we would assign sufficient 
personnel to all facets of this investigation to complete it within a 30-day 
period. 
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I advised both Silberman and[ 


]that as previously 
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informed, the bulk of the investigation on the nominee would be forwarded to 
the Attorney General on September 3, with the exception of the financial aspect 
thereof. I pointed out that we have not yet received the financial information 
and statements we need on which to make an estimate of manpower needs and 
time consumed to conclude this phase of the investigation. I stated however 
that upon its receipt our staff has been instructed to give a best estimate of 
completion time and also instructions have been issued to assign whatever 
personnel assistance is necessary to bring this matter to a conclusion at the 
earliest possible time without sacrificing the thoroughness which this inves¬ 
tigation must receive. 

I advised them that I could not guarantee that the investigation 
would be completed within a 30-day period, but assured them we would make 
every effort to have it done at the earliest possible moment and would assign 
whatever personnel is necessary to accomplish this. 

Silberman asked to be advised after we receive the financial material 
necessary and our best estimate at that time of an approximate completion date.

I pointed out to Silberman that our staff in New York working on 
these matters with the Rockefeller personnel were receiving excellent co¬ 
operation and the problem seemed to be getting approval from the Vice 
President on the material contained in the financial statements.

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By way of background information the following information 
is being furnished. There were numerous delays encountered in our 
efforts to obtain the Statement of Net Worth, the last of several 
promised delivery dates for the Statement was Friday at 3 p.m. 

We were told that Harold Bqlton, Tax Counsel, was in Maine with the 
nominee seeking approval ofN^he Statement at which time he would 
telephone New York and Samuel^illespie, FBI liaisop,contact, would,, ' 
turn the Statement over to the Btn^au following "inking in" any /)) i-l ; 
suggested changes required by the nominee. Numerous contacts were - — 
made late Friday and at 7 p.m. Gillespie advised that Bolton had 
arrived at the airport and apparently was tied up in traffic. He 
then stated it would be necessary to make certain changes in the 
Statement which would delay the delivery. He advised.it would be 
appreciated if they could package the material to be turned over 
and leave it in the office space set aside for the FBI at the 
Rockefeller Center assuring that it would be left and under secure 
conditions. He stated the space was guarded and their Chief of 
Security was aware of the material already present in the room. V fe 
had previously advised Gillespie the FBI would not leave any of 
FBI material in the room but could not be responsible for the bulky 
records furnished for review which would be left there overnight. 

It was agreed that the FBI would pick up the Statement in the 
office space on Saturday morning and upon .opening the package this 
morning it was discovered that the cover letter was present but 
no Statement of Net Worth. The only individual available for contact 
was B^ltori and he was advised of the situation along v/ith information

that the FBI could not accept the Statement of Net Worth under 
the conditions set forth in the cover letter. Bolton advised that 
the Statement apparently had erroneously been omitted and he would 
look in to the matter promptly. 

Shortly thereafter Gillespie called from Maine and 
explained that he had probably erroneously left the Statement out 
of the package as it was very late Friday night when they finished 
adding corrections. Gillespie was then told that we had previously 
covered with him on several occasions the reporting and dissemination 
procedures which would be followed by the FBI and that this information 
had also been discussed with the nominee. He stated he would contact 
higher authority (William E. Jackson) and advise them of the FBI 
position. He related that the only reason the letter set forth certain 
instructions was that they desired to talk to the FBI before the 
report is disseminated to the Attorney General to insure the FBI has 
all the information. He said that the Net Y/orth Statement could 
be located by Harold Bolton and would be delivered to the FBI. He was 
advised that in addition to the dissemination of FBI reports the 
possibility existed that we might furnish the Attorney General 
information concerning the ’ status of the investigation and pertinent 
information developed prior to disseminating the investigative 
reports. Gillespie advised he would bring this to the attention of 
higher authority. 

A short time later Gillespie called again and advised that 
a new cover letter would be furnished on Tuesday morning eliminating 
the conditions of turnover; however, they desired that the FBI 
agree to inform them prior to the release of the Net Worth Statement 
and the Statement of Summary of Federal Tax Return Information to 
the Attorney General, He stated the purpose of the request was 
basically to permit them an opportunity to furnish any information 
that may have come to light which the FBI can consider for inclusion 
in the material being disseminated. He recognized that they would 
have no power whatsoever to stop the normal dissemination followed 
for investigative reports or the furnishing of this information by 
any other means to the Attorney General. Gillespie was advised the 
matter would be taken up with FBIHQ. He stated at that time Harold 
Bolton had the Statement of Net Yforth in his office and was holding 
it pending a response from the FBI. He advised that should bhe FBI 
object to this condition he would like direct telephonic contact be 
made with Yfilliam E. Jackson in Maine to discuss the matter further.

After obtaining FBIHQ approval, Gillespie was advised 
that the FBI would advise him when the infoi’mation is disseminated 
to the Department of Justice and shortly thereafter Harold Bolton 
delivered the Statement along with other material that had been 
requested. 


A quick review was made of the Statement in Bolton’s presence 
and it was pointed our to him that it really did not conform to the 
understanding previously reached withthem concerning the evaluation 
of assets. It had previously been agreed that there would be two 
columns, one for cost and a second for estimated current market value. 
Bolton advised that the Statement conforms to the Statement presented 
by President Ford at the time of his nomination for the .Vice 
Presidency and contained a mixture of both cost and estimated values. 

He stated that the FBI should review same and any questions that arise 
would be answered. He was currently working on some accompanying 
notes to the Statement which he did not have sufficient time to 
complete which will add to the Statement. He appeared to be hedging 
somewhat when asked directly if the underlying ledgers and records 
would be made available. His answer was somewhat in the vein of 
"We’ll cover that matter when you tell us what you would like to see." 

The Statement is currently being reviewed and audit 
procedures will be set up to initiate immediate review of supporting 
material to prove the validity of the Statement. Also, a copy of the 
Statement will be furnished to WFO liaison agent who will interview 
the nominee on Tuesday for the purpose of having the nominee advise 
that to the best of his knowledge this represents his Net -Worth on 
the listed date.'

NYS Senator JOSEPH ZARETZKI advised that nominee had asserted no 
influence in the aforementioned matter. IAWRENCE J. FINNEGAN,

He said this refers both to his political and personal 
background. He added that the only objection against the 
nominee is on a political philosophy basis and thus any 
recommendation he might have would be limited. He did say.

as an excellent choice for a high post. 


On August 29 , 1974, FRED GROSS, Town Supervisor,

knows the ROCKEFELLER family by reputation. Mr. GROSS stated 
that as far as he is concerned, the nominee is above reproach 
in regard to his personal and political standards and nothing 
has ever come to his attention that would indicate that the 
nominee is anything but a moral and upright individual.

At the outset, BRONSTON advised that he dislikes I 
the nominee intensely. BRONSTON characterized the nominee 
as a man without any moral instincts in his body and a 
power-ridden man, who, in his desire for power, has let 
his rationality rim away from him. BRONSTON considers the 
nominee as a man who would do anything for the sake of 
power and as a man who ’'rubs 1 ' him the wrong way, both 
morally and politically. 


BRONSTON stated she unde rsta nds durin g the 1966__/ 

gubernatorial election, violated the New York State eleptjLoii- 
laws because ROCKEFELLER borrowed $2,700,000 from his/stepmother 
for campaign expenses. BRONSTON is of the opinion that the 
above loan was not repaid and that it was illegal. In 
January, 1967, BRONSTON made these charges public during 
interviews with the press. BRONSTON advised he has tried, 
unsuccessfully, to have the above matter handled by the 
Judiciary Committee of the New York State Senate and intends, 
in the near future to present this matter again before the 
Judiciary Committee. 

BRONSTON stated that he has been an intense political 
adversary of the nominee since 1965 and wished to furnish the 
following example, why: 

In 1965, BRONSTON, who was backed by the late 
United States Senator ROBERT F. KENNEDY, was running against 
New York State Senator JOSEPH ZARETZKI for the position of 
President Pro Tem of the New York State Senate. According 
to BRONSTON, he (BRONSTON) had the votes of seventeen Democrats 
and ZARETZKI had thirteen votes. At this point, the nominee 
obtained for ZARETZKI all of the Republican votes in the 
Nev; York Senate and, therefore, ZARETZKI became President 
Pro Tem. For this, again according to BRONSTON, the nominee 
"bought ZARETZKI for the rest of his life."

BRONSTON further characterized the nominee as a 
man who, if pushed into a comer, would not hesitate to commit 
some type of Illegal act to extricate himself from this position. 

In conclusion, BRONSTON stated that he would not 
recommend the nominee for the position of Vice President of 
the United States under any circumstances. 

It is noted that nominee’s stepmother, MARTHA BAIRD 
ROCKEFELLER, died on January 24, 1971. 

On September 3> 1974, Senator JOSEPH ZARETZKI. 

Democrat-Liberal, advised Special Agent | [ that 

in 1965 there had been several Senators running for President 
Pro Tern of the New York State Senate and that Senator JACK E. 
BRONSTON and he were among th ose in the running. He stated 
that Senator EARL W.(BRYDGES^/ Republican, had advised him that 
the Republican Senators hacHa conference and had agreed to back 
him (ZARETZKI). With the Republican votes he was able to win 
the election over BRONSTON. He advised he felt it was strictly 
a concern of the Legislature and that Governor NEISON A. ROCKE¬ 
FELLER had exerted no influence in the matter. 

Senator ZARETZKI pointed out that he had been 
Minority Leader of the New York State Senate for eight years 
prior to that and was perhaps considered better qualified for 
the position than some of the others. He pointed out, also, 
that subsequent to that time he has, on several occasions, 
opposed and defeated the then Governor ROCKEFELLER on issues 
in the Legislature.

Herbert Aj, ^POSNER and several others filed/the aforementioned" suit 
against ddvernor NELS ON A , ROCKEFELLER for Abuse of Executive 
Power in the way ROCKEFELLER was handling the New York State 
budget. He stated that they were successful in this case in 
New York County and that the judge granted them an injunction 
which prevented the New York State Controller from spending 
funds for the New York State budget. He said, however, that 
the judge stayed execution of the injunction pending appeal 
to the New York State Court of Appeals in Albany, New York. 

He said that the New York State Court of Appeals in Albany, 

New York, threw this case out for "lack of judicial standing". 

He stated that he subpoenaed the court records from the Record 
Room of the Clerk of the Court in the New York State Supreme 
Court for New York County to be delivered to the New York 
Supreme Court in Albany^County, Albany, New York, during the 
course of this appeal and that he does not know where these 
court records are maintained at the present time.

Mr. CAPUTO stated his contacts with the nominee 
have Deen strictly on a legislative and political basis and 
not on a personal basis, Mr, CAPUTO stated that ndhing has 
ever come to his attention that would indicate that the nominee 
is involved in anything that would cause him embarrassment, 
either politically or personally. Mr. CAPUTO further stated 
that he'believes that the nominee had the respect of both 
political partie s in the leg islatur e and he says thi s even th ough 
he, himself, is/ a mem b er of the Republica n Part y. Mr. CAPUTO stated 
that he would recommend the nominee for the office oFTIce 
President, but any recommendation would have to be based on 
tne reputation of the nominee and not on any considerable 
personal knowledge of the nominee. 

On August 27, 1974, RICHARD C. ROSS, Attorney, who 
has nusinesses located at 10 Fishe Place, lit, Vernon, Mew York, 
advised he has been an Assemblyman In tne New York State Legis¬ 
lature since 1972. lir. ROSS stated he has met the nominee on 
a number of occasions in regard to his legislative work, and 
he has always found the nominee to be a dynamic and intelligent 
leader. Hr. ROSS also stated that he has never heard anything 
that would compromise the nominee's character or reputation, 
either politically or personally, and ne highly recommended the 
nominee for the office of Vice President, 

On August 28, 1974, RICHARD E. MANNIX, who has law 
offices located at 5jL_Church Street, White Plains, New York, 
advised he has been Can 7 Assemblyman in the New York State 
Legislat ure since 1972, Mr. MAHHIX stated that even though 
he is/a member of the sa me p olit ical party a s t h e no minee, he has 
differed with the nominee regarding political philosophy, but 

he still respects the nominee in many ways. He stated the _ 

nominee has proven himself to be\a ver y capable, and^experienced 
administrator. He also stated that he has never heard any

that in 1967, when he had been an attorney for the firm of 
Milbank, Tweed, Hadley and Me Cloy, 1 Chase Manhattan Plaza, 
New York City, New York, he had been assigned to do some 
legal work for the ROCKEFELLER family. In 1969, he was 
assigned to his firm's office at 30 Rockefeller Plaza, New 
York City, New York, in order to be close to the ROCKEFELLER 
office. In 1971, he became affiliated with Rockefeller 


Family and Associates. During these years, he has done more 
legal work for LAURANCE and DAVID ROCKEFELLER than he has 
for the nominee. He stated that although all the attorneys 
here handle various assignments, his field of concentration 
has been in philanthropic matters and in property law. He 
has also handled some conservation interests for the nominee. 


I I stated that the nominee displays a 

very "careful concern for observance of law". He stated 
that the nominee "goes to the extent he can within the 
law", but definitely will stay within its bounds, and he 
has a great "sensitivity to legal distinc tions" and wi ll 
never stretch a law for his own benefit. I stated 

that the nominee has "an unusually broad ability over a 
range of areas" and is "one of the most competent executives" 
for whom he has ever worked. He said the nominee i s c apable 
of managing a large number of i ndiv iduals for_a .lengthy^period 
and is capable of achieving T:he results of their maximum 
efforts. He regards the nominee as having outstanding 
leadership qualit ies and his w orking relationships with 
people are good. I I stated that nothing has ever 

come to his attention which would cause him to doubt the 
nominee's moral character or reputation, and he is not 
aware of any irregularity or indiscretion on the part of 
the nominee which, if divulged at a later date, would cause 
embarrassment to the Vice Presidency of the United States 
or to the nominee himself. He concluded by stating that the 
nominee is an honest, loyal and competent individual, whose 
integrity is above reproach, and he highly recommended him 
for the position of Vice President of the United States. 
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V. INTERVIEWS OP PUBLIC OFFICIALS 

On August 26, 197^ LAWRENCE J. FINNEGAN, JR., 

Chief of Investigations, Quee ns County District Atto rney's 
Office, advised Special Agent | I that as 

former Chief of the Fraud Bureau, Queens, New York, he had 
investigated one Dr. THOMAS W. MATTHEW, founder of Interfaith 
Hospital of Queens, 175-10 88th Avenue, Jamaica, New York. 

He stated that the purpose of his investigation concerned 
fraud matters at this hospital, and the extent of the inves¬ 
tigation was from May 5* 1972, until the end of 1973. During 
the course of this_investigation he gained possession of 

numerous memoranda_from within the Department of Health, 

State of New York, concer nin g the evaluations of the above 
hospital. These memoranda /reflected statements which indi¬ 
cated that "there does nofTappear to be any effort made to 
prolonging the life of the patient"; "there is a high incidence 
of medication errors on the charts"; "very littl e lab work i s 
done even on critical patients"; "the doctors at ! \ 

are un licensed',I "the patient's areas are unbelievably filthy". 

FINNEGAN made available the above in order to 
substantiate and emphasize the conditions of this hospital. 

He stated that these conditions were made known to the upper 
echelon in the Department of Health and also to ALTON G. 

MARSHALL of the Governor's office. FINNEGAN made no accusa¬ 
tions against ROCKEFELLER, then Governor, having direct knowledge 
of the situation, but he said he questioned the intent of the 
ineptness of those close to the Governor who handled the payments 
of Medicaid funds to Interfaith Hospital. He said that hospitals 
are certified yearly for funds, but even though Interfaith had 
to be certified on a monthly basis, the funds still continued 
to be received from the State. FINNEGAN said that it was his 
impression that there was a cover up of these conditions and 
the obvious misuse of funds at the hospital, and someone close 
to the Governor continued to certify this hospital for Medicaid 
reimbursement. 

FINNEGAN concluded that 6r7 MTTHEW had political in¬ 
fluence and, because of this, either the Governor and/or one 
of his aides allowed the above situation to continue. He made 
ava ilable a copy of a memorandum, dated January 16, 1969, from 
one|| believed to be in the Governor's Executive 
Office or m une office of the Lieutenant Governor, to ALTON G. 
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MARSHALL reminding him that he ha d sent Dr. MAT THEW a letter . 
on April 8, 1968, advising iDr. MATTHEW he had nine months to/mefet 
certain conditions if he were, tn rnntin ue to receive Medicaid 
payments. In this memorandum | stated that "the fact 

is Dr. MATTHEW is operating a hospital itfhich Is so far below 
New York State’s standards that it is a detriment to the public 
to be in operation". The following paragraph states "my 
recommendation is that the Health Department not certify the 
hospital for Medicaid".

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FINNEGAN reiterated that although he is not making 
any definite accusations, he has arrived at conclusions that 
because of the power that Dr. MATTHEW could exhibit in the 

black commu nit y, the conditions at I nter faith Hospital were_ 

knowingly lallowed to contin ue wit h contin uous f inancial support 1 from 
the State. He stated that because of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation's investigation into the potential merits of 
NELSON ROCKEFELLER as Vice President, he fel t t hat the abov e

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On August 26, 1974, Mr. MICHAEL ARMSTRONG, Attorney, 
Barrett, Smith, Schapiro, and Simon. 26 Broadway, New York, New 

York, advised S AI \ I that he was formerly Chief_ b6 

Counsel to the Knapp Commission, which was appointed by. former New b 7 c 
York Mayor JOHN V. LINDSAY to investigate corruption in the Ne w 
York City Police Department (NYCPD), and lateriwas. District^Attorney 
in Queens County, New York, by appointment of ROCKEFELLER to 
fill an unexpired term for approximately seven months* He 
said that his contact with ROCKEFELLER was in regard to law 
enforcement and he was greatly impressed by his knowledge of 
the problems involved, the obvious hard work he put into 
familiarizing himself with the situation and by his sincere 
desire to do something effective to raise the level of law 
enforcement and prevent corruption in law enforcement agencies. 

He said that he is not of the same political party as the 
nominee and was surprised and gratified by his willingness to 
appoint people to law enforcement positions regardless of 
party. He felt that ROCKEFELLER was seeking only the most capable 
men to fill such jobs. 

He said that ROCKEFELLER is an intelligent person 
of strong character,, who is an able administrator and leader. 

He said that heknows of nothing that would reflect adversely „ 
on his character, reputation, or loyalty to the United States 
and he feels that he will do an excellent job as Vice President. 

Mr, ARMSTRONG stated that when he took over as District 
Attorney in Queens, LAWRENCE J. FINNEGAN, JR. discussed a case 
with him that FINNEGAN had investigated extensively and 
thoroughly. This case involved THOMAS MATTHEW, a Black doctor 

who was active in politics and att ai ned s ome po litical_ 

strength. He recalled that forMATTHEW had_been_convictedJ>f 
income tax evasion, served a year or two in prison and was 

f ardoned by former President NIXON. He said that FINNEGAN 
egan his investigation of him because a dead.body was found 

in the store room of t he Interfaith H ospi ta l, which was_ 

operated by for. MATTH EW. The investiga tion revealed t he lice nse 
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of the hospital had lapsed, that it op erated in vio lation 
of State and local laws and that Dr. MATTHEW was receiving 
funds from the State and Federal Governments, He said that 
conditions at the hospital were in a deplorable state and 
nothing apparently was being done about it by the State 
Health Authorities, or any other agencies that had juris¬ 
diction. . He sa id t hat the. complete details pertaining to _ 

Dr. MATTHEW are in the District Attorney's fil e and available 

through Mr. FINNEGAN. He said t hat a s h e reca lled there was- 

nothing in the file on Dr. MATTHEW^that indicated that.ROCKEFELLER 
was aware of the situation nor has he any information that 
ROCKEFELLER was aware of it. He said, however, that the State 
Health Authority had jurisdiction and apparently no action was 
taken and that he knows that people as nigh up as the 
Governor*s Counsels Office had knowledge of it. He does not 
recall the names of these people but th ey are in the f ile on 
Dr.^MATTHEW. _He said that .he._did not know why action, was nbt 
taken and•suggested! that it might be a reluctance to go after 
a powerful black or just ineptness and poor administration 
in the Health Department.

MATTHEW by letter that if certain deficiencies at_that 
hospital were hot corrected financial payments through Medicaid 
would be terminated and, to the best of his recollection, \Dr.^ MATTHEW 
w-xs allowed nine months? to one year to correct these deficiencISsT 
GARRISON said he sent a memorandu m t o MARS HALL, app ro xi mately nine 
months after MARSHALL x?rote to Dr, MATTHEW,_advising MARSHALL_he was 
recommending that Interfaith Hospital should be closed.

On August 28, 1974, LINCOLN KIRSTEIN, 128 East 19th 
Street, New York, New York, advised that he is director of the 
New York City Ballet Company at Lincoln Center, New York, which 
is largely financed by ROCKEFELLER money and that he has known 
the nominee since approximately 1931. He stated that at that 
time the nominee and members of the family were involved in 
funding the Museum of Modern Art (MOMA) and he, KIRSTEIN, 
came to their attention because of his interest in modern art. 

He advised that the nominee was very active in the affairs of 
MOMA and was its president until he became Governor of New York 
State. He said that he worked with ROCKEFELLER during the 
1930s in connection with the MOMA and also made a couple of 
trips to South America for him when the nominee was coordinator 
of Inter-American Affairs. He, KIRSTEIN, went into the Army in 
1940 and did not have any contact with the nominee until the 
early 1960s when Lincoln Center, which would house the New York 
City Ballet Company, was being built and the ROCKEFELLERS were 
deeply involved in the financing and building of the Center. 

He said that he saw the nominee occasionally until about five 
years ago when he had a dispute with JOHN ROCKEFELLER over the 
management and use of the New York State Theatre at Lincoln 
Center and has not seen him or the nominee since then. 

KIRSTEIN said that the nominee is an energetic^and 
competent individual and a man of excellent administrative, ex¬ 
ecutive and leadership experience.

* v *• Also included among the copies of the documents 
of the IPR, provided by the confidential source, were the 
following: 

A letter dated April 9, 1943, addressed to "Dear 
PACKARD," from EDWARD C. CARTER, which concerned potential 
sources of income. This letter also states in part "The 
question may be asked should Mr. ROCKEFELLER make a personal 
contribution to the proposed fund in view of the present 
substantial support from the Rockefeller Foundation. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. ROCKEFELLER were influential in founding the IPR. 
One of the earliest organization meetings was held at Mrs, 
ROCKEFELLER’S invitation at 10 West 54th Street. From this 
luncheon flowed some of the most creative influences that lead 
to putting the Institute on a sound basis. Personal gifts 
from Mr. ROCKEFELLER which preceded Foundation support were 
decisive in winning confidence and support from others. At 
the Institute's invitation, JOHN ROCKEFELLER, III, attended 
the Kyoto Conference in 1929, and LAURANCE ROCKEFELLER attended 
the Banff Conference in 1933. Both of them worked hard as 
Secretaries at the conferences and each contributed to the 
effectiveness of the gathering I like to think that in 
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addition, both gained intellectually from the experience. 

Of course, JOHN gained more because a trip around the world 
was involved. The early, financial and personal help of 
Mr. and Mrs. ROCKEFELLER were decisive in putting the 
Institute on the map. Their intervention resulted in the 
Institute's gaining such'substantial academic and public 
recognition that it was later possible for the Rockefeller 
Foundation to lend its financial support which has been farseeing 
and continuous ever since." Attached to this letter was a list 
of "Forecast of Potential Income Under Favorable Circumstances." 
The name of JOHN D, ROCKEFELLER, JR., and the amount of 
$100,000 is included under a heading of possible sources of 
additional income, special gifts. Also attached to this letter 
was a list of names entitled "American Council, 1PR, Statement 
of Grants and Contributions," dated 1942, Among the names 
listed are JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER, III, $500, and Mrs. JOHN D.

The announcement of the 
wedding was made in a press re¬ 
lease from the office oi Lau- 
rar.ee Rockefeller.

The announcement noted that 
both the Governor and Mrs. 
Murphy had been married r rc ' 
vlouslv and that the marriages 
had been terminated by divorce. 

It said:

WASHINGTON, April 18—The most detailed study ever 
made of campaign contributions to political candidates has 
confirmed a cynical notion about American elections—that 
one formidable asset for public office is great personal 
wealth. 


This finding is documented in several new studies 
and in a massive, computerized analysis of 1970 campaign 
contributions reported in Washington and 10 states. The 
studies and the analysis were prepared by the Citizens' 

Research Foundation of Princeton, N.J. 

The foundation, a nonprofit, nonpartisan election 
spending study center, has just published, at $75 a copy a 
compendium of campaign donor of $500 or more in 1970. 

Rockefellers at Top 

On the basis of public but formerly unassembled 
1 data;, the foundation's studies disclose that Governor Rockefeller 
and his family have given him the most money ever spent by an 
American to obtain and hold public office—including family 
spending of at least $4.5 million in 1970. 

This year, however, wealthy candidates for Federal 
office—those running for state offices are exempt—have 
been barred by law from spending great sums on their own 
campaigns. 


This new Federal Election Campaign Act, which went 
into effect April 7, bars gifts to candidates by themse lves 
and their relatives of more thanran aggregate of $25,000 for a 
House race, $35,000 for a Senate candidacy and $50,000 for 
the Presidency. 

The significance of the limitation, assuming it is 
enforced, can be seen in a list of 117 family groups and 
individual donors who gave $25,000 or more in 1970. The list 
has been abstracted by The New York Times from the foundation's 
roster of 28,600 persons who contributed $500 or more. 





The 117 family groups gave a total of $19,178,192 
or 41 per cent of the $46,658,000 contained in the full 
research report. The list includes 45, can di d ates or family 
groups who made campaign investments of lj>500,600 to $1 million. 

Governor Rockefeller's total campaign spending 
since 1952 including the fraction of his gubernatorial 
campaign contributions that came fron nonfamily sources—it 
is something less than half—exceeds $27-million, according 
to Herbert E. Alexander, the Citizens' Research Foundation 
director. 


This estimate includes Mr. Rockefeller's campaigns 
for the Republican Presidential nomination in 1960, 1964, 
and 1968 and four successful races for Governor. 

In 1970, according to the foundation, Mr. Rockefeller 
spent more than $7.7 million, including at least $4.5 million, 
or 58 per cent, from Rockefeller family members, in his 
gubernatorial campaign against former Justice Arthur J. Goldberg, 
his Democratic opponent. 

In Mr. Alexander's 1970 campaign gift compendium, 
"Political Contributors of $500 or More in 1970" the computer, 
by assembling names and figures from public campaign spending 
reports in Albany, found that Mr. Rockefeller's sister, 

Mrs. Abby Mauze, and his brothers, John D. 3d, David, 

Laurance and Winthrop, gave him $1,448,533. The Governor 
reported giving his various campaign committees $77,500. 

The Governor's stepmother, the late Mrs. Martha 
Baird Rockefeller, gave him $2,803,500 for his 1970 race—an 
amount on which she was presumably required to pay a Federal 
gift tax of about $868,000. 

With other, small contributions—$500, for example,_ 
from John D. Rockefeller, 4th, a Democrat of Charleston, [w. Va. 
the family total mounted to $4.5 million as shown in the 
foundation's book. 

Not shown, but to be included in a forthcoming 
report by the foundation, was J5518,888 the Governor listed 
as "expenditures" in his Albany campaign financial 
disclosures—that is, out-of-pocket costs not borne by 
established fund-raising committees but paid directly by 
him.
